Proceedings  have  already  been  taken  in  the  High  Court  of  Justice,  Chancery  Division,  against 
three  traders  who  have  sold  Shaving  Soap  manufactured  in  France  with  this  name  upon  it,  and  in 
each  case  the  Defendants  have  submitted  to  judgment.  The  following  Order  was  made  by  Mr.

UPON  MOTION  this  dav  made  unto  this  Court  by  Counsel  for  the  Plaintiffs  and  UPON 
HEARING  Counsel  for  the  Defendants  and  LTPON  READING  the  Writ  of  Summons  issued  19th 
April,  1926.  And  the  Plaintiffs  and  Defendants  by  their  Counsel  consenting  that  the  said  Motion 
should  be  treated  as  a  Motion  for  Judgment  and  consenting  to  this  Judgment. 

THIS  COURT  DOTH  ORDER  that  the  Defendants  their  servants  and  agents  be  perpetually 
restrained  from  infringing  the  Plaintiffs'  Trade  Mark  No.  56013  in  Class  48. 

AND  IT  IS  ORDERED  that  the  Defendants  do  deliver  up  to  the  Plaintiffs  all  goods  (other 
than  those  of  the  Plaintiffs)  in  the  possession  or  power  of  the  Defendants  bearing  the  word 
"  Erasmic."

City  of  London  Health  Report 

The  latest  annual  report  of  the  medical  officer  of 
health  for  the  City  of  London,  covering  the  year  1925, 
contains  the  customary  record  of  varied  routine  work ; . 
but  on  this  occasion  there  is  no  outstanding  feature  of 
interest  to  the  drug  trade.  Of  the  samples  of  drugs 
taken  during  the  year,  nine  were  found  not  to  comply 
with  British  Pharmacopoeia  standards  and  two  prosecu- 
tions resulted.  The  public  analyst  dealt  with  a  total 
of  1,022  samples,  of  food  and  drugs.  The  Question  of 
arsenical  "  Jonathans  "  received  attention.  Dr. 
Howarth  summarises  the  results  ifi  the  following 
passage  : — 

Samples  of  these  apples  were  submitted  to  the  public 
analyst  for  examination,  and  he  reported  that  they  con- 
tained 1/700  of  a  grain  at  arsenioiis  oxide  per  pound.  This 
quantity  was  so  small  that  I  was  not  prepared  to  restrict 
the  sale  of  the  apples  affected.  Observation  has  been  main- 
tained, but  no  further  cause  for  suspicion  has  been  found. 
I  am  of  opinion,  liowever,  that  as  arsenic  is  a  foreign  addi- 
tion to  apples,  the  fruit  should  be  exported  entirely  free 
from  that  poison.  If  the  principle  of  disregard  of  small 
quantities  of  poison  is  to  be  accepted,  it  is  not  difficult  to 
appreciate  the  circumstance  that,  if  not  arsenic,  some  other 
poisonous  substance,  in  small  quantities,  might  be  added 
to  other  foods,  with  the  result  that  the  aggregate  consumed 
might  be  considerable. 

As  might  have  been  expected,  the  cases  of  venereal 
disease  treated  at  the  City's  "  centre  "  continue  to 
decline  in  number.  In  the  laboratories  associated  with 
the  centre  5,835  specimens  were  examined,  the  majority 
for  the  Wassermann  reaction.  The  medical  officer  draws 
the  conclusion  that  "  the  time  has  now  arrived  to  con- 
sider whether  a  cheaper  and  equally  efficient  way  of 
meeting  this  requirement  cannot  be  devised,  in  substi- 
tution for  that  which  now  exists." 

Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  reiport  : — 

The  adjourned  inquest  as  to  the  death  of  Mr. 
William  N.  J.  Waters,  manager  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Ling, 
chemist  and  druggist,  North  Walsham  (C.  (£■  D.,  Mav  1, 
p.  625),  was  held  on  May  20,  when  Dr.  G.  P.'  C. 
Claridge  stated  that  he  had  found  a  considerable  quan- 
tity of  hydrocyanic  acid  in  the  stomach.  Mr.  Ling  said 
he  had  employed  Mr.  Waters  for  twelve  years  and 
had  never  had  an  angry  word  with  him.  All  the  hooka 
were  in  order,  but  the  year's  trading  showed  a  loss. 
The  coroner  said  his  conclusion  was  that  the  deceased 
became  worried  about  things,  and  on  the  impulse  of 
the  moment  poisoned  himself.  His  verdict  would  ba 
one  of  "  Suicide  during  temporary  insanity."  Mr. 
Ling  expressed  his  deep  sympathy  with  the  widow  and 
family. 

An  inquiry  was  concluded  at  Hampstead  (London),  on 
May  20,  conceraing  the  death  of  Mr.  Kusel  Behr, 
Finchloy  Road,  a  Lithuanian  egg-importer  (C.  <L-  D., 
May  22,  p.  660).  Dr.  Bronte,  the  Home  Office  patholo- 
gist, had.  stated  that  the  cause  of  death  was  sb-ychuine 
poisoning.  Detective-Inspector  Hambrook  said  he  found 
nothing  suspicious  when  searching  the  house  except  a 
bottle  of  dry  gin.  He  also  took  possession  of  a  number 
of  medicines  and  drugs,  and  caused  inquiries  to  be 
made  at  every  chemist's  and  druggist's  within  frfteen 
miles  of  Charing  Cross.  The  results  of  his  search  were 
negative.  The  list  of  bottles,  vials  and  boxes  covered 
five  -and  a  half  foolscap  pages.  Detective-Sergeant  King 
said  that  a  certain  syrup  contained  strychnine.  This- 
syrup  was  "  pure  white  "  and,  if  dissolved  in  the  gin, 
would  not  change  its  colour.  No  attempt  had  been 
made  by  anyone  in  the  house  to  conceal  the  bottle  of 
gin.  Tile  discovery  that  it  contained  strychnine  was 
made  by  accident!  The  coroner,  in  reviewing  the 
evidence,  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Bronte  came  to  the  con- 
clusion that  2  gr.  of  strychnine  had  been  administered 
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on  the  morning  of  the  death.  Five  minutes  would 
elapse  before  the  symptoms  of  poisoning  would  become 
evident,  and  death  might  ensue  within  20  or  30  minutes 
later.    The  jury  returned  an  open  verdict. 

Liverpool 

The  drug  trade  of  Merseyside  was  well  represented 
by  the  number  who  volunteered  for  public  service. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ferriday,  County  Road,  Walton,  are 
spending  a  holiday  motoring  in  the  South  of  England. 

A  good  window  is  ito'  be  seen  at  Thompson  &  Capper's 
shop  in  Lord  Street,  which  is  well  stocked  with  every- 
thing photographic. 

Clay  &  Abraham,  Ltd.,  Lord  Street,  have  a  neat 
window  display  of  toilet  requisites,  including  violet  oil, 
a  Canadian  product. 

Though  there  is  still  plenty  of  room  for  complaint, 
chemists  on  Merseyside  report  that  business  is  slightly 
better  than  it  was  in  the  previous  three  weeks. 

Probably  at  no  period  of  its  long  career  has  the 
C.  ct  D.  been  more  eagerly  looked  forward  to,  and 
the  importance  of  its  services  to  the  trade  Been  more 
highly  appreciated,  than  during  the  last  week-end.  Had 
the  drug  trade  been  marooned  in  a  desert  island  it 
could  hardly  have  known  less  as  to  what  was  going  on 
dui'ing  the  strike  period,  and  May  happens  to  be  one 
of  the  most  important  months  in  the  pharmaceutical 
year. 

A  customer,  who  had  bought  a  valuable  shaving  brush 
a  short  time  ago,  returned  to  the  pharmacy  where  he 
had  purchased  it.  "  I  want  another  shaving  brush  similar 
to  the  last  one;  my, youngster  has  thrown  the  other  into 
the  fire."  In  the  circumstances  the  chemist  voluntarily 
offered  a  fifty-fifty  basis  of  profit,  which  had  a  mollifying 
effect  on  the  gentleman,  but  he  insisted,  with  meaning  in 
his  eye,  that  the  price  ticket  should  be  left  on ;  he 
wished  his  wife  to  see  it. 

A  half-crown  size  of  eau-de-Cologne  was  the  innocent 
cause  of  some  trouble.  A  lady  asked  for  a  glass  of  soda 
water  and  a  small  bottle  of  Cologne.  Next  day  a  letter 
was  received  from  a  clergyman  in  an  adjacent  county 
saying  that  a  dummy  bottle  had  been  supplied,  and  ask- 
ing for  a  full  one  to  be  posted  j  he  also  sent  a  shop- 
soiled  cracked  bottle.  The  chemist,  in  reply,  denied  that 
he  had  supplied  that  particular  bottle,  which  he  found 
to  be  cracked  at  the  bottom,  and,  moreover,  he  did  not 
keep  dummies.  A  request  came  for  the  bottle  to  be 
returned,  which  was  done.  A  further  letter  from  the 
clergyman  was  received,  saying  that  the  bottle  had  been 
submitted  to  all  the  chemists  in  his  town,  and  everyone 
declared  it  was  a  dummy.  Tlie  reply  of  the  chemist  was 
concise  and  to  the  point ;  he  had  nothing  further  to  add 
to  his  former  letter.  His  correspondent  now  wrote  a 
most  furious  epistle,  winding  up  by  saying  he  was  writing 
to  the  chief  constable  about  him.  The  chemist,  not 
being  one  of  Shakespeare's  lean  apothecaries,  treated  the 
vituperator  with  silent  contempt,  and  heard  no  more 
about  it. 

Manchester 

D.  &  W.  Gibbs,  Ltd.,  are  pi'oviding  a  prize  for  com- 
petition for  the  members  of  the  Liveiipool  and  Man- 
chester Associations  of  golfing  pharmacists  who  have  not 
qualified  for  the  Challenge  Trophy  competition  at  Sandi- 
way  on  June  9. 

The  fine  weather  during  the  week-end  has  been  the 
means  of  reviving  business  in  photographic  goods,  and 
trade  generally  is  improving  with  most  people.  Many 
complaints  have  been  made  regarding  the  non-delivery 
of  goods  invoiced  as  having  been  dispatched  before  the 
strike. 

Sheffield 

Mr.  J.  E.  Crowe  is  well  on  the  way  to  recovery  from 
hie  illness. 

The  coal  strike  is  having  a  serious  effect  on  the  drug 
trade  in  this  area. 

It.  is  learned  with  regret  that  the  secretary  of  the 
Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society,  Mr. 
McConachie,  will  not  seek  re-election  at  the  conclusion  of 
bis  term  of  office. 


Miscellaneous 

WiNDOw-DEEssiNG  AWARD. — Among  the  prize-winners 
in  the  window-dressing  competition,  held  in  connection 
with  the  British  Empire  shopping  week  at  Woking, 
recently,  was  Mr.  A.  L.  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Chertsey  Road.  The  prizes  were  awarded  by  popular 
vote. 

In  the  COTJIITS.— In  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeal,  oa 
May  20,  Hector  C.  Leach,  Hulme,  Manchester,  applied 
for  leave  to  appeal  against  a  conviction  for  the  murder 
of  Elizabeth  Haslam,  the  two  persons  having  agreed  to 
commit  suicide  by  taking  lysol,  and  Haslam  having  died.

Bower,  F.R.S.,  formerly  professor  of  botany  at 
Glasgow  University,  for  his  recent  contributions  to 
botanical  knowledge,  and  in  recognition  of  his  public 
work,  extending  over  a  period  of  forty-five  years.

The  sensitivity  of  any  case  requires  to  be  decided  »o  that 
a,  suitable  dosage  may  be  given."  —

Irish  News 

Boards  of  Guardiaijs'  Contracts 

The  various  Boards  of  Guardians  in  Northern  Ireland 
have  now  completed  the  placing  of  contracts  for  the 
supply  of  medicines  and  medical  and  surgical  appliances 
for  the  ensuing  year.  Some  of  the  contracts  are  very 
large,  and  competition  from  both  England  and  Ireland 
is  usually  keen.  In  the  case  of  the  appliances,  all  the 
contracts,  with  the  exception  of  the  Belfast  Union  and 
one  or  two  others,  have  gone  to  an  EngHsh  firm,  the 
Surgical  Manufacturing  Co.,  at  the  high  discount  of  60 
per"  cent,  off  the  schedule  prices.  J.  Clarke  &_  Co. 
(Successors),  Ltd.,  obtained  Belfast  appliances  at  55  per 
cent.,  and  Lisburn  and  Hillsborough  appliances  at  60  per 
cent.  The  drug  contract  for  Belfast,  for  which  there  is 
keen  competition,  was  obtained  by  Fred  Storey  &  Co., 
Belfast,  the  former  contractors.  Three  other  firms  sent 
in  tenders.  The  discounts  for  the  drug  contracts  gener- 
a,Uy  ranged  fi'om  33^  per  cent,  to  40  per  cent,  abatement. 
Londonderry  Union  gave  the  medicine  contract  to 
Sumner  &  Co.,  Liverpool,  although  an  Irish  house,  Fred 
Storey  &  Co.,  was  1  per  cent,  lower.  Limavady  Union 
gave  the  contract  for  appliances  to  Fred  Storey,  Ltd., 
in  preference  to  the  lower  tender  of  the  Surgical  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  but  the  Ministry  of  Home  Affairs  drew 
their  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  might  be  surcharged 
by  the  auditor,  and,  as  Messrs.  Storey  would  not  increase 
the  discount,  the  contract  was  given  to  the  Surgical 
Manufacturing  Co.  The  following  were  successful  in 
the  medicine  contraoiiS,  and  the  abatements  are  as  follow:

Brevities 

The  proprietor  of  Parke's  Medical  Hall,  Banbridge, 
has  been  awarded  £76  by  the  Northern  Ireland  Tribunal 
for  loss  of  profits  through  deprivation  of  wine  licences 
under  the  Northern  Ireland  Licensing  Act,  1923.  At  a 
sitting  of  the  Compensation  Tribunal  in  Newtownards, 
CO.  Down,  on  May  18,  Mr.  Jas.  Walker,  Ph.C,  Bally- 
nahinch,  was  awarded  £289  compensation. 

At  Bailieborough,  co.  Cavan,  Circuit  Court,  on  May 
19,  Samuel  Jones,  R.D.,  the  Medical  Hall,  Bailie- 
borough,  appealed  from  the  decision  of  District  Justice 
Hannan  on  February  18,  1926,  fining  him  £40,  or  in 
default  six  months'  imprisonment,  for  selling  methylated 
spirit  to  a  man  (afterwards  found  dead)  named  Patrick 
Hegarty  on  December  28.  1925,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  23  of  the  Intoxicating  Liquor  Act, 
1924  (C.  cfc  D.,  February  27,  p.  280).  After  giving  an 
undei'taking  to  give  up  selling  methylated  spirit.  Judge 
Devitt  affirmed  the  conviction,  but  struck  out  the  fine, 
stating  that  defendant  would  not  go  to  jail  if  he  gave 
up  selling  the  spirit. 

Belfast 

The  Juries'  Amendment  Bill  for  Northern  Ireland, 
came  before  the  Senate,  on  May  19„.but  no  further  dis,-, 
cussion.  was  raised  on.  the  question  of  the  exemption  .o£ 
chemists.  It  is  expected  the  Bill  will  receive  the  Royal 
Assent  on  June  1.  ..         .  ^ 

At  the  bi-monthly  meeting  . of  the  Board  .of  IManage-- 


ment  of  the  Roysil  Victoria  Hospital,  Belfast,  on  May 
20,  it  was  reported  that  the  Belfa-st  Presbytery  had  sent 
£100  donation,  nominating  Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin,  R.D., 
5  St.  Jude's  Avenue,  as  life  governor.  jMr.  Rankin  has 
been  for  many  years  honorary  treasurer  of  the  Ulster 
Retail  Drug  Trade  Association,,  and  is  ex-President  of 
the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

In  the  Northern  Irish  Parliament,  Belfast,  on  May  19, 
Mr.  Crawford  asked  the  Minister  of  Home  Affaira 
whether  he  would  state  the  number  of  wine  licences 
granted  by  the  Excise  authorities  in  Northern  Ireland 
since  the  Intoxicating  Liquor  Act  of  1923  came  into 
operation.  This  Act,  it  will  be  recalled,  deprived 
chemists  of  the  right  to  sell  wines.  The  Minister  of 
Finance  said  since  the  passing  of  the  Act  ten  new 
licences  for  the  sale  of  wine  for  off-consumption  have 
been  issued  by  the  Customs  and  Excise  Department, 
of  which  eight  are  at  present  in  force. 

Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  J. P.,  President  of  the  Pharmaj- 
ceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  in  a  letter  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  of  Queen's  University,  refers  inciden- 
tally to  the  work  accomplished  by  Professor  Small  of 
the  University  in  connection  with  the  setting  up  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council.  Mr.  Todd's  letter  con- 
tained the  following  :  Professor  Small,  who  is  a  member 
of  our  Council,  has  been  of  the  greatest  possible  assist- 
ance to  us  in  framing  regulations  to  govern  our  examina- 
tions. He  is  taking  very  great  interest  in  the  working 
of  our  Society.  The  setting  up  o:^  a  Pharmaceutical 
Preliminary  examination  by  Queen's  University  is  a 
wise  procedure,  as  it  links  the  student  with  the  Univer- 
sity at  the  beginning,  and  is  an  incentive  for  him  to 
take  a  degree  in  pharmacy  or  medicine. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Corporation  on 
May  3,  regulations  were  saibmiitted  by  the  Ministry 
erf  Home  AiJairs  for  Northern  Ireland  prescribing  th-e 
coiniditions  to  ibe  observed  land  the  precautions  to  be  taken 
in  connectian  with  the  distribution  of  poisons  and  poison- 
ous pS'ubstances  free  of  'dhtarge  for  the  purposes  of  the 
PuMic  Health  (Ire.lan.d)  Acts,  1878  to  1918,  as  follows  : 
(1)  In  fhe  distribution  of  poisons  and  poisonous  substances 
free  of  charge  for  the  purposes  of  the  Puhlic  Health 
(Ireland)  Acts,  1878  to  1918,  every  bottle  or  container 
shall  be  conspicuously  labelled  "  Poison,"  and  no  other 
la'bel,  save  that  relating  to  the  poisons  or  poisononis  sub- 
stanoes  oonbained  therein,  shall  appear  upon  suc'h  bottle 
or  container.  (2)  In  t'he  distribution  as  aforesaid  poisons 
or  poisonous  substanceis  should,  whenever  possible,  ba 
isisued  in  bottles  or  containers  of  special  shape  (as  pro- 
vided for  in  par.igraph  2  Oif  the  regulations  prescribed  by 
Order  of  the  Privy  Council,  dated  August  12,  1912),  and 
undei'  no  circumstainces  should  such  poisons  or  poisoi^oua 
substances  be  issued  in  wine,  porter,  beer  or  mineral-water 
bottles.  The  Medicial  Superintendent  Officer  of  Health 
was  instructed  to  see  that  the  fo'i-egoing  regulations  are 
observed  in  the  issue  oif  disinfectants  free  of  charge  by 
his  Department. 

Dublin 

The  Calendar  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland 
for  1926,  which  has  just  been  issued,  is  corrected  to 
March  9,  1926.

The  stand  of  "  Kolynos  "  tooth  paste  was  among 
the  close  runners  up  of  the  three  prize-winners  in  the 
competition  of  the  "  Irish  Independent  "  for  the  three 
most  attractive  stands  at  the  recent  Royal  Dublin 
Society's  spring  show. 

Mr.  Burke,  Minister  for  Local  Government,  informed 
Aid.  Byrne,  in  the  Dail  on  April  30,  that  portions  of 
a  consignment  of  foreign  shaving  brushes,  among  which 
the  infection  of  anthrax  was  detected  in  Glasgow,  were 
purchased  in  December  and  January  last  by  two  firms 
in  Dublin.  The  medical  officer  for  Dublin  succeeded  in 
securing  the  surrender  of  the  suspected  brushes  from  one 
of  these  firms.  The  other  firm  had  given  up  business, 
and  was  believed  to  have  removed  to  England.  Inci- 
dents of  this  nature  were  rare,  arid  the  existing  sanitary 
organisation,  with  the  co-operation  of  traders  concerned, 
had  proved  adequate  for  the  protection  of  the  jjublie'.' 
Should  it  be  found  that  the  interests  of  ■  public  health 
were  endangered,  .  the ,  Public  Health  ■  Acts  contained; 
authority  for  applying  specific  safeguards.  ■  •:  ' 
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Jury  Service  in  North  Ireland 

A  JiEETiNG  was  held  in  Belfast,  on  April  29,  of  tlie 
presidents  of  the  Northern  Pharmacy  and  Drug  Associa- 
tions, to  consider  the  position  of  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists  and  registered  druggists  under  the  new  Jury 
Law  Amendment  Bill.  There  were  present  Mr.  H.  Todd, 
J. P.,  President  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland;  Mr.  J.  Macauley,  President  Ulster  Retail  Drug 
Trade  Association ;  Mr.  R.  I.  Edwards,  President  North 
Irish  Pharmacists'  Association;  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  Presi- 
dent Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland.  After 
consideration  it  was  decided  to  approach  the  Home  Office 
and  see  if  it  would  not  be  possible  to  get  all  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  exempt  as  heretofore,  and  not  merely 
those  who  have  not  a  qualified  person  or  persons  to 
assist  them,  and  also  get  the  druggists  added  to  the 
exemption:  Great  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  by  the 
trade  at  the  report  of  the  Departmental  Committee,  which 
recommended  taking  away  the  exemptions  from  the 
chemists.  Subsequently  Messrs.  Todd,  Macauley, 
Edwards  and  Storey  waited  upon  the  Ministry  of  Home 
Affairs  and  e.xplained  that,  owing  to  the  seven  restric- 
tions placed  upon  chemists  and  also  druggists  by  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  it  would  be  a  grave  injustice  to 
the  public  if  a  medical  man  could  not  obtain  urgent 
drugs.  It  was  pointed  out  in  connection  with  the  exemp- 
tion of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who  has  no  qualified 
assistant,  it  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  attend  at  the 
Revision  Sessions  to  get  exemption.  The  Minister 
promised  to  consider  the  various  points  raised  by  the 
deputation.  It  was,  also  arranged  that  Mr.  Todd  was  to 
send  in  a  statement  on  behalf  of  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists,  and  Mr.  Storey  to  send  in  a  statement  on 
behalf  of  the  druggists.  The  deputation  also  waited 
upon  Mr.  T.  W.  McMuUan,  M.P.,  who  promised  to  raise 
the  question  of  exemption  on  the  second  reading.  Mr. 
Todd  subsequently  sent  the  following  statement  to  the 
Ministry:  "  Owing  to  the  severe  restrictions  placed  upon 
pharmaceutical  chemists  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
and  other  Acts  of  Parliament,  we  feel  that  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  ought  to  be  placed  on  parallel  lines  with 
medical  practitioners  and  be  exempt  from  serving  on 
juries,  as  they  always  have  been.  Pharmacists  recognise 
that  they  owe  a  duty  to  the  State  like  all  other  citizens, 
but,  in  claiming  exemption  from  jury  service,  they 
believe  it  to  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  community.  The 
proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  is  responsible  for  the  safo 
custody  of  all  drugs  coming  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  under  heavy  penalties.  Certain  potent  drugs  are 
only  used  in  emei'gency  oases,  and  by  Act  of  Parliament 
the  proprietor  must  keep  in  his  possession  the  key  of 
the  poison  locker.  In  Northern  Ireland  there  are  about 
200  pharmacist  proprietors,  and  a  great  many  of  these 
would  be  exempt  as  having  no  qualified  manager;  the 
number  of  pharmacists  who  would  be  called  would  be 
very  small  indeed.  We  believe  by  exempting  pharmacists 
as  a  body  would  be  the  best  way  to  serve  the  com- 
munity." 

The  Bill,  Second  Reading 
In  moving  the  second  reading  of  the  Jury  Laws 
Amendment  Bill  in  the  Parliament  of  Northern  Ireland, 
Belfast,  on  May  5,  the  Hom«  Secretary,  Sir  Dawson 
Bates,  said  that  in  the  matter  of  exemptions  for  jury 
service  they  had  followed  the  recommendations  of  the 
Departmental  Committee,  and  proposed  to  abolish  the 
exemption  that  had  hitherto  been  given  to  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemists,  with  this  important  exception,  that 
in  the  case  of  a  one-owner  shop  who  had  no  qualified 
assistants,  he  should  be  exempt.  He  thought  they 
would  agree  with  him  that  it  was  in  the  public  interest 
that  shops  of  that  kind  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
qualified  individuals.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion, 
Mr.  T.  W.  McMullan,  M.P.,  after  a  strong  appeal  for 
the  exemption  of  commercial  travellers,  said  that  phar- 
maceutical chemists  had  heretofore  been  exempted,  but 
now  the  suggestion  was  that  those  only  would  be 
exempted  who  were  duly  registered,  who  were  the  pro- 
prietors of  Z.  business  and  had  in  their  employ  no  duly 
qualified  person  or  persons  to  assist  them.  Under  recent 
legislation  in  connection  with  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
the  proprietor  of  a  pharmacy  had  serious  responsibilities. 


He  is  responsible,  proceeded  the  Minister,  for  the  safe 
custody  of  all  drugs  coming  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  and  he  is  responsible  under  heavy  penalties.  Cer- 
tain potent  drugs  are  only  used  in  emergency  cases,  and 
by  Act  of  Parliament  the  proprietor  must  keep  in  his 
possession  the  key  of  the  poisons  lock.  I  would  submit 
that,  even  though  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  should  have 
a  qualified  assistant,  he  is  not  permitted  by  law  to  dele- 
gate his  authority  on  potent  drugs  to  any  assistant, 
whether  qualified  or  otherwise.  In  a  case  of  life  and 
death  it  might  be  a  very  serious  thing  if  the  head  if 
the  firm,  the  responsible  proprietor  who  must  carry  the 
key,  should  be  absent  from  his  business,  axid  I  would 
appeal  to  the  Minister  to  take  this  matter  into  his 
serious  consideration.  Chemists  and  druggists  and  regis- 
tered druggists  are  not  exempted,  and  yet  they  come 
under  the  same  restriction  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 
In  quite  a  number  of  towns  in  the  North  of  Ireland 
there  are  no  pharmacies,  and  as  a  rule  in  those  little 
towns,  poisons  are  distributed  through  the  only  regis- 
tered druggist.  The  registered  druggist  cannot  have  a 
qualified  assistant,  so  under  circumstances  of  that  sort 
he  is  the  only  one  who  can  supply  poisons  or  medicines 
containing  poisons.  One  of  the  poisons  used  more  fre- 
quentl.v  in  these  country  places  is  laudanum,  and  that  is 
used  in  connection  with  sicknesses  of  horses.  I  can 
quite  imagine  that  a  farmer  coming  a  very  considerable 
distance  into  one  of  these  small  towns  to  ^et  medicines 
for  a  horse  that  was  in  a  dangerous  condition  would  be 
ver.y  much  upset  if,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  druggist 
on  jury  service,  it  wais  impossible  for  him  to  get  relief 
for  that  animal  on  that  day,  or,  perhaps  two  or  three 
days  subsequently.  In  the  meantime  he  might  lose  his 
horse.  I  would  appeal  to  the  Minister  that  chemists 
and  druggists  and  registered  druggists  should  be  treated 
in  the  same  way  as  pharmaceutical  chemists.  In  a  short 
time  these  bodies  will  be  one.  We  have  a  new  Pharma. 
ceutical  Society,  and  it  is  only  a  question  of  a  year  or 
two  until  they  all  amalgamate  as  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  I  think  it  would  be  a  matter  of  anticipatory 
courtesy,  apart  from  this  question  I  have  raised,  that 
the  same  treatment  should  be  meted  out  to  chemists  and 
druggists  and  registered  druggists  as  is  meted  out  to 
pharmacists.  The  second  reading  was  agreed  to.  Notice 
of  amendments  by  private  members  to  the  pharmaceutical 
exemption,  were  subsequently  handed  in. 

Committee  Stage 

A  discussion  on  the  question  of  chemists  and  jury 
service  took  place  in  the  Northern  Ireland  Parliament 
on  May  11,  on  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Jurys  Amend- 
ment Bill.  The  Government  proposed  to  remove  the 
exemption  from  service  on  juries  granted  to  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  other  than  those  who  have  no  qualified 
person  or  persons  behind  them. 

Mr.  T.  W.  McMuLLAN,  M.P.,  moved  an  amendment 
that  all  pharmaceutical  chemists,  chemists  and  druggists, 
and  registered  druggists,  duly  registered,  who  are  the 
proprietors  of  a  business,  be  exempt.  In  moving  the 
amendment,  Mr.  McMullan  said  :  "I  appreciate  the 
■determination  of  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  to  cast 
his  jury  net  as  widely  as  possible.  Naturally  the 
greater  the  number  of  those  who  are  eligible  for  jury 
service  the  less  frequent  will  be  the  calls  upon  the 
individual  and  the  less  onerous  his  duties.  But  exemp- 
tion, as  far  as  I  can  see,  must  be  given  where  the 
public  service  or  the  public  convenience  would  be  inter- 
fered with  by  the  calling  of  certain  individuals  or  of 
a  certain  class.  I  have  put  down  amendments  with 
regard  to  three  classes.  One  of  these  is  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  Pharmaceutical  chemists  heretofore  have  been 
exempt  from  jury  service,  but  they  are  being  restricted 
in  some  measure  by  the  Bill  now  before  us,  and  the 
measure  of  their  restriction  is  that  those  pharmaceutical 
chemists  who  have  in  their  employ  a  duly-qualified 
person  or  persons  will  not  be  exempt.  I  would  submit 
that  pharmaceutical  chemists  have  severe  restrictions 
placed  upon  them  by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and  that 
certain  heavy  responsibilities  in  consequence  rest  upon 
the  individual  chemist,  who  is  at  the  head  of  his 
business.  If  he  is  aibsent  from  his  business  through 
attending  on  a  jui-y,  it  may  be  that  t>?6  public  service 
will  be  very  seriously  hampered,  and  that  a  public  or 
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private-  catastvophe  may  take  place  in  consequence.  He 
is,  not  able  to  leave  behind  him  the  key  of  his  poisons 
lock  in  charge  of  any  person.  The  law  does  not  permit 
him  to  do  so.  He  is  personally  responsible  for  that 
lock,  and  it  is  his  responsibility,  under  heavy  penalty, 
to  see  that  all  drugs  are  properly  looked  after.  I 
would  submit  that  the  position  of  the  pharmaceutical 
chemists  in  the  community  is  such  that  it  is  desirable 
that  they  should  be  entirely  exempt.  As  part  of  the 
same  amendment  I  have  asked  that  chemists  and  drug- 
gists and  registered  druggists  should  be  brought  in 
along  with  the  phamiaceutical  chemists.  These  gentle- 
men are  also  restricted  under  the  Poisons  Act,  and,  as 
chemists  and  druggists  and  registered  druggists,^  they 
have  not  any  qualified  assistants  who  are  able  to  deal 
with  the  scheduled  poisons  in  their  absence.  In  country 
towns  where  there  is  possibly  only  one  registered  drug- 
gist, or  one  chemist  and  druggist,  it  is  a  serious  thing 
that  a  farmer  coming  in  should  not  be  able  to  receive 
the  medicines  he  may  require  to  deal  with  disease  among 
his  cattle.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  chemists  and  druggists 
were  not  exempted  before,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
they  were  not  in  existence  when  the  old  Juries  Act  was 
passed.  But  they  went  to  the  Imperial  Government,  and 
the  Imperial  Government  promised  that  when  the  first 
alteration  to  the  Juries  Act  was  made  registered  drug- 
gists and  chemists  and  druggists  should  be  considered. 
I  would  appeal,  therefore,  to  the  Minister  of  Home 
Affairs  (Sir  Dawson  Bates)  to  give  favourable  considera- 
tion to  the  claim  of  these  gentlemen  to  be  exempt  entirely 
under  the  jury  laws.  I  understand  that  the  number  of 
pharmaceutical  chemists  who  would  be  exempt,  in  addition 
to-  those  whose  exemption  is  already  contemplated,  would 
be  somewhere  between  fifteen  and  twenty,  and  that  the 
number  of  chemists  and  druggists  and  registered  drug- 
gi.sts  involved  would  be  somewhere  between  100  and 
150.  May  I  sipeak  now  on  the  amendment  standing  in 
my  name  ? 

•The  Tempobaey  Chairman  (Captain  Mulholland)  :  No, 
I  think  the  hon.  gentleman  had  better  stick  to  one 
amendment.    We  will  come  to  tRe  other  in  due  course. 

Ml-.  Hanna  :  The  Government  cannot  see  their  way 
to  accept  this  amendment.  On  the  occasion  of  the 
second  reading  of  this  Bill  'the  hon.  member  (Mr.  T.  W. 
]\IcMullan)  almost  made  me  cry  when  he  told  the  House 
sad  stories  of  horses  that  could  not  live  without 
laudanum.  Now  he  tells  us  there  may  be  a  public  or 
a  private  calamity.  This  time  he  has  succeeded  in 
making  me  laugh,  because  if.  a  chemist  must  keep  the 
key  of  the  poisons  lock  and  he  has  to  serve  on  a  jury, 
then  the  key  of  the  poisons  lock  will  be  in  the  jury 
box,  and  so  I  do  not  see  how  there  could  be  any 
poisonous  calamity. 

Mr.  T.  W.  McMuLLAN  :  A  man  might  die. 

Mr.  Hanna  :  For  want  of  poison  ?  Splendid  !  If  there 
are  only  fifteen  or  twenty  altogether,  and  if  the  services 
which  8,C00  men  have  to  render  in  connection  with  juries 
are  spread  over  five  j'ears,  wliat  proportion  of  their  time 
would  these  twelve  or  fifty  expert  chemists  have  to  spend 
in  the  jury  box  ?  Again,  the  hon.  member  -does  not 
try  to  make  any  serious  case  on  the  ground  of  public 
convenience.  There  is  no  doubt  that  jury  service  is 
irksome  on  the  individual,  but  it  is  a  duty  of  citizen- 
ship, and  I  really  believe  that,  apart  from  the  little 
inconvenience  to  which  it  does  put  individuals,  after 
they  have  tolerated  the  inconvenience  and  have  served 
in  the  administration  of  justice,  they  feel  that  satisfac- 
tion that  must  come  to  every  man  who  contributes 
according  to  his  ability  in  the  interests  and  in  the 
service  of  the  State.  I  do  not  really  think  that  the 
hon.  gentleman  shovdd  press  this  amendment  of  his.  I 
hope  he  will  see  his  way  to  withdraw  it,  but  in  any 
event,  for  the  reasons  which  I  have  indicated,  it  is  not 
possible  for  the  Government  to  accept  i^ 

Mr.  G.  Hendhrson  :  I  think  there  is  really  -:ome 
ground  for  the  contention  of  the  hon.  member  for  Down 
(Mr.  McMullan)  that  chemists  and  druggists  should  at 
least  have  the  restricted  exemption  that  applies  to  phar- 
maceutical chemists.  I  would  not  aslc  that  they  should 
be  entirely  exempt  from  service  on  juries,  but  I  think 
where  in  a  county  town  a  chemist  and  druggist  has  not 
a  competent  assistant  to  dispense  drugs  the  hon.  member 
for  Down  has  made  a  case  for  at  least  a  partial  exemp- 


tion of  that  chemist  and  -druggist,  the  same  as  applies 
to  ph-armaceutic<il  chemists.  I  I^novv  that  in  some  country 
towns  there  is  only  a  drug  store,  and  with  all  due 
respect  to  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Ministry 
of  Home  Atfairs  (Mr.  Hanna),  cattle  do  take  side  some- 
times in  the  country  as  well  as  individuals,  and  they 
need  medicine..  I  think  the  Government  would  be  well 
advised  to  accept  at  least  that  portion  of  the  hon. 
member's  amendment  giving  exemption  to  chemists  and 
druggists  equal  to  the  exemption  given  to  .pharmaceu- 
tical chemists  in  the  Bill.  I  tbink  it  would  be  wortl- 
consideration. 

Sir  Dawson  Bates  :  My  hon.  friend  (Mr.  George 
Henderson)  does  not  quite  appreciate  the  reason  why 
we  have  given  this  qualified  exemption  to  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists.  We  feel  that  where  a  pharmaceutical 
chemisit  has  not  got  a  qualified  assistant  it  would  be 
unfair,  not  in  the  man's  own  interests  but  in  the 
interests  of  the  public,  that  he  should  be  taken  away 
from  his  place  of  business.  It  is  quite  possible  that 
an  indiv/'flual  might  tm-ke  sick,  and  it  is  in  order  to 
enable  that  individual  to  -get  a  prescription  made  up  by 
a  doctor  compounded  by  that  pharmaceutical  chemist 
that  this  exemption  is  given.  My  hon.  friend,  I  think, 
is  aware  thait  druggists  do  not  compound  prescriptions, 
and  that  is  why  we  feel  that  we  cannot  make  any 
e.xception  in  their  favour. 

Mr.  T.  W.  McMullan  :  As  the  Government  are  dis- 
inclined to  accept  this  amendment,  I  beg  leave  to  with- 
draw. 

The  amendment  was,  by  leave,  withdrawn.  A  further 
amendment  by  Mr.  McMullan,  to  remove  the  words 
"  and  who  have  in  their  employ  no  duly-qualified  person 
or  persons  to  assist  them  "  from  the  exemption  schedule 
in  the  case  of  pharmaceutical  chemists,  was  not  moved. 

The  -Government  accepted  an  amendment  moved  by 
Mr.  Lloyd  Campbell  to  add  registered  dentists  to  those 
on  the  list  of  exemption.  Mr.  Lloyd  Campbell  said  he 
thought  dentists  were  just  as  much  entitled  to  exemp- 
tion as  medical  men,  an^  -Sir  Dawson  Bates  said  he 
was  prepared  to  accept  the  amendment,  which  was 
subsequently  embodied  on  the  Bill. 


Chemists'  Windows 

Photographs  of  windows  sent  to  the  Editor  for  reproduction 
should  be  accompanied  by  a  note  on  how  the  displays 
were  arranged. 

A  Photographic  Window 

The  window  shown  in  the  -accompanying  illustration 
proved  a  good  business  bringer  at  the  pharmacy  of  Mr. 
E.  H.  G.  Bennett, 
chemist  and  druggist, 
Norwich  Road,  Ipswich. 
The  display  in  the  right- 
bia<nd  section  was  made 
witb  the  aid  of  a  box  of 
suitable  size,  covered,  in- 
side and  outside,  with 
yellow  crepe  paper. 
Streamers  of  this  paper 
converged  from  eight 
points  to  the  centre.  In 
the  box  was  the  latest 
Kodak  model  with  a  ticket 
inscribed  "  Special  to- 
da,y."  Above  the  box  and 
pasted  on  the  window 
waiS  a  full  specification  of 
the  camera  with  an  arrow 
head  pointing-  towards  it. 
In  the  left-hand  section 
were  other  cameras, 
priced  and  with  specimen 
pictures.  The  background  to  the  window  consisted  of 
12  in.  by  8  in.  sepia  enlargements  ;  over  these  were  ad- 
vertising strips,  and  at  the  top  of  the  window  enclosure 
large  posters  and  a  36  in.  sepia  -enlargement.  On  the 
door  another  poster,  a.  circular  black-and-gold  camera 
advertisement  and  various  "  cut-outs  "  completed  the 
display. 
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South  African  Pharmacy  Bill 

The  debate  on  the  second  reading  of  the  South  African 
Medical,  Dental  and  !  harmacy  Bill  took  place  in  the 
Union  House  of  Assembly,  Cape  Town,  on  April  12.  The 
Bill,  it  will  be  rememberod,  passed  the  first  reading  last 
session,  and  is  now  being  proceeded  with  from 
the  stage  at  which  it  then  left  off.  There  appears  to  he 
a  good  chance  of  it  Ijecommg  law  this,  session. 

A  Consolidating  Bill 

Dr.  ]Malam  (Minister  of  Public  Health),  in  moving 
tlie  second  reading,  sketcned  the  history  of  the  move- 
ment for  uniformity  in  tl;ese  matters  throughout  South 
Africa — a  mov-ement  dating  back  to  before  Union.  This 
Bill  was  really  the  *ruit  of  numerous  Select  Committees, 
■drafts  of  Bills,  and  consultations  with  all  four  Medical 
Councils  of  the  Union  and  the  Pharmacy  Boards,  and 
nlso  the  Medical  Faculties  of  the  Universities  of  Cape 
Town  and  Witwatersrand,  all  of  which  extended  over 
a  considerable  period  of  time.  As  it  was,  there  were  no 
fewer  than  sixteen  "laws,  all  of  which  were  repealed  by 
ibis  measure.  There  were  snll  certain  barriers  in  regard 
to  practice  between  the  different  Provinces,  particularly 
in  the  case  of  chemists  ard  druggists  where  there  was 
no.  Provincial  reciprocity.  The  Bill  also  dealt  with  the 
sale  of  poisons,  as  it  was  truly  said  that  in  no  country 
in-  the  world  was  it  so  easy  ^ for  any  person  to  obtain 
poison  than  in  South  Africa,  and  there  were  also  strin- 
gent provisions  coveriiig  the  importation,  sale  and  use 
of  habit-forming  drugs.-  In  connection  with  the  latter 
it  would  be  remembered .  that  as  a  signatory  of  the 
Versailles  Peace  Treaty,  South  Africa  undertook  along 
with  other  signatories .  to  bring  into  operation  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Opium  Conference  of  1912.  Speaking 
of  the  Bill  generally,  Dr.  Malam  said  he  had  adopted 
practically  all  the  recommendations  and  amendments  cf 
tlie  Select  Committee  of  1923.  At  least  25  per  cent,  of 
the  Bill  might  be  taken  as  non- contentious. 

Unificai'ion  OF  Control 

Dealing  with  a.  few  of  the  more  outstanding  provision^ 
of  the  Bill,  the  Minister  pointed  out  that  provision  was 
made  for  the  unification  of  control  as  far  as  the  riiedical 
profession  arnd  the  other  callings  with  which  the  Bill 
dealt  were  concerned.  Under  the  existing  law  there  were 
no  fewer  than  seven  different  bodies  which  exercised 
supervision  over  the  medical  profession.  There  was  a 
Medical  Council  in  each  of  the  Provinces  and  also  a 
Pharmacy  Board  in  "ach  Province,  except  in  the  Free 
State,  where  the  Medical  Council  and  the  Pharmacy 
Board  were  combined  one  body.  Under  the  Bill 
there  would  be  only  cne  South  African  Medical  Council 
and  one  South  African  Pha}macy  Board.  The  Council 
would  consist  of  twenty-two  members,  and  on  the  Coun- 
cil would  be  represented  the  medical  profession,  dentists, 
nurses,  midwives,  niass'5urs,  and  also  the  Universities. 
The  Pharmacy  Board  \  ould  consist  of  eight  members, 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the  profession  on  the  one 
hand,  and  the  Governnie.nt  on  the  other.  Provision  was 
made  in  the  Bill  to  have  the  election  of  the-  elected  mem- 
bers in  such  a  way  that  there  would  he  a  proper  distri- 
bution of  the  representatives  throughout  the  Union.  All 
tlie  Provinces  would  be  represented  on  these  two  bodies. 

The  representation  -  f  the  Government  on  the  new 
Boards  would  not  be  :o  large  proportionately  as  on  the 
existing  Medical  Councils.  That  had  been  done  for  a 
very  good  reason.  These  bodies  had  cost  the  Government 
between  £400  and  £750  everj  year  by  way  of  subsidy. 
It  was  now  proposed  to  n^ake  them  financially  indepen- 
dent, and  for  that  leason  he  thought  it  only  right  that 
the  elected  members  should  proportionately  be  greater 
in  number  than  on  the  existing  dependent  Councils. 

Compulsory  Eegistration 

The  Bill  further  j'roceeded  on  the  principle  that  all 
who  were  practising  medicine  or  practising  these  other 
callings  with  which  the  Bill  dealt  should  be  registered. 
The  reason  for  that  was  that  the  public  should  be  able 
to  distinguish  between  cjualified  and  unqualified  men. 

In  the  requirements  for  registration  no  alteration  of 
any  great  importance  had  been  introduced.  All  those 
now  registered  in  the  various  Provinces  would  auto- 
matically be  transferred  to  the  new  register;  all  those 


who  might  be  registered  v.ndey  the  existing  laws  wo^ild 
be  able  to  be  registered  i-,nder  the  Bill ;  all  those  who 
could  not  be  registered  now  would  not  be  able  to  be 
registered  under  the  vivr  law.  He  was  speaking 
generally. 

As  far  as  the  recognition  of  medical  practitioners 
coming  from  ovenseas  was  concerned,  no  change  was 
made,  qualified  persons  coming  from  countries  with  which 
South  Africa  had  reciprocity  being  a-ecognised  and  'a.d- 
mitted  to  practise  in  South  Africa.  Where  there  was 
no  reciprocity  there  would  be  no  admission,  an-d  that  was 
certainly  necessary,  because  they  had  their  own  medical 
faculties  in  iSouth  Africa,  and  their  students  ought 
to  be  protected.  On  the  other  hand,  students  from  South 
Africa  who  went  overseas  to  study  were  as  free  as  they 
had  been  before  to  study  v;herever  they  liked.  The  only 
safeguard  with  regard  to  that  would  be  this,  that  the 
diploma  which  they  gbtai.ied  at  the  foreign  Universities 
must  entitle  the  holder  to  practise  in  that  particular 
country,  and  that  diploma  must  have  been  got  by  exami- 
nation, and  the  examination  must  be  of  the  same  stan- 
dard as  that  for  ^similar  diplomas  given  by  South  African 
Universities. 

Bektists 

As  far  as  the  provision  dealing  with  dentists  was  con- 
cerned, the  difficulty  was  that  there  was  no  school  of 
dentistry  as  yet  in  South  Africa,  although  the  initial 
steps  were  being  taken  Ly  the  Universities  ;  therefore  it 
was  impossible  to  make  prevision  for  reciprocity  with 
other  countries,  and,  under  the  circumstances,  until  they 
trained  their  own  dentists  in  South  Africa  they  were 
willing  to  admit  dentists  who  had  been  trained  in 
countries  which,  as  far  as  medical  training  was  con- 
cerned, had  reciprocity  with  South  Africa. 

There  was,  however,  a  body  of  dental  mechanics  who 
had  been  practising  dentistry  lawfully  in  the  Transvaal 
who  would  be  able  to  be  registered  under  the  Bill  rs 
dentists  under  certain  restrictions  :  they  must  not  ad\  er- 
tise,  and  must  practise  only  in  the  Transvaal.  Further, 
all  those  dental  mechauics  who  had  been  registered  rs 
dentists  in  England,  pnd  'who  had  been  living  in  South 
Africa  for  ten  years  immediately  preceding  their  regis- 
tration, would  be  able  1o  be  registered  as  dentists.  In 
these  respects  the  Bill  was  made  a  little  wider  than  the 
existing  legislation. 

The  Bill  (said  Dr.  "'•.falam)  further  made  provision  for 
the  registration  of  nurses,  midwives  and  masseurs,  and 
he  gave  an  outline  of  Uie  machinery  to  be  used. 

JDrugt.ess  Healers 

There  is  also  a  chapter  dealing  with  unqualified  prac- 
tice and  the  qualifications  of  unregistered  persons.  As 
the  Hous3  will  know,  it  determined  attempt  has  been 
made  in  the  past  whenever  this  Bill  has  been  before  the 
House,  and  is  being  made  now  by  those  practising  the 
so-called  cults,  to  obtain  rights  under  the  Bill  which  they 
did  not  possess  before.  The  position  in  regard  to  the 
people  piactising  these  cults  will  practically  remain  un- 
altered.- If  they  could  not  be  prosecuted  before,  then 
they  cannot  be  prosecuted  under  the  Bill.  It  is  onlv  a 
question  whether  these  not  possessing  these  rights  to-day 
will  acquire  these  rights  under  the  Bill. 

No  one  belonging  to  these  cults  will  be  prohiljited 
from  practising,  and  no  one  who  desires  to  be  medically 
treated  by  any  of  the  yi'  ople  belonging  to  these  cults  will 
be  prohibited  from  being  so  treated.  The  only  require- 
ment in  the  Bill  is  that  no  one  will  be  able  to  practise 
medicine  for  hire  or  gain  or  to  exercise  any  of  the 
functions  which  belong  to  the  medical  profession  for  hire 
or  gain  and  do  Avork,  for  instance,  the  diagnosis  of 
disease,  which  presupposes  medical  training. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Malani's  speech  a  lengthy 
debate  followed,  much  <<f  which  related  to  quack  reme- 
dies, the  work  of  drugless  healers,  and  the  position  of 
the  dental  mechanic.  On  the  latter  subject  one  member 
declared  that  many  of  the  dAtal  mechanics  who  came  to 
seek  a  living  in  South  ..-Hrica  came  from  Russia  and  the 
Balkan  States,  a  fact  which  made  it  all  the  more  neces- 
sary that  denti.sts  .should  be  protected.  It  was  foolish 
to  think  that  persons  v;ho  fashioned  dental  plates  did 
not  take  the  opportunity,  when  it  offered,  of  drawing 
teeth  and  stopping-  teeth.  The  public  (he  said)  must  be 
protected. 

The  debate  was  adjourned. 
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South  African  Chemists' 
Conference 

Medical  Mayor's  Address 

The  annual  congress  of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical 
Societies  of  South  Africa  was  opened  at  the  Town  Hall, 
Bloemfontein,  Orange  Free  State,  on  April  15,  by  the 
Mayor  (Dr.  H.  J.  Steyn),  who  welcomed  the  delegates  on 
behalf  of  the  city.  Dr.  Steyn  said  that  as  a  medical 
man  he  could  sympathise  with  the  work  the  chemists 
were  doing.  The  chemists'  profession  was  so  closely  allied 
to  his  own  that  it  was  only  right  that  the  doctors  should 
pull  together  with  them  and  give  the  necessary  help  so 
that  they  could  achieve  their  aspirations.  He  felt  that 
the  two  professions  could  be  divided  into  three  parts — 
the  scientific,  the  ethical  and  the  commercial.  As  far  as 
the  scientific  was  concerned,  he  thought  that,  though 
their  opportunities  were  limited,  chemists  should  en- 
deavour to  increase  the  field  of  their  knowledge  and  the 
scope  of  their  activities.  He  fully  realised,  however, 
that  opportunities  for  research  were  difficult  to  obtain. 
Dealing  with  the  ethical  side,  he  thought  that  there 
was  no  question  but  that  the  work  of  the  chemist  was  a 
matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  upkeep  of  the  health 
of  the  community.  The  profession  realised  this,  and 
did  their  best  to  uphold  the  traditions  of  their  craft, 
but  it  was  not  fully  realised  by  the  general  public. 
Upon  the  third  part — the  commercial  part — the  speaker  felt 
he  need  hardly  comment,  except  to  voice  a  warning, 
which  might  be  applied  just  as  well  to  his  own  pro- 
fession :  not  to  allow  this  side  to  be  the  be-all  and  end-all 
of  their  existence. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Greenwood,  on  behalf  of  the  Free  State 
.Pharmaceutical  Society,  also  welcomed  the  delegates  and 
thanked  them  for  holding  the  congress  in  Bloemfontein, 
mentioning  that  it  was  the  first  time  a  congress  of 
chemists  had  been  held  in  the  town.  He  made  reference 
to  the  fact  that  one  of  the  delegates — Mr.  J.  D.  Miller — 
had  won  the  bowling  championship  of  South  Africa,  and 
congratulated  him  on  his  success. 

On  behalf  of  tlie  delegates,  Mr.  J.  D.  Miller  thanked 
the  Mayor  and  Mr.  Greenwood  for  their  welcome. 

The  first  matters  dealt  with  by  the  congress  were  the 
financial  and  annual  reports, both  of  which  were  confirmed. 

A  resolution  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Natal  Phar- 
maceutical Society,  expressing  a  desire  to  grant  reci- 
procity between  the  Free  State  and  the  other  Provinces, 
was  next  discussed.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the  delegates 
that  the  disability  under  which  the  Free  State  had 
laboured  for  so  long  should  now  be  removed,  and  that  the 
time  was  now  ripe  for  this  to  be  done.  The  motion  was 
accordingly  passed  unanimously. 

General  Dealers 

The  regulations  for  the  sale  of  medicines  by  general 
dealei's  was  largely  discussed.  It  was  felt  that  where 
a  chemist  carried  on  his  business  no  general  dealer-  within 
a  radius  of  five  miles  should  be  allowed  to  sell  patent, 
proprietary  and  Dutch  medicines.  It  was  considered  that 
as  many  of  these  medicines  contained  poisons  the  (public 
could  only  be  safeguarded  by  a  restriction  of  this  kind. 
Even  when  the  medicine  did  not  contain  poison,  it  was 
sometimes  harmful  if  taken  in  large  quantities.  As  the 
general  dealer  could  have  no  possible  idea  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  articles  he  sold,  the  public  had  the  right  to 
be  protected,  and  this  could  only  be  done  by  restricting 
the  sale  to  qualified  chemists. 

Miscellaneous 

The  employment  by  the  Government  of  unqualified 
chemists  in  hospitals  and  other  institutions  was  adversely 
commented  upon,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  requesting 
the  Government  to'  conform  with  the  letter  of  the  law 
and  see  that  all  these  positions  were  given  to  qualified 
men. 

The  position  of  apprentices  was  the  next  item  dealt 
witb,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  with  the  object  of  re- 
stricting the  number  of  apprentices  who  could  be 
employed  by  each  qualified  man,  so  that  these  young 
men  would  be  assured  of  an  efficient  training. 

At  the   present   time,   it   was  pointed   out.  qualified 


chemists  in  the  employ  of  the  South  African  Medical 
Corps  could  only  rise  to  the  rank  of  sergeant,  and  it  was 
felt  that  this  was  very  unfair  in  view  of  the  standard 
of  education  and  training  required. 

While  the  meeting  felt  that  there  should  be  no  limit 
to  the  rank  to  which  such  a  c'hemist  should  be  eligible,  it 
was  reported  that  the  present  Minister  of  Defence  would 
not  grant  a  commissioned  rank.  A  deputation  met  him 
last  year  with  reference  to  this  subject,  but  he  absolutely 
refused  to  move  in  the  matter.  It  was  thought  that  he 
might  be  prepared  to  grant  warrant  rank  to  such 
chemists,  and  it  was  resolved  to  approach  him  again. 
Postprandial  Speeches 

The  delegates  were  entertained  at  dinner  in  the  even- 
ing by  the  Orange  Free  State  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  its  President,  Mr.  H.  H.  Greenwood,  occupied  the 
chadr.  The  chairman,  in  proposing  "  The  Associated 
Societies,"  testified  to  the  very  good  work  done  by  the 
Associated  Societies  in  raising  the  status  of  the 
profession.  Mr.  P.  J.  Spruijt  (Transvaal),  President  of 
the  congress,  in  reply,  said  that  Mr.  Burton — Minister 
of  Finance  in  the  late  Smuts  Government — had  really 
been  a  blessing  to  their  organisation,  for  never  had  the 
pharmacists  in  South  Africa  been  so  united  as  when  Mr. 
Burton  imposed  his  obno.xious  medicine  tax.  (Applause.) 
There  was,  however,  still  a  long  way  to  go  through  es 
regards  pharmacy,  for  South  Africa  was  behind  England, 
just  as  England  was  far  behind  the  Continent. 


Replying  to  the  toast  of  "Our  Visitors,"  proposed  by 
Mr.  Francis  Carter,  the  Mayor  of  Bloemfontein  (Dr.  H.  J. 
Steyn)  said  that  as  a  medical  man  he  was  proud  to  feel 
that  he  was  one  of  themselves.  And  he  wished  them 
success.  Mr.  de  Kock,  President  of  the  Medical  and 
Pharmacy  Council,  spoke  of  the  harmonious  relations  that 
existed  on  that  body  between  the  representatives  of  the 
medical  and  ipharmaceutical  professions.  He  assured  the 
pharmacists  that  in  such  matters  as  exercising  influence 
on  the  Govemment  the  doctors  would  always  support 
them.  Dr.  Potts,  of  the  Grey  University,  Bloemfontein 
(to  whose  work  in  the  education  of  embryo  pharmacists 
tribute  was  paid),  expressed  the  hope  that  the  chemists 
would  advance  their  status  by  raising  the  standard  of 
the  entrance  e.xamination  and  by  more  scientific  training. 

Second  and  Final  Day 

The  congress  was  concluded  on  Friday,  April  16.  The 
subject  of  weights  and  measures  was  discussed.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Government  assizers  often  ruined  scales 
by  stamping  them  after  testing  and  finding  them  correct. 
Complaints  were  also  made  in  the  matter  of  measures, 
it  being  stated  that  the  English  Board  of  Trade  stamp 
was  not  recognised  in  South  Africa.  It  was  decided  that 
the  executive  of  the  association  be  directed  to  take  up 
the  grievances  with  the  Government.  Reference  was 
made  to  the  Veterinary  Bill,  and  the  fact  that  tho 
Government  would  not  register  certain  qualified  chemists 
who  had  built  up  a  veterinary  practice  over  a  number 
of  years.

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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Yugo-Slav  SACC3IARIN  MONOPOLY. — The  Yugo-Slav 
Government  proposes  to  make  the  sale  of  saccharin  a 
state  monopoly  throughout  the  whole  of  the  kingdom. 
At  the  same  time  special  penalties  are  being  drafted 
for  offences  against  the  iprovisions  of  the  new  law. 

No  SMOKING  IN  PHARMACIES. — The  city  council  of 
Prague  has  issued  an  order  forbidding  smoking  in 
pharmacies,  either  by  the  personnel  or  by  customers, 
for  reasons  of  public  health.  Transgressors  render 
themselves  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  200  Czech 
cn'owns. 

Suicide  with  tincture  of  iodine. — In  Constantinople 
tincture  of  iodine,  which  may  be  supplied  without  a 
prescription,  is  being  increasingly  used  by  would-be 
suicides,  particularly  young  women.  Recently  five 
attempts  at  suicide  by  this  means  were  reported,  none 
of  which  had  a  fatal  termination,  although  in  one  case 
over  half  an  ounce  of  the  tincture  was  absorbed, 

Milan  pharmacists'  library. — The  library  of  the 
Association  of  Pharmacists  in  the  province  of  Milan, 
known  as  the  "  Biblioteca  Castoldi,"  in  honour  of  that 
eminent  Milanese  pharmacist,  was  founded  some  years 
ago  by  Commendator  C.  -  Giongo.  A  new  catalogue  now 
issued  shows  that  it  contains  1,570  volumes  and  460 
pamphlets,  including  a  number  of  rare  Italian  early 
works  on  pharmacy. 

Siberian  pharmacies. — There  are  at  present  altogether 
seventy-nine  pharmacies  in  Siberia,  in  which  553  pharma- 
cists are  employed.  In  addition,  there  are  two  central 
depots  of  pharmaceutical  goods,  six  laboratories  for  the 
manufacture  of  galenical  preparations,  two  depots  for 
surgical  dressings,  and  one  central  laboratory.  None  of 
these  establishments  are-  privately  ovi'ned,  but  are  con- 
trolled by  the  Commissariat  of  Health. 

Higher  alcohol  prices  in  Germany. — At  present  pure 
alcohol  for  the  manufacture  of  medicinal  preparations, 
perfumes  and  cosmetics  is  supplied  by  the  German 
alcohol  monopoly  at  the  rate  of  200  marks  per  100  litres. 
The  Minister  of  Finance  proposes  to  abolisli  the  delivery 
of  pure  alcohol-  at  this  reduced  price  to  these  manufac- 
turers, who  are  to  be  compelled  to  pay  the  full  price 
for  potable  alcohol— i.e.,  430  marks  per  ICO  litres.  The 
industries  concerned  are  presenting  petitions  to  the 
Reichstag,  pointing  out  that  the  proposal  would  entail 
their  ruin,  by  facilitating  foreign  competition  in 
Germany. 

Loans  to  ,  Norwegian  pharmacists. — The  Norwegian 
Social  Department  has  agreed,  subject  to  the  apiproval 
of  the  iStorthing,  to  set  aside  a  sum  of  200,000  kroner, 
to  be  taken  from  the  pharmacy  fund,  to  provide  financial 
assistance  in  the  form  of  advances  to  pharmacists  who 
have  been  granted  the  concession  to  establish  a  new 
pharmacy,  or  to  take  over  an  existing  business.  A 
consultative  committee,  consisting  of  three  proprietors  of 
pharmacies  and  three  pharmacy  assistants  nominated  by 
their  respective  organisations,  and  a  delegate  of  the 
Social  Department,  will  be  appointed  to  deal  with  appli- 
cations for  loans. 

.  Brazilian  Pharmacopceia. — The  three  principal  phar- 
maceutical societies  of  Brazil  have  recently  urged  the 
Minister  of  Justice  to  hasten  the  introduction,  as  the 
sole  official  standard,  of  the  first  national  Brazilian 
Pharmacopoeia,  of  which  the  text  is  ready  for  publica- 
tion. Pharmacist-Colonel  L.  P.  Ramoa,  director  of  the 
Military  Chemico-Pharmaceutical  Laboratory,  has  en- 
trusted a  commission  consisting  of  the  following  pharma- 
cists holding  officers'  rank — ^Lieut. -Colonel  C.  E.  Correa, 
Major  A.  J.  Damazio,  First-Lieutenant  V.  Lucas,  and 
Second-Lieutenant  E.  A.  Maciel — to  undertake  a  com- 
plete revision  of  this  formulary  of  the  army  laboratory, 
issued  over  thirty  years  ago. 

New  Zealand  reyised  food  and  drug  regulations.— 
These  new  regulations  provide,  inter  alia,  for  a  state- 
mnent  to  be  made  in  the  label  attached  to  every  package 
containing  any  preservative  substance  sold  in  New 
Zealand  for  the  purpose  of  being  added  to  any  food, 
giving     the     chemical     name     or     names     of-  the 


preservative  substance  or  substances  contained  in 
the  preparation,  and  for  every  package  con- 
taining any  substance  sold  for  the  purpose  of  artificially 
colouring  or  flavouring  food  to  be  labelled  "  Artificial 
(or  alternatively  Imitation)  Food  Colouring  and /or 
Flavouring."  It  is  also  provided  that  the  chemical  name 
of  any  sweetening  substance  shall  be  given  in  the  label 
attached  to  every  ipackage  containing  food  mixed  with 
such  sweetening  substance. 

Dangerous  drugs  in  St.  Vincent. — The  Dangerous 
Drugs  Ordinance  (No.  1  of  1926)  prohibits,  except  under 
licence,  the  importation  into,  and  exportation  from,  St. 
Vincent  of  raw  opium,  coca  leaves,  Indian  hemp  and 
resins  obtained  from  Indian  hemp,  and  all  preparations 
of  which  these  resins  form  the  base.  It  also  prohibits 
the  impoi'tation,  exportation,  manufacture,  and  sale  of 
prepared  opium,  and  the  importation  into  and  exportation 
from  the  Colony  of  morphine,  cocaine  (including 
synthetic  cocaine),  ecgonine,  diacetylmorphine,  and  their 
respective  salts,  medicinal  opium,  and  any  extract  or 
tincture  of  Indian  hemp  and  any  preparation,  admixture, 
extract  or  other  _  substance,  containing  any  proportion  of 
diacetylmorphine  or  containing  not  less  than  one-fifth  per 
cent,  of  morphine  or  one-tenth  per  cent,  of  cocaine  or 
ecgonine. 

Sudan  import  duty  on  alcoholic  perfumes. — The 
Sudan  Customs  (Duty  on  Alcoholic  Liquids)  Amendment 
Ordinance,  1926,  imposes  on  all  liquid  perfumery  and 
toilet  preparations  containing  alcohol  exceeding  2  per 
cent,  of  theii"  volume  imported  into  the  Sudan  an  import 
duty  at  the  rate  of  200  milliemes  per  litre  of  ipure  alcohol 
contained  in  the  liquid,  iilfia  8  per  cent,  ad  valorem 
on  the  value  of  the  liquid  after  deduction  of  the  value  of 
the  alcohol  contained  therein.  The  value  of  the  alcohol 
contained  in  such  liquid  perfumery  and  toilet  prepara- 
tions has  been  fixed  at  the  rate  of  20  milliemes  per  litre' 
for  the  purpose  of  assessing  the  above-mentioned  import 
duty.  In  the  case  of  liquid  perfumery  and  toilet  pre- 
parations containing  alcohol  exceeding  2  per  cent,  of 
their  volume  imported  from  Egypr,  and  on  which  dutv 
has  been  paid  to  the  Egyptian  Customs  Authorities,  full 
allowance  of  the  above-mentioned  duty  will  be  made. 

Bulgarian  Customs  Tariff. — The  Bulgarian  Govern- 
ment recently  submitted  to  the  Sobrahje  a  Bill  embody- 
ing a  number  of  modifications  in  the  customs  tariff,  and 
resulting  from  its  adoption,  the  following  new  increased 
rates'" of  duty  are  now  in  operation  for  the  articles  enumer- 
ated below,  in  leva  for  ICO  kilos  : — Tciilet,  and  medicated 
soaps,  400. — ;  other  soaps  in  cakes  of  150  grams 
or  over,  70. — :  in  cakes  of  -less  '  than  150  grams, 
80.—  ;  vanillin,  'S.COO.- ;  rose  oil  (1  kilo),  500.—  ;  other 
essential  oils,  10,000. — ;  perfumes,  liquid,  10,000. — ; 
pomades,  toilet  powders  and  waters,  cosmetics,  15,0C0. —  ; 
tooth  pastes  and  powders,  5,000. — ;  citric  acid;  tartaric 
acid,  3C0. — ;  medicinal  preparations,"  such  as  pills,  pas- 
tilles, capsules,  ampoules,  etc.,  except  medicinal  wines, 
600. — ,  others  not  included  in  the  pharmacopoeia,  400. —  ; 
official  medicaments,  not  specifically  enumerated,  200. — ; 
copper  sulphate,  20. — .  The  duty  on  essential  oils,  soaps,  ^ 
perfumes,  and  medicinal  products  is  charged  on  the 
total  weight,  inclusive  of  that  of  the  container  or  package. 

Narcotics  in  Switzerland. — Some  Swiss  pharmacists, 
acting  apparently  under  the  impression  that  medicines- 
containing  not  more  than  0.2  per  cent,  of  morphine,  or 
0.1  per  cent,  of  heroin  or  cocaine,  delivered  in  accordance 
with  a  prescription,  do  not  come  within  the  scope  of 
the  law  on  narcotics,  have  failed  to  register  the  amounts 
supplied  on  prescriptions  in  this  way,  and,  in  addition, 
have  also  repeated  prescriptions  calling  for  amounts  not 
exceeding  the  above  limits.  The  Federal  Health  Service 
points  out  that  this  assumption  is  erroneous  and  that . 
pharmacists  are  cubliged  to  enter  in  the  register  all 
deliveries  of  narcotics  supplied  on  prescriptions.  Only 
those  preparations  placed  on  the  market  in  a  form  ready 
for  use  and  containing  narcotics  in  amount.s  below  tho 
permissible  limit  are  exempt  from  the  obligation  of 
registering  each  sale.  This  obligation  exists,  however, 
when  the  narcotic  is  mixed  only  with  a  neutral  or  inert 
substance  (e.g.,  tablets),  in  which  case  the  preparation 
must  be  regarded  as  being  constituted  by  the  narcotic 
itself  and  treated  as  if  the  latter  were  jpresent  in  its 
pure  uncompounded  statat

Legal  Reports 

Injunction  Granted. — In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  London,  on  May  20,  before  Mr.  Justice 
Astbury,  counsel  for  plaintiffs  in  the  action  brought  by  the 
Erasmic  Co.,  Ltd.,  Warrington,  against  Robert  J.  Zara, 
Lensden  Place,  London,  moved  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  defendant  from  infringing  the  plaintiffs'  regis- 
tered trade-mark  "  Erasmic.'''  Counsel  stated  that  the 
defendant  had  been  selling,  under  the  name  "  Erasmic," 
soap  which  in  fact  came  from  France,  and  was  not 
manufactured  by  the  plaintiffs.  On  an  interlocutary 
application,  his  lordship  had  granted  an  injunction  until 
further  order.  The  defendant  now  appeared  in  peiison, 
and  was  willing  that  judgment  should  be  given  in  favour 
of  the  plaintiffs,  and  counsel  asked  for  an  order  as 
agreed.  There  would  be  an  injunction,  delivery  up  of 
the  infringing  articles,  and  the  defendant  would  pay  £2 
agreed  damages  and  the  taxed  costs.  The  defendant,  who 
assented,  said  he  had  none  of  the  soap  in  stock,  but 
had  simply  bought  it  in  the  ordinary  market.  His 
lordship  made  an  order  as  asked,  and  said  that  the 
delivery  up  would  apply  to  the  goods,  if  any,  in  the 
defendant's  possession. 

Claiming  Charges  on  Smelling  Salts. — In  the  Mayor's 
and  City  of  London  Court,  on  May  20,  a  claim  was 
made  by  the  British  Commercial  Transport  Co.,  Ltd., 
Ropemaker  Street,  E.C.,  against  Mr.  T.  J.  Sanderson 
(trading  as  Sanderson  &  Co.),  Eastcheap,  E.C.,  for  the 
sum  of  £14  4s.  6d.,  money  paid  at  the  request  of 
the  defendant.  Mr.  Leon,  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  they  were  instructed  to  carry  certain  smelling 
salts,  which  arrived  from  Germany,  to  Bateman  &  Co., 
in  London.  The  goods  upon  being  tendered  to  Messrs. 
Bateman  were  refused  ;  a  letter  was  then  received  from 
the  defendant,  as  a  result  of  which  the  plaintiffs  carried 
out  the  work  and  paid  Customs  duty,  the  amount  sued 
for  becoming  due  to  them.  Mr.  Sanderson,  in  evidence, 
said  he  only  acted  as  agent  in  the  matter  for  the 
manufacturers  of  the  goods,  the  Pharmaceutical  Indus- 
tries Co.,  and  therefore  did  not  consider  himself  liable 
for  the  plaintiffs'  account.  In  answer  to  the  judge, 
the  defendant  said  that  in  writing  to  the  plaintiffs, 
"  Please  do  not  trouble  Messrs.  A.  J.  Bateman,  but 
we  will  pay  duty  and  charges,  and  take  them  into 
stock,"  he  was  writing  on  behalf  of  the  manufacturers, 
and  their  name  should  have  appeared  upon  the  note- 
paper.  The  Judge  :  This  is  the  letter  of  a  principal. 
The  judge  said  that  the  defendant  had  expressly 
authorised  the  plaintiffs  to  -do  certain  work  which  they 
had  carried  out,  and  there  was  really  no  defence  to 
the  claim.  Judgment  was  entered  for  the  plaintiffs, 
with  costs.

The 
Prize  Committee  reported  the  result  of  the  competition 
of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  prize  presented  by 
the  Council.  The  competition  was  in  the  form  of  an 
essay  on  "  Poison  Regulations  under  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
and  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts."  There  were  six  competitors, 
of  whom  three  submitted  essays  of  outstanding  merit, 
and  the  Committee  joined  in  presenting  a  third  prize. 
The  results  were  as  follow :  First  prize,  D.  R.  Hutchi- 
son, iSlateford  (copy  of  B.P.  Codex)  ;  2nd  prize,  W. 
Tait,  Falkirk  (copy  of  British  Pharmacopoeia)  ;  3rd 
prize,  J.  C.  Johnston,  Leith  (copy  of  Edinburgh  Royal 
Infirmary  Pharmacopoeia).  Messrs.  Dale  and  Borthwick 
were  appointed  to  audit  the  accounts.  Tlie  chairman 
opened  a  discussion  on  recent  pharmacy  legislation,  and 
various  details  were  explained,  questions  being  answered 
by  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill.  The  discussion  was  chiefly 
directed  to  the  proposal  to  add  veronal,  luminal  and 
other  medicinal  remedies  of  the  barbituric  acid  group  to 
the  list  of  dangerous  drugs  by  an  Order  in  Council.  The 
meeting  expressed  complete  agreement  with  the  action 
of  the  Council  in  lodging  a  protest  with  the  President 
of  the  Council,  and  the  following  resolution  was  unani- 
mously adopted,  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Council: — "  That 
this  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and  South-Eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  view  with  grave 
concern  the  proposal  of  the  Home  Office  to  bring  within 
the  limits  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  veronal,  luminal, 
medinal  and  other  substances  of  the  barbituric  acid  group. 
That  there  is  high  medical  authority  to  the  effect  that 
the  barbituric  acid  group  of  hypnotic  drugs  do  not  pro- 
duce effects  or  lead  to  evils  similar  or  analogous  to  thosa 
produced  by  morphine  and  cocaine.  That  to  place  them 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  restrictions  would  need- 
lessly interfere  with  the  prescribing  and  supplying  of 
such  remedies  in  certain  cases  of  chronic  illness,  and  the 
facts  do  not  justify  such  restrictions.  Therefore  this 
meeting  calls  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  take 
every  possible  means  to  prevent  this  proposal  becoming 
law." 

Liverpool.— Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  presided  over  the  annual 
meeting  at  the  Royal  Institution,  Colquitt  Street,  of 
the  Liverpool  Branch,  at  which,  after  an  interesting  dis- 
cussion, taken  part  in  by  Messrs.  Evans,  France.  Wokes, 
Morton  Parry,  W.  J.  Tristram,  Humphreys  Jones,  Josty 
and  J.  H.  Robinson,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  : 
"  That  the  Pharmaceutical  .Society  be  asked  to  devise 
a  scheme  whereby  branch  delegates  could  attend  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society."  The 
retiring  committee  was  re-elected,  and  the  following  dele- 
gates to  the  Leicester  Conference  in  August  were 
appointed  :  Messrs.  J.  L.  Hirst.  Frank  Wokes,  "Martin 
Hughes.  H.  Humphreys  Jones,  and  W.  J.  Tristram.  - 

London  (W.).— The  annual  meeting  of  the  West  Metro- 
politan Branch  was  held  at  192  Oxford  Street,  W..  on 
May  26,  tTie  chairman  (Mr.  J.'  P.  E'lkrington)  presiding. 
The'  secretary  reported  that  the  branch  consisted,  of  574 
menibers  (an  increase  of  15)  and  42  studanf-associates  (a 
decrease'  28).  Th«  t.reasurer's  report  showed  an 
increas3  of  the  balance  in  hand  from  £51  at  the  beginning 
of  tKe  year  to  £67  when  the  account  was  closed  :  the  snrn 


of  £50  had  been  plaiced  on  deposit.  A  vote  of  tlianks  to 
the  officers  of  the  branch  was  acknowledged  by  the  chadi  - 
nian.  Messrs.  Lester  and  McBride  were  elected  to  the 
committee  in  place  of  two  retirhig  members :  tlie 
remainder  of  the  committee  and  the  auditors  were 
re-elected. 

Manchester.— A  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford 
Branch  was  held  on  April  28.  Mr.  W.  Kirkby  (chair- 
man), in  his  opening  remarks,  said  the  members  of  the 
Branch  had  been  called  together  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing the  four  points  raised  at  the  Conference  in 
Glasgow,  1925.  The  first  was,  "  That  a  meeting  of 
branch  delegates  be  eiy*;;  the  powers  at  present 
possessed  by  the  genes-al  meeting,  such  a  meeting  not 
necessarily  to  supersede  the  present  annual  general  meet- 
ing." This  was  introduced  by  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons, 
who  pointed  out  the  object  of  the  need  for  the  branch 
delegates'  meeting.  He  pointed  out  the  powers  at 
present  possessed  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
business  which  was  usually  transacted  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society.  This,  he  said,  was  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  would  be  sheer  folly  to  appoint  delegates 
from  all  the  branches  of  the  Society  and  send  them  to 
attend  the  annual  meeting.  What  was  really  needed  was 
an  annual  general  meeting  of  the  branch  delegates, 
which  would  in  time  become  a  real  Parliament  to  phar- 
macy. He  then  moved  the  following  resolution  : — "  That 
a  meeting  of  branch  delegates  be  given  the  powers  at 
present  possessed  by  the  general  meeting,  such  a  meeting 
not  necessarily  to  supersede  the  present  annual  general 
meeting."  This  was  passed  unanimously.  The  second 
point  was  "  That  the  title  of  pharmaceutical  chemist  be 
given  to  chemists  and  druggists."  This  Avas  introduced 
by  Mr.  H.  Brindle,  B.Sc,  who  said  a  state  of  affairs 
existed  at  present  that  could  not  continue  indefinitely. 
He  pointed  out  the  position  of  the  trained  scientific 
chemist,  the  works  chemist,  the  analytical  chemist,  and 
said  that  he  was  quite  convinced  that  the  time  had 
arrived  when  the  chemist  and  druggist,  if  described  as 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  would  be  more  correctly 
described,  and  this  would  probably  eliminate  the  present 
trouble  of  the  title  chemist  being  usurped  by  various 
classes  of  traders.  He  then  proposed  that  the  title  of 
pharmaceutical  chemist  be  given  to  chemists  and  drug- 
gists. This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  James  Grier,  M.Sc, 
who  said  he  did  so  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  and 
because  he  thought  it  was  right  and  proper  that  he 
should  do  so.  A  discussion  ensued,  in  which  quite  a 
number  of  pharmacists  took  part.  Eventually  38  voted 
for  the  proposal  and  8  against.  The  third  point,  "  That 
all  registered  pharmacists  should  pay  an  annual  registra- 
tion fee,"  was  introduced  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin,  who 
contended  that  it  was  very  necessary  to  have  a  well- 
organised  Society.  The  trouble  seemed  to  be  that  they 
wanted  to  reduce  the  annual  subscription,  and  that 
would  only  be  possible  if  the  whole  of  the  7,000  odd 
pharmacists,  who  did  not  contribute  anything  to  the 
Society,  weie  enrolled.  The  fourth  point  was,  "  That  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  have  power 
to  remove  persons  from  the  Register."  This  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  James  Grier,  who,  with  other  speakers, 
said  that  this  was  a  subject  bristling  with  difficulties. 
It  would  be  advisable,  before  taking  such  steps,  to  see 
that  there  should  be  ample  opportunity  for  the  person 
to  have  power  of  appeal.  There  must  be  appropriate 
safeguards  for  appeal.  "  The  British  Pharmacopoeia  " 
was  dealt  with  by  the  chairman,  Mr.  Wm.  Kirkby, 
M.Se.  The  practical  training  of  apprentices  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr,  W.  I.  Scholes.  who  gave  his  personal 
views  and  experience  of  having  trained  apprentices 
during  a  period  extending  many  years. 

Swansea  The  Swansea,    Neath    and    Port  Talbot 

Branch  met  on  April  27,  when  the  new  apprenticeship 
system  was  discussed  and  approved.  It  was  decided  to 
support  Mr.  H.  M.  Lloyd  at  the  forthcoming  Council 
election.  A  motion  of  congratulation  to  the  chairman, 
Mr.  Isaac,  was  passed  on  his  recovery  from  illness.. 
Following  on  a  discussion  regarding  the  conferring  of 
the  title  pharmaceutical  chemist  on  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, the  following  motion  was  passed  :  "  That  the 
time  was  inopportune  for  seeking  legislation,  and  that 
the  Charter  of  the  Society  should  remain  as  at  present,-' 
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Association  Affairs 

London  (W.)- — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Western 
(London)  Pliarmacists'  Association  was  held  at  192 
Oxford.  Street,  W.,  on  May  26,  the  President  (Mr.  J.  P, 
Ellerin,gton)  in  the  chair.  The  report  of  the  general' 
secretaries  showed  that  the  Association  numbers  seven 
honorary  members  and  354  ordinary  members,  compared 
with  seven  and  381  respectively  a  year  ago.  The  social 
secretary,  who  was  unavoidably  absent,  reported  that 
the  three  social  functions  held  had  been  very  successful*. 
The  treasurer  (Mr.  W.  E.  D.  Shirtliff)  reported  that  the 
financial  year  closed  with  balance  in  hand  £155  (£168 
a  year  ago) ,  of  which  £50  had  been  placed  on  deposit. 
Sums  were  voted  to  the  Benevolent  and  Orphan  Funds 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  to  the  Early  Closing 
Association.  After  discussion,  an  amendment  was  carried 
in  favour  of  repeating  the  amounts  allotted  last  year  to 
the  Society's  Funds  (£10  10s.  to  each).  The  sports 
captain  gave  an  attractive  account  of  the  facilities  for 
various  kinds  of  sport  existing  in  the  area,  and 
announced  that  Messrs.  Maw's  sports  would  be  held  at 
the  New  Barnet  ground  on  June  24.  A  comprehensive 
vote  of  thanks  was  passed  to  the  President,  secretaries, 
and  officers,  and  to  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher  for  services 
rendered.  The  following  members  were  elected  to  the 
committee  by  ballot:— Mr.  C.  G.  Bonner,  Mr.  W.  B. 
Falding,  Mr.  P.  S.  Windwood,  Mr.  L.  W.  Lester.  ITie 
auditors  (Messrs.  W.  Wilkinson  and  J.  T.  Lloyd)  were 
re-elected. 

West  Ham — The  West  Ham  Association  of  Phar- 
macists held  a  meeting  on  May  20,  Mr.  W.  Potter 
(President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Mr. 
A.  R.  Melhuish,  deputising  for  the  President  of  the 
Society;  Mr.  A.  R.  Keith,  member  of  Council;  and  Mr. 
J.  Humphrey,  a  candidate  for  the  Council.  The  chair- 
man first  referred  to  the  loss  sustained  in  the  death  of 
Mr.  J.  Coleman,  and  proposed  a  vote  of  condolence  with 
the  widow,  which  was  passed  in  silence.  He  also 
referred  to  the  serious  illness  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Evans,  chair- 
man of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  who  was  now 
making  progress.  The  chairman  then  called  upon  Mr. 
Melhuish  to  address  the  meeting.  Mr.  Melhuish  gave  a 
summary  of  the  woi-k  of  the  Council  in  recent 
years,  particularly  on  the  educational  side.  He  further 
dealt  vvith  the  education  of  apprentices  and  the  inspec- 
tion of  shops,  and  mentioned  also  the  Pharmaceutical 
Codex.  This  was  a  work  which  justified  the  policy  of 
the  Society,  and  was  also  a  profitable  venture,  showing 
profits  of  from  £3, COO  to  £4,0C0,  which  sum  was  ear- 
marked for  its  revision.  He  also  drew  attention  to  the 
urgent  need  of  a  representative  in  Parliament,  in  the 
interests  of  pharmacists.  Mr.  Humphrey  was  then 
called  upon.  He  commenced  his  address  with  some 
interesting  reminiscences  of  his  apprenticeship  days,  and 
next  told  his  hearers  how  he  came  to  compile  the  P.J. 
Formulary  and  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  during 
the  presidency  of  his  friend,  the  late  Michael  Carteighe. 
Mr.  Humphrey  then  read  a  paper  entitled 

Some  Questions 

There  are  several  questions,  he  said,  which  one  would 
like  to  have  answered  by  someone  in  authority  at  tho 
present  time,  when  pharmacists  are  being  worried  by 
foolish  and  unnecessary  regulations  and  restrictions  on 
their  business.  In  the  first  place,  what  evidence  is 
there  that  the  distribution  of  veronal  and  allied  com- 
pounds cannot  be  efficiently  controlled  by  including 
them  in  Part  I  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  ?  It  is  incon- 
ceivable that  veronal  and  similar  derivatives  of  barbi- 
turic acid  are  ever  likely  to  be  sold  freely  over  the 
counter,  when  records  of  all  transactions  have  to  be 
kept  and  the  pharmacist  is  thus  continually  being 
reminded  that  the  substances  in  question  are  not  simply 
liarmless  soporifics.  Question  two  has  for  its  object 
inquiry  how  vei'onal  can  properly  be  descrilbed  as  a 
drug  which,  in  any  circumstances,  is  likely  to  be  pro- 
ductive of  "  ill-effects  substantially  of  the  same 
character  or  nature  as,  or  analogous  to,  those  produced 
by  morphine  or  cocaine?  "  It  is  a  moral  certainty  that 
when  Section  2  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  was  drafted 
there  was  not  the  remotest  idea  in  anyone's  mind  of 


eventually  including  the  barbituric  acid  derivatives  in 
the  same  category  as  those  two  alkaloids.  It  is  to  be 
remembered  also  that  the  bar'biturates  were  not  included 
in  the  substances  regarded  as  addiction  drugs  by  the 
International  Health  Council  under  the  League  of 
Nations.  Apparently  there  is  some  bureaucrat  in  this 
country  possessed  of  even  more  fanatical  views  than 
the  international  cranks,  and  he  seems  disposed  to  outvie 
them  as  a  meddler  with  matters  which  he  does  not 
clearly  understand.  A  third  question  in  the  minds  of 
many  pharmacists  is — What  will  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  do  if  its  protest  against 
illegitimate  extension  of  the  list  of  super-scheduled 
drugs  should  prove  in  vain  ?  What  one  would  rejoice 
to  see  would  he  evidence  of  the  firm  determination  of 
our  leaders  to  intimate  that  they  were  not  disposed-  to 
advise  pharmacists  to  recognise  the  force  of  further 
fantastic  twistings  of  misinterpreted  statutory  powers. 
Still  more  would  we  rejoice  if  the  Council  announced 
its  considered  intention  of  doing  its  utmost  to  protect 
those  who  carry  on  the  business  of  chemists  and  drug- 
gists, as  required  by  the  Society's  Charter,  even  at  the 
risk  of  forfeiting  that  Charter.  Another  question  in 
our  minds  is — ^What  value  is  now  supposed  to  attach 
to  the  trained  discretion  of  the  practising  pharmacist  ? 
A  quixotic  desire  to  maintain  our  qualifications  at  the 
highest  possible  pitch  induced  us  to  propitiate  the  Privy 
Council — first  by  adopting  the  poison  regulations  for 
which  President  Sandford  failed  to  secure  acceptance 
years  before,  and  then,  alas  !  by  adopting  by-laws  which 
gave  the  Privy  Council  control  over  our  doings  which  it 
formerly  lacked.  In  spite  of  all  this,  the  pharmacists' 
right  to  exercise  his  discretion  is  being  steadily  whittled 
away,  and  he  is  at  times  uncertain  whether  it  is  possible 
to  comply  with  legal  requirements  in  every  respect. 
Other  questions  suggest  themselves,  as,  for  example- 
How  will  the  public  benefit  by  increased  restrictions 
upon  the  distribution  of  certain  drugs  if  pharmacists, 
losing  patience,  decline  to  handle  those  drugs  at  all  ? 
There  is  no  money  in  this  particular  business,  while 
much  can  be  made  in  other  directions,  without  the 
continual  uncertainty  and  worry.  It  would  be  a  pretty 
commentaTy  upon  our  improved  status  as  educated  men 
and  women  if  sufferers  had  to  wander  from  pharmacy  to 
pharmacy  in  a  vain  attempt  to  get  thieir  prescriptions 
dispensed  !  But  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  not  incon- 
ceivable if,  after  undergoing  .prolonged  training  and 
passing  examinations  of  increasing  severity,  we  are 
denied  our  long-existent  privilege  of  endeavouring,  by 
the  exercise  of  proper  discretion,  to  do  our  best  to 
interpret  faithfully  prescribers'  intentions.  Why  should 
the  pharmacist  be  held  responsible  for  the  genuineness 
of  all  prescriptions  submitted  to  him ;  bow  can  he  be 
acquainted  with  all  the  prescribers'  signatures ;  who  is 
to  recompense  him  for  the  trouble  of  verifying  every- 
thing in  connection  with  prescriptions,  and  why  should 
he  be  overshadowed  by  the  dread  of  possible  savage 
penalties  for  years  after  he  has  simply  done  his  duty? 
Mr.  Keith  then  made  reference  to  the  forthcoming  election 
of  Council,  stating  that  his  advice  was  to  re-elect  the 
six  retiring  members.  As  to  the  seventh  yote,  they 
could  not  do  better  than  to  give  it  to  his  old  friend, 
Mr.  John  Humphrey.  A  collection  on  behalf  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  realised  10s.  Id. 

Women    Pharmacists  The   annual   meeting   oi  the 

National  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists  was  held 
on  April  29  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.,  the  President,  Mrs.  Irvine,  in  the  chair. 
The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  en- 
suing year;  President,  Mrs.  Irvine;  Vice-President, 
Miss  Hooper;  Secretary,  Miss  Dennis  Hayes~;  Employ- 
ment Secretary,  Miss  C.  A.  Andrews ;  Treasurer,  Miss 
Sproule ;  CommJittee,  Mrs.  Freke,  Miss  Anstey,  Miss 
Boyes,  i\Iiss  Cross,  Miss  Hodgkinson,  Miss  _  Hughes, 
Miss  Kirkwood ;  Auditors,  Miss  Braithwaite  and  Miss 
Sharpies.  In  her  address  to  the  meeting  the  President 
reminded  members  that  this  is  the  jubilee  year  of  the 
entrance  of  women  into  pharmacy.  Tribute  was  paid 
to  Miss  Buchanan,  who  had  founded  the  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists  and  who  had  done  so  much  valuable 
pioneer  work  for  women.  The  hope  was  expressed  that 
a  prolonged  rest  would  restore  her  to  health  once  more. 
The  President  then  called  upon  Mr.  John  Humphrey  to 
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address  the  meeting.  After  referring  to  the  fact  that 
they  were  assembled  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  old 
council  room,  the  speaker  dealt  with  the  traditional 
history  of  the  Society,  and  explained  that  during  the 
greater  part  of  its  history  it  had  occupied  a  unique 
position  as  ^an  association  of  shopke&pers  of  a  semi- 
professional  character.  By  its  Charter  and  subsequent 
Acts  of  Parliament  the  Society  had  been  authorised  to 
exercise  powers  corresponding  almost  to  those  of  a 
department  of  State,  and  it  had  long  seemed  obvious 
that  such  powers  were  certain  to  be  curtailed  sooner 
or  later.  A  few  years  ago  the  process  of  cutting  down 
the  Society's  powers  began,  and  the  Privy  Council, 
which  had  formerly  only  been  able  to  check  the 
Society's  activities  by  declining  to  assent  to  proposed 
alterations  in  by-laws  and  regulations,  is  now  m  a 
position  to  dictate  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  what 
ought  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  change.  This  ability 
of  the  Privy  Council  to  dominate  the  proceedings  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  the  result  of  the  passing 
of  the  by-laws  which  were  so  hotly  contested  in  recent 
years.  Since  then  the  Home  Office  has  attained  a 
position  in  connection  with  the  supply  of  poisons  which 
has  resulted  in  further  -whittling  away  the  Society's 
privileges,  and  it  has  become  a  matter  for  serious  con- 
sideration whether  British  pharmacists  should  submit 
tamely  to  interference  with  their  affairs  by  Government 
officials.  Many  pharmacists  had  been  driven  into  a 
state  -  of  nervous  apprehension  by  the  numerous  compli- 
-cated  and  not  entirely  necessary  new  by-laws  and 
regulations. 

Regxjlations  Drafted  by  Amateurs 

There  is  no  more  law-abiding  a  class  in  the 
community  than  chemists  and  druggists,  'but  many  of 
them  deeply  resent  uncalled-for  official  slights  and 
attempts  to  destroy  their  independence.  They  find  it 
galling  in  the  extreme,  after  acquiring  a  practical 
knowledge  of  a  business  which  is  largely  of  a  profes- 
sional nature,  to  be  controlled  by  irksome  regulations 
■which  have  been  so  drafted  by  obvious  amateurs  as  to 
■be  likely  to  defeat  their  own  object.  When  legislation 
becomes  unduly  oppressive  there  is  always  a  risk  of 
regulations  which  are  irritatingly  irksome  being  ignored, 
and  it  is  conceivable  that  a  time  may  arrive  when 
pharmacists  would  agree  among  themselves  to  carry  on 
their  business  in  their  accustomed  (professional  manner, 
without  troubling  themselves  unduly  about  regulations 
and  restrictions.  With  proper  organisation  for  defence 
it  would  be  easy  for  pharmacists  in  cojiibination  to 
collect  a  substantial  fund  from  which  even  heavy  fines 
imposed  on  any  of  them  could  be  paid.  And  if  in 
desperation  the  authorities  were  to  imprison  any  phar- 
macist for  declining  to  have  his  business  controlled  by 
officials,  an  excellent  way  of  protesting  would  be  for 
all  the  pharmacies  in  the  district  to  remain  closed  for 
a  week  or  more,  so  that  the  public  might  realise  how 
pharmacists  were  being  persecuted.  The  case  presented 
is,  of  course,  at  present  only  a  problematical  one,  but 
pharmacists  must  be  on  the  alert  to  protect  their  rights 
and  privileges,  and  they  ought  to  protest  vigorously 
against  further  attempts  to  schedule  ordinary  drugs 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
there  is  only  one  really  "  dangerous  "  drug—cocaine — 
and  it  might  be  well  ii  the  manufacture  of  that  could 
be  entirely  prohibited.  Apart  from  that,  the  public 
safety  is  best  safeguarded  by  leaving  the  distribution 
of  poisons  under  the  control  of  the  educated  pharmacist, 
whose  discretion  is  vastly  superior  to  all  regulations. 
Not  only  must  pharmacists  fight  for  their  pi-ofessional 
privileges  if  necessary,  they  must  also  steadfastly  oppose 
any  attempt  to  prevent  them  from  using  the  title 
"chemist,"  or  to  compel  all  of  them  to  use  the  same 
business  description  without  variation.  The  movement 
to^  extend  the  right  to  use  the  title  "  pharmaceutical 
chemist  "  to  all  chemists  and  druggists  should  be 
supported,  but  that  particuhir  title  would  not  suit  every- 
one as  a  business  description.  Above  all,  it  is  necessary 
to  remember  that  the  Society  was  formed  for  the  "  pro- 
tection of  those  who  carry  on  the  business  of  chemists 
and  druggists,"  and  the  Council  should  not  be  allowed 
to  lose  sight  of  those  very  important  words  in  the 
Society's  Charter.

XXXV.  Heat  a  Mode  of  Motion  (or  Etherial 
Dynamics) — III 

Wave  motion  in  space  is  now  a  popular  subject,  owing 
to  the  advent  of  wireless  telephony.  No  one  who  has 
"  listened  in  '.'  can  study  the  transmission  of  energy 
■an  "  wireless  "  waves  and  then  deny  the  existence  of  an 
etherial  continuum  of  some  sort.  Hence  the  last  few 
years  has  witnessed  such  a  widespread  acceptance  of 
the  existence  of  an  "  ether,"  both  in  scientific  circles 
and  among  the  general  public,  that  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  argue  thereon  in  detail.  Visible  "  wave  " 
motion  in  water  will  suffice  to  explain  the  corresponding 
invisible  movements  of  gases  and  ether  (cf.  Articles  VII 
to  XIII  on  Flow  of  Fluids).  Fluidity  consists  of  any 
free  movement  of  a  medium  along  with  particulate 
matter,  but  the  first  requisite  for  production  of  relative 

motion  is  "  dis- 
placement "  in 
the  medium,  and 
the  second '  essen- 
tial iis  resistance 
of  matter  to  a, 
flow  of  space  in 
order  that  work 
can  be  done  and 
relative  motion 
result.  This 
does  not  imply 
that  a  perfect 
fluid  like  ether 
cannot  flow  be- 
tween the  par- 
ticles of  solid 
matter,  but  only 
that  it  is  more 
difficult  than  in 
liquids  and  gayses 
(i.e.,  resistance  is 
greater).  F5g.  42 
ehows  concentric 
ripples  or  waves 
of  diminishing 
height  produced 
M-ihen  two  corks 
are  bobbed  up 
and  down  on  the 
surface  of  water. 
Fig.  43  is  an 
enlarged  section 
of  the  same, 
illustrating  more 
clearly  the  inter- 
ference between 
two  sets  of  con- 
centric waves 
starting  from

different  centres.   The  following  points  should  be  noted  : — 

(1)  Eadr  watery  wave  is  a  surface  effect  as,  owing  to 
t't^m.parative  incompressibility  of  di.splaced  water,  this  moves 
in  the  dii-wtion  of  least  resistance  (Article  IV),  i.e.,  upwards 
and  outwards. 

(2)  A  S'ucoession  of  waves  requires  corresponding  up  and 
down  motion  of  corks. 

(3)  Flow  of  water  outwards  (lateral  displacement)  is  neces- 
sary for  formation  of  waves.  If  the  water  returning 
following-  the  upward  motion  of  cork  were  just  the  same 

thiait  displaced  in  its  dowaiward  stroke  a  purely  locil 
circulation  of  Avater  (without  spreading  wave  motion)  would 
occur. 

(4)  The  height  of  each  wave  degends  upon  depUi  of 
displacement. 

(5)  The  distance  between  wave  crests  depends  vpon  fre- 
quency of  up  and  down  motion  of  cork  in  water  (or  its 
frequency  of  displacement  in  fspace). 

It  is  usual  to  regard  wave  motion  as  radiating  in 
all  directions  from  one  centre  of  disturbance,  bub  this 
is  another  ideal  not  obtainable  in  practice,  as  it  would 
require  alternate  expansion  and  contraction  not  only  cf 


a  perfectly  spherical  body,  but  also  of  the  medium  itself, 
•whereas  pulsating-  flow  in  space  requires  this  to  be 
elastic  and  incompressible  (Article  VIII). 

Figs.  42  and  43  show  that  the  presence  of  another 
body  oscillating  up  and  down  in  the  medium  leads  to 
"  interference  "   Ijetween  two  sets  of  waves.      Fif.  44

indicates  schematically  the  radiating  lines  corresponding 
to  mutual  obliteration  of  wave  motion  and  the  produc- 
tion of  higher  crests  by  accentuation  thereof  as  dark 
and  light  zones  respectively.  Interference  effects  with 
light  shows  similar  effects  occur  in  air  and  space.  Mono- 
chromatic waves  of  light  with  definite  frequency  or  wave 
length  (  =  distance  betw^een  crests,  see  (5)  above),  used 
in  a  modern  interferometer,  permit  differences  of  half 
a  wave  length  to  be  measured  (i.e.,  distances  down  to 
about  one  ten-millionth  of  an  inch).  Fig.  A5.  brings 
out  natural  occurrences  in  relative  motion,  a  board  with 
a  hole  being  taken  to  represent  .stationary  matter.  Con- 
tinuous waves  striking  this  are  reflected  with  increased 
energy  if  at  exact  distance  to  accentuate  motion,  while 
varying  effects  to  complete  obliteration  would  result  at 
other  distances.  That  lateral  motion  of  water  occurs 
is  obvious  from  the  pulsating  streamline  flow  through 
the  hole,  which

motion  IS  re- 
flected in  the 
form  of  surface 
waves.  This 
change  in  direc- 
tion of  flow  is 
typical  cf  any 
interaction  be- 
tween sipace  and 
matter,  and  stu- 
dents of  science 
cannot  enter 
into  the  com- 
plexities of  re- 
lative motion  until  the  simple  fundamental  fact  is  de- 
finitely grasped  that  both  "forms"  of  flow  arid 
"  shapes  "  of  matter  are  determined  by  mutual  interaction 
between  space  and  matter.    For  example  : 

(a)  Refleot-on  increases  the  height  of  wave  (but  does  not 
alter  its  frequency),  providing  the  board  is  at  the  correct 
distance  for  wave  to  meet  it  in  "  phase  "  for  enhancing" 
its  motion. 

(6)  Transmission  or  pulsating  motion  occurs  through  the 
hole  in  the  board,  and  an  elongated  (flow-type)  of  wave 
motion  (with  same,  frequency)  appears  in  consequence. 

(e)  Eddying  or  disturbed  motion  (with  chwiged  frequency) 
rceuilits  when  dift'erent  forms  of  wave  motion  meet.  "  Inter- 
ference "  phenomena  following  interation  between  two  sejts 
of  waves  with  definite  diff^erences  in  pha.se.

Waterford  Technical  Instittite 

The  Registrar,  submitted  the  following  letter  from 
Mr.  James  McCormack,  a  member  of  the  Council  :— 

As  requested  by  the  Coimcil  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  I  visited  the  Centra/1  Technical  Institute,  Water- 
ford,  on  Friday  evening-,  A;pril  30,  and  submit  the  following 
report;  The  classes  are  held  once  weekly  Friday  night,  for 
botany,  from  7.30  p.m.  to  8.30  p.m. ;  for  materia  medica, 
8.30  to  9.30  p.m.  Students  on  register  number  13,  witli  an 
average  attendance  of  70  per  cent,  for  the  19  classes  already 
hold.  The  Principal  of  the  school  informed  me  there  was  a 
possible  20  students  for  next  session.  The  botany  lecturer 
has  already  covered  a  good  part  of  the  subjects  in  botany  in 
the  pharmaceutioal  syllabus,  and  on  ithe  occasion  of  my  visit 
was  giving  a  practical  demonatration,  the  students  having 
been  and  being  taught  the  use  of  the  microscope.  She 
inten-ds,  when  the  class  is  more  advanced,  giving  field 
demonatrations.  The  Materia  Medica  classes  are  conducted 
by  Mr.  J.  L.  McKeown,  M.P.S.I.,  and  the  same  students 
Jittend.  I  inspected  his  notes  of  work  done  since  beginning 
of  session,  and  found  them  very  comprehensive.  Particular 
attention  is  given  by  this  lecturer  to  sourc^,  natural  order, 
chief  features,  and  preparations  of  the  vegetable  drugs  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  acids,  organic  and  inorganic, 
metals  and  non-metals,  have  also  been  the  subject  of 
leotures.  The  weakness  of  this  class  is  the  absence  of  speci- 
mens of  vegetable -origin.  I  called  attention  to  this,  and  the 
Principal  informed  me  that  a  sum  of  £20  has  been  voted  by 
the  Committee  of  Schools  for  the  purchase  of  Materia 
Medica  specimens  and  botanical  charts  Provided  with 
these,  I  think  the  classes,  as  far  as  teaching  and  equipment 
go,  will  be  quite  up  to  date.  I  may  add  that  both  lecturei-s 
are  very  keen  on  their  work,  and  the  classes  are  purely 
pharm  aceuti  csl  1 . 

Mr.  McCormack  said  they  hoped  to  get  students  from 
the  adjoining  towns. 

The  President  :  Thirteen  is  not  bad  with  an  average 
attendance  of  ten  or  eleven. 

Mr.  Storey  proposed  and  Mr.  Nugent  seconded  that 
they  recognise  the  Institute  for  the  botany  and  materia 
medica  classes. 

Mr.  McCormack  said  the  schools  were  more  up  to  date 
than  he  had  thought  they  would  be  in  a  place  like 
Waterford. 

The  President  :  We  are  very  much  obliged  to  Mr. 
McCormack  for  kindly  undertaking  this  duty  for  us.  A 
little  inspection  like  that  does  a  lot  of  good. 

Mr.  McCormack  :  The  Principal  mentioned  to  me  that 
when  they  would  have  specimens  they  would  invite  a 
deputation,  if  they  wished,  to  inspect  the  schools. 


It  was  decided  to  recognise  the  classes  provided  that 
specimens,  etc.,  were  provided. 

Reports  of  the  Examiners 
The  Registrar  submitted  reports  of  the  Examiner* 
upon  the  Preliminary,  the  Pharmaceutical  Licence,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Assistants'  qualification,  and  Registered 
Druggist  examinations.  For  the  Preliminary  examination 
sixty-two  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom 
forty-one  passed,  one  with  honours.  For  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Licence  examination  there  were  twenty-eight  candi- 
dates, of  whom  eleven  passed,  three  with  honours.  For 
the  Pharmaceutical  Assistants'  examination  five  candi- 
dates presented  themselves,  of  whom  four  passed.  For 
the  Registered  Druggist  examination  there  were  three 
candidates,  all  of  whom  passed.

The  President  replied  that  in  such  a  case  if  the  candi- 
date did  not  present  himself  for  the  Dublin  examination 
the  fee  would  be  returned.

27  and  28,  when  Mr.  A.  E.  Young  was  elected  chairman, 
Mr.  H.  J.  Martin  vice-chairman,  and  Mr.  P.  F.  Roweell 
re-eilected  treasurer. 

Veronal  .\s  a  "  Dangerous  "  Drug 

The  fo'llowing  letter  was  sent  to  the  Privy  Conncil  on 
April  7  regarding  the  proposed  Order  in  Council  including 
veronal  a.s.  a  "  dangerous  "  drug  : — 

With  reference  to  the  announcement  that  the  Secretary  of 
Staite  for  Home  Afiairs  is  applying  to  His  Majesty  iu 
Council  for  an  Order  under  Section  8  (2)  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1920,  declaring  that  Part  III  of  the  Act  shall 
apply  to  veronal  and^the  other  drugs  of  the  Barbituric 
Group,  I  am  directed  by  the  Executive  to  write  suggesting 
to  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council  respec-tfully  that  such  an 
Order  should  not  be  granted  for  the  following  reasons:  — 

(1)  That  these  drugs  are  not  the  subject  of  illicit  traffic 
as  was  the  case  with  those  included  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act,  1920.  _  .  .      .  ' 

(2)  That  there  ai'e  no  internaitional  obligations  to  fulfil 
as  regardsl  veronal  and  barbituric  acid  drugs. 

(3)  That  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  was  passed  specifically 
to  give  effect  to  international  obligations,  and  only  such 
drugs  a.s  were  dealt  with  by  the  Geneva  Convention  were 
under.^tcod  to  be  the  subject  of  this  legislation. 

(4)  That  the  application  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  to 
veronal  and  barbituric  acid  derivatives,  being  drugs  in 
which  there  is  no  illicit  traffic,  is  contrary  to  the  recognised 
view  of  the  purposes  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 

(5)  Thai  the  penalties  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  in 
conformity  with  the  purposes  of  the  Act  were  specially 
severe  and  intended  to  apply  to  a  depraved  criminal  cla.ss. 

(6)  That  these  penalties  are  of  uncalled  for  severity  when 
used  as  a  means  of  controlling  the  ordinary  professional 
routine  of  those  engaged  in  an  honourable  calling. 

(7)  That  the  inclusion  of  these  drugs  under  the  Danger- 
ous Drugs  Act  will  inevitably  create  an  illicit  traffic. 

(8)  That  veronal  and  barbituric  acid  derivatives  are  not 
being  used  to  frustrate  the  objects  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Aot. 

(9)  That  if  further  control  of  vei'onal  and  barbituric  acid 
derivatives  is  deemed  desirable  in  the  public  interest,  it 
can  be  obtained  through  pharmaceutical  channels  with  tho 
aid  of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council. 

(10)  That  the  regulations  which  the  Home  Office  propose 
to  make  should  an  order  be  granted,  single  out  pharma- 
cists for  control  whilst  leaving  wholesale  chemists  and  dis- 
pensing doctors  free  from  any  restrictions. 

My  Executive  appeal  on  behalf  of  pharmacists  generally 
for  the  support  of  His  Majesty's  Privy  Council  in  this 
matter,  and  trust  that  their  lordships  will  direct  that  an 
inquiry  be  held  into'  the  desirability  of  effecting  the  con- 
trol O'f  veronal  in  this  manner,  and  into  the  possibility  of 
giving  any  needed  protection  to  the  public  in  a  way  less 
invidious  and  unfair  so  far  as  pharmacists  are  concerned. 

A  letter  to  the  same  effect  was  also  sent  to  the  Home 
Secretary,  from  whom  an  acknOAvledgment  hias  been 
reoeived,  which  stated  that  "  the  question  was  discussed 
wit'h  representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  before 
tile  draft  order  was  issued." 

The  Home  Office  also  wrote  in  regard  to  the  supply  of 
dry  picric  acid  in  place  of  the  wet  article  at  present  only 
permitted  for  chemists'  use. 

Routine  Tjusiniess  iconnected  with  the  Chemists'  Dciencs 
A.ssooiation,  Ltd.,  was  also  dealt  with. 


Ipswich.— The  Ipswich  and  Suffolk  Branch  held  a  meet 
ing  on  May  11.  Mr'.  J.  C.  Wiggin  (chairman)  presiding. 
After  a  discussion  on  unprofitable  proprietaries  it  w^as 
decided,  with  regard  to  the  proposed  application  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  to  drugs  of  the  barbitone  group, 
to  send  a  letter  of  protest  to  the  Home  Office  and  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Privy  Council.

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Strike  Achievements 

We  regret  that  last  -week,  in  a  paragraph  dealing  with 
medical  supplies  during  the  general  strike  (p.  666),  the 
meaning  was  altered  in  the  process  of  condensation. 
This  has,  however,  given  us  an  opportunity  of  returning 
to  the  subject  and  making  further  inquiries  of  The 
British  Drug  Houses  as  to  the  system  inaugurated  to 
ensure  the  delivery  of  medical  supplies  throughout  the 
country.  Calling  at  Graham  Street,  City  Eoad,  the 
writer  received  interesting  details  of  the  road  transport 
system  which  was  arranged  at  the  premises,  and  which 
gave  twenty-three  London  wholesale  druggists  an  oppor- 
tunity of  sharing  in  vanloads  of  supplies  arranged  for 
different  districts.  Mr.  Alan  Francis,  one  of  the 
directors  of  The  British  Drug  Houses,  had  charge  of 
this  department,  and  by  arrangements  with  the  Ministry 
of  Transport  soon  had  the  system  in  smooth  working 
order.  A  huge  loading  yard  at  Graham  Street  was 
allotted  as  collecting  depot,  and  the  various  wholesale 
houses  were  advised  of  the  days  and  places  to  which 
journeys  were  being  made.  The  system  served  places 
so  far  West  as  Bristol  and  South  Wales,  and  to  Notting- 
ham in  the  Midlands.  Scores  of  tons  of  medical  supplies 
were  thus  transported  by  motor  to  chemists  and  hospitals. 
So  soon,  however,  as  the  railway  companies  were  able 
again  to  receive  merchandise,  it  was  not  necessary  to 
continue  the  arrangements,  and  during  the  last  few  days 
of  the  strike  several  of  the  railway  companies  were 
able  to  take  parcels  by  passenger  trains,  thus  relieving 
urgent  needs.  A  noteworthy  transport  incident  which 
was  reported  in  the  Press  was  the  despatch  by  the 
B.D.H.  of  a  consignment  of  "  A.B."  insulin  to  Edin- 
burgh. An  urgent  order  from  the  Scottish  Board  of 
Health  was  received  on  Friday  morning.  May  7.  Within 
a  few  hours  of  receiving  it  a  fast  private  motor  car 
was  chartered,  and  the  insulin  was  delivered  at  the 
offices  of  the  Scottish  Board  of  Health  in  Edinburgh 
by  two  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

During  the  strike  the  ordinary  deliveries  by  the 
B.D.H.  in  London  and  suburbs  were  maintained,  hut  in 
addition  motor  vans  were  used  for  bringing  up  those 
members  of  the  staff  who  lived  too  far  off  to  walk  to 
business.  Each  district  had  its  time  table,  and  employees 
in  the  neighbourhood  waited  at  definite  points  for  a 
conveyance.  They  were  also  taken  back  again  in  the 
evening.  The  number  of  employees  transported  each 
day  in  this  way  was  600,  and  out  of  a  staff  of  some 
"1,200  there  was  no  single  member  whose  absence  could 
not  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for  by  illness  or  other 
cause.  Throughout  the  crisis  the  entire  B.D.H.  staff 
showed  the  utmost  loyalty,  and  the  directors  have 
recognised  this  devotion  to  duty.  The  following  appre- 
ciation was  posted  up  in  the  works  last  week  : — ■ 

The  directors  of  The  British  Dnig  Houses,  Ltd.,  desire 
to  record  in  i.mmeasured  terms  their  high  appreciation  cf 
the  splendid  manner  in  which  the  staff  have  attended  to 
their  duties  throughout  the  crisis.  The  entire  staff  of 
B.D.H.  employees  have  shown  the  utmost  loyalty,  which 
has  enabled  the  company,  with  Government  assistance,  to 
maintain  an  efficient  and  uninterrupted  service  of  essential 
'■  medical  supplies." 

The  directors  and  staff  are  entitled  to  be  proud  of 
this  remarkable  achievement. 

Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  East  Ham,  London, 
E.6,  referring  to  the  organised  distribution  of  medical 
supplies  during  the  general  strike,  write  that  in  no  case 
did  the  company  find  it  necessary  to  ask  for  Government 
protection.  Their  motor-vans  delivered  to  hospitals  and 
pharmacists  without  molestation,  so  many  as  thirteen 
long-distance  vans  being  despatched  in  one  day.  These 
long-distance  journeys  comprised  deliveries  so  far  distant 
as  Plymouth  and  South  Wales,  the  Southern  Counties, 
the  Eastern  Counties,  the  Midlands,  Bath,  Bristol  and 
district,  Lancashire,  North  Yorkshire,  and  Derbyshire. 
The  letter  adds  :  "  That  we  were  enabled  eiTectually  to 
carry  out  so  comprehensive  a  programme  was  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  our  .staff, 
of  which  the  directors  of  this  company  would  Ifke  to 
-place  on  record  their  sincere  appreciation."

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  III 
Sir  WilUam  Willcox 

admits  that  the  problem  of  drug  addic- 
tion from  the  standpoint  of  this  country  alone  does  not 
call  for  such  strong  measures  asi  those  with  which  we  are 
being  afflicted,  but  he  would  have  us  view  the  subject 
from  an  Imperial  standpoint  (C.  <fc  D.,  May  22,  p.  668). 
I  fail,  however,  to  console  myself  in  this  way  for  the 
hee'dless  interference  with  the  conduct  of  our  business, 
and  for  the  slur  cast  upon  us  by  the  statement  of  penal- 
ties set  out  in  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts.  Let  me  repeat 
here  what  those  penalties  are.  For  conviction  on  indict- 
inent,  a  fine  not  exceeding  £1,000,  or  penal  servitude  for 
ten  years,  or  both ;  on  summary  conviction,  a  fine  not 
exceeding  £250,  or  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labour,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  both. 
Savage  enough,  surely.  Yet  we  are  expected  to  console 
ourselves  for  possible  monstroos  injustice  in  the  infliction 
of  such  penalties  by  thinking  imperially  ! 

"  Ridiculously  Excessive  " 

is  how  Sir  William  Willcox 
regards  these  penalties,  and  well  he  may,  when  it  is 
considered  that  they  can  be  inflicted  for  quite  trivial  and 
inadvertent  offences.  We  are  expected  by  the  D.D.  Acts 
to  assume  the  entire  responsibility  for  the  genuineness 
of  the  prescriptions  concerned,  and  may  easily  offend  by 
inadvertence  during  the  rush  of  business.  If  we  omit  to 
mark  an  Insurance  prescription  with  the  date  on  which 
it  was  dispensed,  even  though  the  same  date  has  already 
been  written  on  it  by  the  prescriber,  we  run  the  risk  of 
being  fined  or  imprisoned  at  any  time  during  the  period 
of  two  years  for  which  the  prescription  must  be  kept ! 
It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  Sir  William  appears  to  be 
fully  conversant  with  our  difTiculties  in  this  direction, 
and  I  trust  he  paid  particular  attention  to  the  point 
raised  by  Mr.  Simmons— that  a  magistrate  assessing  the 
gravity  of  an  offence  by  the  extent  of  the  maximum 
penalty  may  be  betrayed  into  committing  a  serious 
injustice. 

Average  Prices 

for  drugs  are  what  ought  to  be  aimed  at  in 
each  district.  In  this  respect  I  am  quite  in  accord  with 
"  Suburban,"  but  I  would  like  to  suggest  that,  when  the 
average  price  for  any  particular  article  is  below  what  the 
C.  &  D.  List  gives  as  the  proper  charge,  the  chemists  in 
the  district  should  get  together  and  try  to  escape  from 
what  you  so  "well  describe  as  the  guesswork  or  competi- 
tive basis.  If  "  Suburban  "  and  the  rest  of  the  eight 
chemists  in  his  vicinity  could  come  to  an  agreement  as  to 
the  raising  of  average  prices,  they  would  improve  their 
profits  to  an  appreciable  extent,  particularly  if  they  also 
act  upon  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Matthews  and  purchase 
the  goods  on  ats  favourable  terms  as  their  competitors 
do,  when  they  have  unqualified  competition  to  meet. 

Let  Me  Repeat 

and  emphasise  the  advice  I  gave  last  week 
respecting  the  best  way  to  meet  competition  which 
depends  upon  the  cutting  of  prices.  Do  not  reduce  the 
prices  of  the  same  articles  to  the  competitor's  level,  but 
maintain  the  regular  prices,  while  offering  at  a  reduced 
price  something  which  one's  competitor  does  not  wish  to 
reduce.  In  extreme  caises,  purchase  from  the  competitor, 
at  the  ordinary  retail  price,  supplies  of  some  special  line 
and  offer  vt  for  resale  at  a  lower  price  than  his.  Make 
a  modest  display  of  it  in  the  window,  with  a  card  setting 
out  side  by  side  the  competitor's  price  and  the  reduced 
price.  It  is  all  the  better  if  the  article  thus  used  for 
attack  is  one  of  the  competitor's  proprietaries,  because 
he  can  then  be  brought  into  line  more  quickly. 

For  Well  Over  Half  a  Century 

Gray's  Supplement  to  the 
Pharmacopoeia  was  the  volume  most  certain  to  be  found 
on  the  shelves  of  the  pharmacist.  The  wide  extent  to 
which  it  travelled  over  the  world  is  shown  by  the  query 
of  your  South  African  reader.  It  was  compiled  by 
Samuel  Frederick  Gray,  who  described  himself  on  the 
title-page  as  "  Lecturer  on  the  Materia  Medica.  Phar- 
maceuficah  Chemistry  and  Botany."     The  first  edition 


appeared  in  1818;  there  was  a  second  one  in  1821,  and 
there  were  four  others  published  in  1824,  1828,  1832 
and  1835.  These  were  succeeded  by  three  other,  greatly 
enlarged,  editions  published  under  the  editorship  of 
Professor  Redwood  in  1847,  1848,  and  1857  (which  1 
think  was  the  last  one).  The  title-pages  used  by  the 
original  compiler  and  his  successor  ai'e  interesting  because 
they  are  indicative  of  a  great  change  which  took  place 
in  the  relationships  of  the  apothecary  and  the  chemist 
and  druggist  brought  about  by  the  Apothecaries  Act 
of  1815.  Gray  entitled  his  book,  A  Supplement  to 
the  Pharmacopoeia  :  being  a  Treatise  on  Pharmacology 
in  General ;  including  not  only  the  Drugs  and  Com- 
pounds which  are  used  by  Practitioners  of  Medicine, 
but  also  those  which  are  sold  by  Chemists,  Druggists, 
and  Herbalists,  for  other  purposes."  The  copies  were 
lettered  on  the  back  strip,  "A  Treatise  on  Pharmaco- 
logy-" -^^  tl^®  hands  of  Professor  Redwood  the  title 
page  assumed  an  altogether  different  complexion.  It 
became  "Gray's  Supplement  to  the  Pharmacopoeia; 
being  a  concise  but  Comprehensive  Dispcnsator ij  and 
Manual  of  Facts  and  Formulae  for  the  Chemist  and 
Druggist  and  Medical  Practitioner."  From  which  it  is 
clear  that  the  chemist  and  druggist  had  quite  displaced 
the  apothecary  as  a  shopkeeper  and  dispenser  of  medi- 
cines, and  it  is  equally  clear  that  the  new  editor  did 
not  in  any  degree  look  upon  "  Pharmacology  "  as  a 
word  suitable  for  association  with  the  dispensing 
counter,  although  he  cannot  have  foreseen  how,  in  a 
few  years,  it  would  become  the  name  of  a  sharply 
defined  branch  of  scientific  medicine. 

The  Reading  of  Old  Books 

is  not  a  practice  of  young 
people,  but  it  is  one  which  should  be  cultivated  if  one 
is  not  to  be  misled  by  the  hurried  and  snippety  produc- 
tions of  writers  who  offer  us  such  supposedly  compen- 
dious condensations  of  the  history  of  bygone  days.  The 
preface  to  the  original  Gray's  Supplement,  which  Red- 
wood rather  cavalierly  consigned  to  limbo,  furnishes 
an  instance  of  what  light  may  be  thrown  by  an  old 
book  uipon  a  custom  which  is  known  to  many  of  your 
older  readers,  but  of  which  they  may  be  ignorant  of 
the  origin.  I  refer  to  the  selling  of  patent  medicines 
by  stationers  and  booksellers.  Gray  divided  the  medi- 
cines described  in  his  work  into  three  classes  :  the 
"  Euporista  or  easily  procurable  medicines,"  the  "  offi- 
cinals  " — those  of  which  the  preparation  was  generally 
known,  and  the  "  Nostrums,  or  patent  medicines,  in 
Latin  Chcmica,  comprehending  those  the  preparation  of 
which  is  not  generally  known,  and  which  are  made  only 
by  particular  persons,  who  keep  their  preparation  a 
secret,  or  at  least  deny  that  it  is  known  :  as  most  of 
these  are  largely  advertised,  and  their  virtues,  vaunted 
in  posting-bills,  a  connexion  is'  hence  formed  between 
the  preparers  and  the  printers  of  their  advertisements, 
so  that  in  niany  places  the  printers  and  stationers  are 
the  usual  venders  of  this  class  of  medicines."  He 
goes  on  to  throw  an  interesting  side-light  on  chemical 
remedies  and  the  chemists  in  these  words  :  "  This  is 
the  original  signification  of  the  term  chemical,  as  applied 
to  medicine,  the  -old  chemists,  like  the  modern  apothe- 
caries, supplying  their  patients  with  secret  remedies, 
instead  of  openly  prescribing  those  kept  by  the  old 
apothecaries,  now  called  chemists  and  druggists,  a 
singular  counterchange  of  names  having,  fronr  circum- 
stances arising  out  of  the  powers  delegated  to  the 
College  of  Physicians,  taken  place.  The  declamations 
of  the  old  physicians  against  the  employment  of  chemical 
medicines  must  be  principally  understood  to  apply,  to 
these  nostrums,  whose  composition  being  unknown,  to 
any  but  the  preparer,  and  spurious  imitations  of  many 
of  them  obtruded  into  the  shops,  renders  them  pecu- 
liarly unsafe,  especially  as  they  are  now  mostly  used 
by  the  sick  persons  themselves,  without  any  accurate 
discrimination  of  the  disease,  or  of  its  actual  state." 
The  words  I  have  put  in  italics  show  how  well  Gray 
apprehended  the  transition  from  "  apothecary  "  to 
"  chemist,  and  druggist."  ■  He -has  much  more  to  say 
on  this  matter_and  on  the  new  Apothecaries  Act  which 
should  not  be  allowed  to  escape  the  attention  of  anyone 
who  is  prepared  to  consider  the  question  of  "  prescrib- 
ing for  the  physician  and  dispensing  for  the  chemist."

Editorial  Articles 

The  Finance  Bill 

The  Finance  Bill  havffig  now  passed  its  second  reading, 
and  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  printing  of  the  docu- 
ment itself  having  at  length  been  surmounted,  we  are  in 
a  position  to  glance  at  the  nation's  balance  sheet  in  what 
must  be  substantially  its  final  outline.    Although  it  is 
doubtful  if  anyone  outside  the  Chancellor's  immediate 
circle  feels  enthusiastic  over  the  btidgetary  scheme  which 
Mr.  Churchill  has  propounded,  it  is  unquestionable  that 
his  work  shows  considerable  financial  ingenuity  in  the 
face  of  an  exceptionally  difficult  situation.    The  small 
surplus  which  had  been  anticipated  within  the  previous 
financial  year  had  not  only  been  swallowed  up  by  the 
large  grant  made  from  the  Exchequer  in  the  sihape  of  a 
subsidy  to  the  mines,  but  a  deficit  of  some  eight  millions 
was  left  to  be  budgeted  for  in  the  estimates  of  the  current 
year.    At  the    same   time,   the   economies   in  national 
expenditure  for  which  so  many  pleaded  and  hoped  proved 
■to  be  unrealisable.    In  such  circumstances  remissions  of 
taxation  were  not  to  be  looked  for,  and  it  was  not  sur- 
prising -  that  these  were  limited  to  the  repeal  of  the 
trifling  Excise  duty  on  chicory  and  to  the  closing  once 
for  all,  as  from  September  30  next,  of  the  excess  profit 
duty  arrears  accounts.    At  the  same  time,  tlie  Bill  adds 
to  the  charges  to  be  met  by  providing  for  an  increased 
payment  into  the  sinking  fund  in  the  current  year  of 
ten  millions.    To  meet  the  deficit  with  wliich  he  was 
faced,  the  Chancellor  proposes  to  rely  mainly  on  four 
sources  of  revenue.    He  transfers  seven  millions  from  the 
Eoad  Fund  to  the  Exichequer ;  he  looks  to  get  within  the 
year    about    six  millions    additional  from  beer  by  tho 
expedient   of    reducing   the    period    of  credit  given  to 
brewers  for  payment  of  beer  duty  from  three  months  t« 
two;  he  hopes  for  something  from  a  tax  on  betting,  which 
is  to  come  into  force  in  November  next,  as  well  as  some* 
thing  from  certain  extensions  and  readjustments  of  th« 
motor  and  the  McKenna  duties.    In  this  respect  it  11 
important  to  note  that  the  Bill  takes  away  the  exemp- 
tion from  Customs  duty  heretofore  allowed  to  commercial 
motor-cars.      Naturally,    the    new    taxes    have  called 
forth  adverse  criticism  from  Mr.   Churchill's  political 
opponents.    The  transfer  from  the  Road  Fund  was  repre- 
sented as  a  raid  on  a  fund  which  was  not  only  necessaay 
for  the  purposes  of  road  extension  and  maintenance,  but 
which  good  faith  required  should  not  be  put  to  a  purpose 
for  which  it  was  not  levied.    The  supporters  of  this  view 
do  not  appear  to  have  shown,  in  the  course  of  the  debates, 
that  the  sum  taken  'from  the  Road  Fund  did  not  leave 
an  ample  residue  to  meet  any  calls  which  are  likely  to  be 
made  on  it;  and  the  urgent  needs  of  the  nation  were 
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clearly  thought  to  justMy  Parliament  in  using  its  un- 
doubted authority  to  divert  public  money  to  a  purpose 
other  than  that  for  which  it  was  originally  intended. 
The  change   in   the    beer  levy   appears    to   have  been 
acquiesced  in  hy  those  directly  affected,  probably  because 
they  regarded  it  as  a  set-off  to  the  concession  they  were 
granted  by  the  remission  of  a  portion  of  the  ,  duty  two 
years  ago.    The  betting  tax,  which  is  a  duty  of  five  per 
cent,  on  the  money  paid,  or  promised  to  be  paid,  to  every 
registered  bookmaker,  was  the  one  wholly  new  impost 
introduced  by  the  Budget;  and  it  would  not  be  sm-pris- 
ing  i'f  its  equitable  levy  were  found  to  be  a  matter  of 
considerable  difficulty.    The  tax  is  payable  nominally  by 
every  bookmaker,  but  in  practice  only  by  bookmakers 
who  have  taken  out  the  annual  £10  certifioate  provided 
for  by  the  Bill,  and  only  apparently  in  respect  df  such 
bets  made  with  them  as  are  laWful  in  the  present  state 
of  our  law.    The  Bill  expressly  disclaims  any  intention 
on  the  part  of  its  authors  to  make  lawful  any  betting 
which  is  now  unlawiful,  a  fact  to  wfhich,  taken  in  con- 
junction with  the  confusion  caused  by  the  general  strike, 
the  Chancellor  may  probahly  attribute  his  having  got 
the  proposal  for  the  tax  through  the  House  of  Commons 
with  so  little  opposition.    Tlie  other  taxes  are  not  signi- 
ficant in  amount,  and  were  objected  to  principally  on  the 
ground  that  they  involved  an  attack  on  the  principle  of 
free  trade.    It  is,  however,  in  the  field  of  administrative 
practice  that  the  taxing  changes  proposed  by  the  Bill 
are  most  significant.    In  future,  if  a  resolution  of  the 
Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  provides  for  the  imposi- 
tion of  a  duty  of  Customs  or  Excise  as  from  a  certain 
date,  the  duty  shall  be  leviable  as  and  from  that  date, 
provided  the  Act  dealing  with  the  duty  is  afterwards 
passed.    Some  such  provision  as  this  was  called  for  if 
the  common  practice  .  of  forestalling  an  anticipated  tax 
was  to  be  curbed.    The  Bill  also  contains  some  analogous 
provisions  as  to  income-tax.    It  having  recently  been  laid 
down  by  the  Courts  that  the  rule  as  to  the  assessment 
of  incomes  on  the  basis  of  the  average  of  the  profits 
made  in  the  previous  three  years  was  purely  one  e\f 
machinery,    it    followed    that,  where    no   income  was 
actually    made   in   the    year    of   assessment,  there  was 
nothing  to  which  the  machinery  could  be  applied,  and 
so  no  income-tax  could  be  levied.    The  Bill  now  pro- 
vides that  income-tax  shall  be  charged  on  the  basis  of 
the  profits  of  'the  previous  period,  though  no  profits  or 
gains  were  made  in  the  year  of  assessment.    It  is  also 
intended  that  in  future  the  pendency  of  an  appeal  in 
respect  of  any  assessment  to  income-tax  is  not  to  have 
the  effect  of  wholly  suspending  the  work  of  compleiting 
the  assessment.    This  may,  notwithstanding  the  appeal, 
be  carried  through  in  respect  of  so  much  of  the  tax  as  is 
not  in  dispute,  subject  to  adjustment  of  the  amount  found 
to  be  payable  on  the  determination  of  the  appeal.  Next 
follow  some  important  modifications  in  income-tax  law 
which  are  not  to  come  into  force  until  the  expiration  of 
the  cuirent  income-tax  year.    TKe  method  of  computing 
profits   for    tax    under    Schedule  D  is  in  future  to  be 
changed  from  the  taking  the  average  of  the  profits  of  the 
preceding  three  years  to  the  adoption  of  the  profits  of 
the  one  year  preceding  the  year  of  assessment.  This 
will  give  the  Cliancellor  an  advantage  where  tlie  trade 
or  business  income  of  the  nation  is  expanding,  but  will 
place  him  at  a   corresponding   disadvantage  when  the 
national  income  is  falling.    An  attempt  is  also  made  to 
■clear  up  the  rather  confusing  state  of  the  law  as  to  the 
profits  to  he  taxed  in  the  case  of  businesses  either  set  irp 
or  discontinued  within  the  year  of  assessnienl.    In  ihe 
case  of  a  new  business,  a  year  is  given  after  the  expir,a- 
tion  of  the  year  of  assessment  within  whicli  the  taxpayer 
can  daim  to  he  charged  on  th*  profits  he  has  actually 


made  in  that  year,  and  in  file  case  of  the  discontinuancs 
of  a  business,  or  a  distinct  brancli  of  a  business,  extended 
provision  i,s  made  to  allow  of  an  adjustment  correspond- 
ing to  the  business  which  was  left  off.  The  Bill  also 
deals  with  the  setting  off  of  losses  in  the  computation  of 
taxable  profits  from  a  business,  with  a  view  to  bringing 
the  practical  administration  of  the  law  more  into  har- 
mony with  realities  than  it  is  at  present.  The  Bill  con- 
eludes  with  five  formidable  schedules,  the  fu-st  of  which, 
containing  the-  increased  rates  of  duty  on  motor  vehicles, 
is  likely  to  be  of  most  general  interest,  especiallj'  in  view 
af  the  fact  that  vehicles  used  in  the  course  of  trade  cr 
business  are  being  deprived  of  the  exemption  from  duty 
which  they  had  up  to  the  present  enjoyed.  The  general 
feeling  of  the  taxpayer  will  probably  be  one  of  "relief 
that,  on  the  whole,  he  has  been  let  off  so  lightly. 

The  Position  of  Sodium  Nitrate 

The  preliminary  statistics  relating  to  the  consumption 
of  sodium  nitrate  during  the  current  season,  which 
were  discussed  in  our  editorial  columns  on  March  13 
last  (page  377),  exhibited  certain  disquieting  features.: 
Although  the  quantity  of  Chilean  nitrate  passing  into 
consumption  had  reached  1,010,C00  tons  in  the  seven 
months  ending  January  31,  amounting  to  an  increase  of 
10  per  cent,  on  the  corresponding  figure  of  the  previous 
season,  more  recent  information  confirms  the  anticipa- 
tion of  a  definite  setback.  At  the  end  of  April  deliveries 
to  consumers  for  the  current  year  were  considerably 
behind  those  of  last  year,  the  actual  figures  being  as 
follows  (in  thousands  of  tons)  : —

.  In  three  months,  therefore,  an  increase  of  10  per  cent, 
has  been  converted  into  a  decrease  of  more  than  9  per 
cent.  iSuch  a  spectacular  reverse  has  aroused  consider- 
able interest,  and  attention  has  been  directed  by  several 
prominent  leaders  in  the  industry,  both  producers  and 
distributors,  to  the  necessity  for  price  reduction.  The 
failure  of  the  Chilean  Government  to  respond  last  year 
to  the  urgent  appeal  of  the  producers  for  assistance  has 
contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  present  serious 
situation.  But  the  loss  of  revenue  entailed  in  a  decline 
in  consumption  of  such  magnitude  as  is  expected  must 
surely  result  in  some  drastic,  even  if  temporary,  expe- 
dient. There  is  no  doubt  that  the  season  has  been 
very  unfavoujable  to  trade  in  nitrate ;  bad  weather, 
falling  currency,  and  severe  competition  have  all 
influenced  the  position  adversely.  These  factors  alone, 
however,  have  not  been  the'  cause  of  the  restricted 
demand  of  the  past  few  weeks,  for  tlie  system  of  fixed 
prices  has  deterred  merchants  from  pushing  the  sale  of 
a  product  which  brings  in  so  little  profit.  That  certain 
modificationsi  are  likely  to  take  effect  during  the  next 
"  nitrate  "  year  may  be  divined  from  the  invitation 
extended  to  representatives  of  leading  importers  by  the 
Chilean  Producers'  Association  to  a  conference  in  Val- 
paraiso to  be  held  at  the  end  of  June.  Whether  or 
not  this  conference  will  take  the  unexpected  step  of 
allowing  Chilean  producers  to  revert  to  free  selling  is 
open  to  doubt,  but  it  is  more  than  probable  that  a 
temporary  remedy  will  be  found  in  the  adjustment  of 
prices  to  suit  local  conditions  in  consuming  markets. 
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The  system  of  controlled  prices  f.a.s.  Chile  has  been 
guarcanteed  to  hold  until  May  1927,  but  after  that  date, 
provided  a  sufficient  proportion  of  the  producers  desire, 
free  "selling  may  be  substituted  for  the  present  method. 
Certainlj-,  under  the  changed  conditions  in  the  market 
for  nitrogen  products,  this  would  appear  to  be  the  best 
policy,  and  the  consequent  abolition  of  the  "  quota  " 
tax  would  assist  to  some  extent  in  reducing  the  price 
of  nitrate.  Under  present  conditions  every  member  of 
the  Association  is  allotted  a  certain  tonnage  to  manu- 
facture and  sell.  Any  company  not  wishing  to  operate 
is  permitted  to  sell  its  allotment,  or  c|uota,  "to  the 
highest  bidder,  and  the  income  of  the  non-producer, 
which  constitutes  a  drain  upon  the  industry,  is  fre- 
quently very  appreciable.  Whatever  arrangements  are 
made,  it  is  certain  that  a  reduction  in  Chilean  nitrate 
prices  must  take  effect  at  the  end  of  the.  current  season. 
The  present  margin  of  the  schedule  price  over  the  quota- 
tions for  competitive  compounds  is  not  warranted,  and 
it  is  confidently  believed  that  a  drop  of  £2  per  ton 
is  essential.  If  such  a  reduction  is  announced,  unacconir 
panied  by  a  corresponding  cut  in  the  export  tax,  holders 
of  nitrate  shares  might  have  ample  justification  for 
pessimistic  forecasts.  Whatever  be  the  amount  of  the 
reduction,  however,  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  it 
will  be  to  some  extent  retro.spective.  One  clause  in  the 
sales  agreements  over  the  past  season  was  to  the  effect 
that  holders  of  stocks  at  the  end  of  the  nitrate  year 
AA'Ould  be  indemnified  if  a  fall  in  prices  should  even-, 
tuate.  Authoritative  estimates  put  the  total  quantity 
affected  at  410,000  tons  to  440,000  tons,  equal  to  one-, 
fifth  of  the  present  consumption.  The  financial  obliga- 
tion upon  the  Nitrate  Producers'  Association  will  there- 
fore have  a  substantial  influence  upon  the  probable 
decline  in  price,  and  it  is  possible  that  the  Chilean 
Government  may  consent  to  share  the  burden.  In  view 
of  the  heavy  stocks  now  being  carried  forward  to  next 
year,  amounting  on  April  30  to  1,639,500  tons,  against 
1,246,500  tons  a  year  ago,  it  is  estimated  that  sales 
by  the  producers  for  the  coming  season  will  fall  by 
nearly  one  million  tons  unless  one  or  other  of  the  expe- 
dients mentioned  above  is  adopted.  Such  a  decline 
would  inevitably  result  in  further  restrictions  on  pro- 
duction, which  is  at  present  barely  60  per  cent,  of 
capacity,  accompanied  by  increased  costs.  There  is 
still  time  for  the  position  to  be  retrieved,  however, 
by  pursuing  some  line  of  action  which  will  have  the 
consent  of  all  parties.  One  suggestion  has  been  made 
whereby  a  price  conference  should  be  arranged  between 
all  producers  of  nitrogenous  compounds,  but  such  a 
step  has  already  been  tried,  and  failed.  The  absten- 
tion of  the  Chilean  industry  from  the  Biarritz  confer- 
ence organised  by  the  German  Nitrogen  Syndicate  and 
the  British  Sulphate  of  Ammonia  Federation  at  the  end 
of  April  is  significantly  indicative  of  the  gulf  which 
exists  between  the  two  great  groups  of  nitrogen  pro- 
ducers. Following  on  this  conference,  German  prices 
for  ammonium  sulphate  have  been  reduced  by  7  per  cent, 
on  the  corresponding  figure  for  last  season,  and  the 
position  of  the  Chilean  nitrate  industry  is  thus  rendered 
so  much  more  difficult.  Despite  the  high  price  level, 
however,  sales  by  merchants  in  the  United  Kingdom 
during  April  reached  a  comparatively  high  figure,  and 
the  consumption  for  the  season  just  closmg,  so  far  as 
can  be  ascertained,  should  be  almost  equal  fo  that  of 
last  year.

Council,  Special  Report  Series  No.  99.  (Is.  6d.  net.) 
(3)  Medical  Uses  of  Radium,  Summary  of  Reports  from 
Research  Centres  for  1924.  Medical  Research  Council, 
Special  Report  Series  No.  102.  The  first  two  reports  are 
laborious  and  complicated  statistical  investigations  which, 
however,  do  not  throw  much  I'ght  on  the  cause  of 
cancer.  Thus  Report  No.  32  shows  that  as  regards 
cancer  of  the  breast  there  appears  to  be  a  remote  con- 
nection between  suppression  of  function  and  pathological 
production  of  lumps  in  the  breast  of  w-omen.  There  may 
be  some  form  of  hyperplasia  (chronic  mastitis),  or  a 
malignant  growth  (cancer),  but  there  is  no  direct 
evidence  of  passage  of  non-malignant  hyperplasia  to 
malignancy  of  cancer..  The  report  shows  that  among 
married  women,  those  who  are  not  fertile  are  more 
prone  to  cancer  of  the  breast,  whilst  as  has  long  been 
known,  unmarried  women  have  a  higher  cancer  rate 
than  their  married  sisters.  The  public  is  still  largely 
ignorant  of  the  immense  importance  of  early  operation, 
and  existing'  facilities  for  surgical  treatment  of  cancer 
of  the  breast  are  not  sufficiently  taken  advantage  of. 
Report  No.  99  finds  that  the  statistical  evidence 
in  support  of  a  connection  between  occupational 
risk  and  cancer  cannot  be  regarded  as  more  than 
suggestive,  and  as  only  one  of  several  predis- 
posing causes  of  cancer.  Comparative  mortality 
figures  do  not  support  Bkir  Bell's  "  dictum  that 
lead  poisoning  results  in  a  reduced  cancer  mortality. 
Manufacturing  chemists,  like  mule-spinners,  show  an  ex- 
cessive mortality  from  scrotal  cancer  (due  to  irritation), 
but  the  total  mortality  figure  for  chemical  manufacture 
(71)  is  below  that  for  chemists  and  druggists  (81),  per- 
sons engaged  in  zinc  manufacture  heading  the  list  (with 
178).  In  general,  the  report  shows  how  difficult  it  is  to 
draw  conclusions  from  occupational  comparisons,  which 
is  only  to  be  expected,  owing  to  the  complexity  of  in- 
dustry and  commerce.  Report  No.  102  on  radium 
therapy  does  show  a  little  advance  in  cancer  treatment. 
There  it  is  recorded  that  radium  has  a  definite  thera- 
peutic value  as  regards  cancer  of  the  breast.  Local  re- 
currences treated  by  surgical  insertion  of  radium  may 
be  held  in  check  or  may  sometimes  disappear  after  the 
use  of  comparatively  large  doses  of  radium.  At  the 
Middlesex  Hospital,  carcinoma  of  the  breast  is  treated 
by  application  to  the  surface  of  approximately  half  a 
gramme  of  radium,  divided  between  nine  capsules.  Treat- 
ment was  either  concentrated  within  a  few  doses  or 
extended  over  several  months,  a  total  exposure  of  25  hours 
spr-ead  over  about  a  week  being  regarded  as  a  full  dose 
at  a  distance  of  6  cms.  Supplementary  treatment  with 
a;-rays  is  applied  to  surrounding  parts  of  the  body. 
Radium  therapy  is  effective  in  a  large  proportion  of 
rodent  ulcers,  treated  with  repeated  small  doses  from^ 
15  to  20  minutes  daily  for  10  to  14  days.  Gutta  percha 
or  lint  only  is  placed  between  the  applicator  and  the 
skin,  the  surrounding  area  being  protected  by  lead  and 
lint.  j\Iany  cases  show  remarkable  improvement,  but 
there  is  a  decided  liability  to  recurrence  of  growt'n. 
The  value  of  radium  therapy  in  malignant  growths  jf 
mouth,  nasopharynx,  pharynx,  and  oesophagus  is  in- 
timately bound  up  with  technique  used,  for  which  no 
hard-and-fast  rules  for  dosage  can  be  expected,  whilst 
the  presence  of  sepsis  is  a  most  important  limiting  factor 
in  establishing  a  satisfactory  technique.  Radium  has 
proved  of  the  greatest  value  as  a  pallative  in  malignant) 
disease  of  the  uterus,  and  is  of  incalculable  value  in  the 
treatment  of  intractable  haemorrhage.  It  is  obvious  that 
radium  therapy  is  achieving  successes  which  are  limited 
both  by  difficulties  of  application  and  supplies  of  material. 
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Council  Candidates 

In  our  issue  of  May  22  (page  679)  ^*  gave  biographical 
details  coacerning  four  of  the  candidates  for  the  seven 
positions  on  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
that  are  to  be  filled  at  the  forthcoming  election,  and 
published  the  views  of  those  pharmacists  on  the  issues 
before  the  electors.  We  now  add  corresponding  particu- 
lars of  remarks  from  four  other  candidates  who  have 
favoured  us  with  their  views  on  pharmac.eutical  politics. 

Mr.  John  T.  Humphrey,  Ph.C, 

served  a  five-years'  apprenticeship  in  an  old-estahlished 
business  at  Sunderland,  owned  by  the  late  Mr.  John 

Walton,  where  it  was 
customary  to  make  every- 
thing that  could  ibe  made 
in  the  way  of  galenicals, 
etc.  Even  chemicals  were 
at  times  made  in  experi- 
mental quantities,  and 
the  training  in  practical 
pharmacy  was  as  thor- 
ough as  it  could  well  be, 
under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  John  Walton's  son, 
Mr.  Thomas  Walton, 
who  took  the  greatest 
possible  interest  in  Mr. 
Humphrey's  early  work. 
After  passing  the  Preli- 
minary examination  in  his 
first  year  of  appi'en- 
ticeship,  Mr.  Humphrey 
later  assisted  in  forming 
and  conducting  the  Sun- 
derland Chemists',  Assis- 
tants' and  Ajpprentices'  Association,  and  has  ever  since 
been  more  or  less  actively  engaged  in  association  work. 
During  ten  years  at  ^Sheffield  he  took  charge  of  the 
pharmacy  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Clark,  who  also  had 
an  extensive  trade  in  supplying  the  requirements  of- 
local  manufacturers.  This  provided  opportunities  for 
much  work  in  investigating  problems  arising  during  pro- 
cesses of  manufacture.  Mr.  Humphrey  passed  the  Minor 
examination  while  engaged  in  business,  after  a  pro- 
longed course  of  self -tuition,  but  subsequently  studied 
practical  biology  at  Firth  College,  Sheffield.  He  became 
a  close  friend  of  the  late  Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme, 
and  was  associated  with  him  in  the  conduct  of  the 
Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society  (as  secre- 
tary), and  also  of  the  Sheffield  School  of  Pharmacy, 
of  which  he  was  one  of  the  lecturers  and  secretary. 
During  that  time  he  was  asked  hy  Dr.  B.  H.  Paul, 
editor  of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  to  assist  him 
by  writing  leading  articles;  and  this  led  to  appointment 
as  sub-editor  of  the  Journal  on  the  death  of  Mr. 
Passmore.  Mr.  Humphrey  became  editor  on  Dr.  Paul's 
retirement,  and  later  produced  the  "  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  Formulary,"  the  "  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex,"  and  the  "  Pharmaceutical  Pocket  Book,"  in 
addition  to  numerous  minor  puhlications.  He  was  closely 
associated  with  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Thompson,  Birming- 
ham, in  drafting  his  scheme  of  pharmaceutical  federa- 
tion, and  subsequently  assisted  Mr.  Newsholme  in 
elaborating  the  two  schemes  he  put  forward  for  improv- 
ing local  organisation  in  pharmacy.  On  the  basis  of 
the  foundations  thus  laid  Mr.  Neathercoat  and  others 
established  the  existing  scheme  of  local  organisation. 
National  Insurance  work  occupied  him  from  the  begin- 
ning, and  much  of  the  matter  he  prepared  in  the  shape 
of  lists  of  fees,  etc.,  was  utilised  by  Mr.  Woolcock  as 
secretary  of  the  body  which  afterwards  became  the  Local 
Associations  Executive.  But  Mr.  Humphrey's  most 
important  contri'bution  to  Insurance  work  has  been  made 
during  the  past  ten  years  as  a  member  or  officer  of  the 
Middlesex  PharmaceuticAl  Committee.  In  addition  to 
the  positions  already  mentioned,  he  has  heen  President 
of  the  Harrow,  Middlesex,  and  South-West  London 
Associations,  chairman  of  the   London  Pharmaceutical 


Committee,  secretary  of  the  Progressive  Pharmacy  Club, 
and  W.M.  of  the  Galen  Lodge  of  Freemasons.  During 
the  war  Mr.  Humphrey  served  in  the  National  Guard 
and  acted  as  temporary  lecturer  at  the  London  Collega 
of  Pharmacy,  so  as  to  release  for  Army  purposes  an 
important  member  of  the  staff.  Later  he  was  appointed 
examiner  |iy  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  occupied  that  position  for  three  years,  retiring 
on  a/ccount  of  pressure  of  businessi  engagiements.  Mr. 
Humphrey  never  attended  classes  for  the  Minor  or  the 
Major  examination,  but  was  one  of  the  first  pharmacists 
to  take  a  course  in  bacteriology  at  King's  College, 
London,  and  was  subsequently  instrumental  in  inducing 
other  pharmacists  to  do  the  same.  He  was  a  close 
friend  of  the  late  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe  during  his 
later  years,  and  describes  him  as  a  tower  of  strength 
which  provided  the  necessary  shelter  to  enable  him  to 
carry  out  all  the  special  work  which  occupied  him  so 
many  years  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  London 
headquarters.  It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  Mr. 
Humphrey  comes  of  an  old  Northumbrian  family  which 
is  mentioned  in  a  letter  written  by  James  V  of  Scotland 
to  Henry  VII  of  England.  He  has  the  'blood  of  yeomen 
farmers  conjoined  with  that  of  seafaring  folk,  and  is 
never  happy  unless  at  work  in  the  garden  or  elsewhere. 
His  exceptional  experience  in  pharmacy  lends  additional 
importance  to  his  considered  views  on  the  present 
outloolc  : — 

When  pressed  to  stand  for  election  on  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  it  became  necessary  for 
me  to  consider,  first,  if  there  was  a  real  desire  or  need 
for  my  services  in  that  diwotion,  and,  secondly,  whether 
or  not  I  should  be  justified  in  adding  to  my  already 
numerous  duties.  Of  the  desire  I  have  been  convinced 
by  the  many  friends  in  pharmacy  who  have  communi- 
cated with  me  on  the  subject,  all  of  whom  have  done 
their  utmost  to  convince  me  of  tlie  need.  So  strongly 
have  they  emphasised  the  point  that  I  felt  it  would 
savour  of  selfishness  to  allow  personal  considerations  to 
prevent  my  acceptance  of  formal  nomination.  In  these 
circumstances  I  am  at  present  a  candidate  for  election 
on  the  most  important  representative  body  in  British 
pharmacy. 

Stated  in  general  terms,  my  views  are  that  every 
care  should  be  taken  to  maintain  the  Society  as  the 
governing  body  in  British  pharmacy,  and  that  there 
should  he  continual  watchfulness  to  prevent  encroach- 
ments on  the  privileges  conferred  hy  the  Charter  and 
confirmed  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  Indications  are  not 
lacking  that  it  may  prove  increasingly  difficult  to  main- 
tain this  position ;  but  effoi'ts  to  do  so  should  not  be 
lacking,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  closer  regard  to  our 
traditions  since  the  'Society  was  established  may  provide 
the  safest  guide  to  future  action. 

It  is  significant  that  the  attainment  by  the  Privy 
Council  of  control  of  certain  of  the  Society's  functions 
has  been  followed  'by  Home  Office  interference  with 
matters  which  were  formerly  not  its  business.  In  .so 
far  as  this  may  he  required  in  the  public  interest 
we  can  have  no  reasonable  ground  for  protest,  but  it 
is  essential  that  the  pharmacist's  point  of  view  should 
be  stated  clearly  before  the  bringing  into  force  of  new 
regulations  affecting  the  supply  of  poisons  and  the  dis- 
pensing of  medicines.  Well-intentioned  and  necessary 
restrictions  may  be  so  expressed  as  to  result  in  a 
maximum  of  inconvenience  to  practising  pharmacists, 
without  corresponding  hanafit  to  the  community.  We 
should  maintain  that  the  education  of  the  pharmacist 
is  the  best  safeguard  for  the  public,  in  so  far  as  the 
supply  of  poi.sons  is  concerned,  and  I  should  like  to 
see  such  clarification  of  regulations  and  rearrangement 
of  the  Poisons  Schedule  as  would  simplify  interpretatioa 
by  the  busy  man  or  woman  behind  the  counter. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  titles  question,  I  am  of  tho.sa 
who  regard  the  title  "  chemist  "  as  one  of  our  most 
valuable  assets.  It  is  the  designation  by  which  we  are 
best  known  to  the  puhlic,  and  Parliament  has  crystallised 
popular  custom  in  the  phraseology  of  the  National  Insui''^ 
ance  Acts.  In  no  conceivable  circumstances  would  I 
agree  to  forgo  the  use  of  the  title  "  chemist  "  by  phar- 
macists. I  should  not  oppose  the  inclusion  of  all 
chemists  and  druggists  in  the  ranks  of  pharmaceutical 
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chemists,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  present  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  this  being  accomplished  should  be  regarded 
as  insuperable.  At  the  same  time,  it  should  not  be 
overlooked  how  the  business  nowadays  conducted  toy 
chemists  and  druggists  necessarily  includes  so  much 
besides  pure  pharmacy,  in  addition  to  differing  so  greatly 
according  to  locality,  that  individual  requirements  might 
not  be  met  by  the  universal  use  of  a  single  stereotyped 
trade  description,  if  such  were  compulsorily  enforced. 

While  conscious  of  the  need,  in  the  interests  of  phar- 
macists as  well  as  the  general  public,  of  facilities  being 
provided  for  work  of  the  kind  to  be  undertaken  in  the 
Society's  Pharmacological  La/boratories,  I  think  it  is  a 
matter  for  regret  that  proper  provision  is  not  made  in 
the  (Society's  house  for  research  work  on  drugs  and 
galenic  pharmacy.  Our  Society  ought  to  be  pre-eminent 
in  this  field  of  investigation,  particularly  now  that  it 
has  absorbed  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference. 
Apart  from  this,  scientific  matters  seem  to  receive  from 
the  Council  what  may  faii'ly  be  regarded  as  adequate 
attention,  and  the  cost  of  biological  assay  work,  etc., 
may  probably  be  justified  to  some  extent  as  expenditure 
on  professional  advertising.  But  I  feel  it  remains  to  be 
proved  that  the  membership  subscription  needs  to  be  so 
high.  With  the  many  calls  upon  their  pockets,  members 
of  the  Society  are  entitled  to  ask  if  they  are  receiving 
full  va/ae  for  the  present  increased  annual  subscription. 

Tra,  iQ  matters  are  now  largely  outside  the  purview  of 
the  harmaceutical  Society,  but  that  does  not  appear  to 
me  to  justify  any  neglect  of  the  duty  imposed  by 
our  Charter — "  protection  of  those  who  carry  on  the 
business  of  chemists  and  druggists."  If  any  chemist 
and  druggist  is  being  unfairly  treated,  persecuted  even, 
when  legitimately  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  his  lawful 
occupation,  he  is  properly  entitled  to  such  protection 
as  the  Society  can  afford  him.  Protection  of  the 
business  itself  may  not  be  possible,  but  protection  of 
the  duly  qualified  individual  is  called  for  by  the  Charter, 
assuming  always  that  there  has  been  a  due  regard  for 
propriety  on  the  part  of  the  individual  directly 
concerned. 

Mr.  Frank  G.  Hines 

was  born,  educated  and  apprenticed  in  Ipswich,  where 
his  father,  Mr.  George  Hines,  J.P.,  a  well-known  writer 

and  social  reformer,  re- 
sided. He  passed  the 
Qualifying  examination  in 
1902,  and  for  the  next 
two  years  was  with  Bur- 
roughs Wellcome  &  Co. 
Mr.  Hines  then  took  a 
business  on  the  Essex 
coast,  and  migrated  to 
the  West  of  England 
for  a  time  before  joining 
Mr.  Montague  Folltard 
at  York.  After  Mr. 
Folkard's  death  Mr. 
Hines  became  the  sol© 
proprietor  of  the  phar- 
macy, which  he  carries  on 
under  the  style  of  Folkard 
&  Co.  The  business  has 
since  been  removed  to 
larger  premises  at  22  Par- 
liament Street — a  corner 
shop  with  ample  window 
space.  During  the  war  he  gave  active  assistance  on 
many  civic '  committees,  and  this  has  by  no  means 
exhausted  the  services  rendered  by  him  to  local  move- 
ments. Mr.  Hines's  experience  as  secretary  of  the 
York  and  District  Chemists'  Association  and  on  the 
York  Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  stood  him  in  good 
stead  in  his  work  as  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  to  which  he  was  first  elected 
in  1917.  He  gained  a  higher  place  in  the  list  of  success- 
ful candidates  at  the  keenly  contested  election  of  1920, 
and  again  in  1923,  and  is  chairman  of  the  York  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  In  reply  to  our  request 
for  his  views,  Mr.  Hines  writes  : — 

In  reviewing  the  statement  I  made  through  your 
columns  three_  years  ago,  I  am  struck  by  the  fact  how

greatly  my  attitude  has  been  justified  by  events.  I 
am  still  of  opinion  that  the  Society  needs  to  develop 
much  more  political  activity,  and  secure  for  the  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  a  prestige  and  a  position  compatible 
with  his  educational  attainments.  The  sound  educa- 
tional policy  of  the  Council  and  the  wise  building  uip 
of  substantial  assets  surely  justify  a  forward  move  in 
the  political  field.  The  menace  of  the  unqualified  pro- 
prietor running  a  "  pharmacy  "  remains.  The  longer 
we  put  off  facing  this  issue  the  greater  grows  the  vested 
interest  of  these  traders. 

My  recent  letters  concerning  the  issue  of  a  formulary 
in  the  North  of  England  give  particular  point  also  to 
my  statement  three  years  ago.  T  said  :  '"  Prescriptions 
nowadays  ai'e  not  filled  as  wi'itten,  but  as  interpreted 
by  the  Alinistry  of  Health.  The  whole  atmosphere  of 
cheapness  and  juggling  surrounding  the  N.H.I,  service 
is  doing  infinite  harm  in  unconsciously  lowering  pharma- 
ceutical standards."  I  protested  vigorously  against  the 
attempt  to  lower  and  belittle  pharmaceutical  standards 
in  the  North,  and  shall  continue  to  -do  so  so  long  as 
the  electorate  puts  me  in  a  position  of  responsibility  for 
the  safeguarding  of  those  standards. 

The  next  move  lies  in  establishing  the  true  functional 
or  vocational  powers  of  the  Society,  not  only  in  carrying 
out  pharmacy  laws  but  in  initiating  legislation  for  the 
protection  of  the  community.  Only  so  can  we  hope  to 
combat  the  intolerable  interference  of  Government 
departments  as  is  at  the  moment  shown  in  the  proposed 
new  Regulations  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 

Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons 

is  a  native  of  Spilsby,  Lincolnshire,  where  he  was  educated 
and  sei'ved  a  five  years'  apprenticeship.  After  further 
experience  with  Mr  : 
A.  H.  Ellithorne,  Birken 
head,  he  qualified  in  1896. 
For  the  next  few  years  he 
was  successively  assistant 
with  Mr.  James  Botham, 
Ph.C,  Higher  Broughton, 
senior  assistant  dispenser 
at  Crumpsall  Infirmary, 
and  chief  pharmacist  at 
the  Manchester  Children's 
Hospital.  In  1905  Mr. 
Simmons  entered  into 
partnership  with  the  late 
Mr.  G.  S.  Butcher,  329 
and  331  Chapel  Street, 
Salford ;  three  years  later 
he  became  the  sole  pro- 
prietor, and  has  continued 
the  business    under  the 

style  of  Butcher  &  Sim-  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons 

mons.    He  was  one  of  the 

founders  of  the  Salford 
and  District  Pharmacists'  Association,  and  has  filled  the 
office  of  President;  he  has  also  been  from  the  first  the 
secretary  of  the  Salford  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 
During  the  war  Mr.  Simmons  was  co-opted  to  a  vacancy 
on  the  Council  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, of  which  important  body  he  was  subsequently 
elected  President.  He  is  at  the  present  time  vice-chair- 
man of  the  local  branch  of  tfie  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union,  a  member  of  the  Salford  Insurance  Committee, 
and  an  original  member  of  the  executive  of  the  Salford 
Chamber  of  Trade.  Sir.  Simmons  sends  us  the  following 
concise  statement  : — ■ 

I  stand  as  a  business  candidate  for  business  men, 
anxious  to  do  what  is  best  for  pharmacy  as  a  whole, 
and  to  take  advantage  of  all  the  powers  conferred  upon 
the  Society  by  various  Acts  of  Parliament  to  place  our 
calling  upon  the  firmest  possible  foundation.  I  have 
been  glad  to  see  many  of  the  views  advocated  by  me 
three  years  ago  put  into  actual  effect. 

As  a  member  of  the  Education  Committee  for  two 
years,  I  was  able  to  assist  in  the  development  of  the 
educational  proposals  of  the  Council,  and  particularly 
welcome  the  adoption  of  a  higher  standard  for  our 
entrance  examination.  As  a  member  of  the  Benevolent 
Fund  Committee,  and  latterly  as  chairman  of  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund,  I  have  been  able  to  assist 
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in  the  eympathetic  administration  of  this  important 
branch  of  the  Council's  work.  On  the  Organisation 
Committee  I  have  been  able  to  assist  in  the  district 
conferences  which  have  been  so  successful,  and  to  take 
part  in  many  branch  meetings  up  and  down  the  country ; 
these  have  been  particularly  useful  in  enabling  our 
members  to  realise  more  fully  the  work  and  difficulties 
of  the  Council.  On  the  Law  Committee  I  have  been 
ajble  to  assist  in  the  introduction  of  a  more  energetic 
and  efficient  administration  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  in 
an  endeavour  not  only  to  safeguard  the  interests  of 
the  public,  but  also  to  prevent  much  of  the  illegitimate 
competition  with  which  pharmacists  have  to  contend. 
•  As  a  retailer  in  business  I  am  fully  cognisant  of 
the  harassing  regulations  and  restrictions  under  which 
we  labour  in  the  conduct  of  our  business,  and  do  not 
consider  that  we  as  a  trained  and  educated  body  of 
men  are  receiving  from  some  of  the  Government  depart- 
ments the  amount  of  consideration  which  the  nature  of 
our  work  and  our  record  of  service  both  I'ustify  and 
demand;  I  believe  much  could  be  done  to  alleviate 
the  position  if  we  could  secure  adequate  representation 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  I  am  particularly  anxious 
that  some  more  energetic  policy  should  be  inaugurated 
in  order  to  bring  this  about. 

Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Ph.C, 

served  his  apprenticeship  with  Williams  &  Peters,  London, 
N.W.,  and  followed    this    training    with    work   in  the 

laboratories  of  Idris  & 
Co.,  at  that  time  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  W. 
H.  Symonis.  He  passed 
the  Major  examination  in 
1891  and  was  subse- 
quently with  Squire  & 
Sons,  Oxford  Street,  W., 
for  two  years.  In  1898

for  ammoniated  tincture  oi  quinine.  Mr.  Melhuish  has 
been  President  (fn  1914-16)  of  the  Western  (London) 
Pharmacists'  Association,  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  board  of  examiners  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  an  energetic  member  of  the  London  Insurance  Com- 
mittee. He  served  a.  term  of  office  as.  chairman  oif  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union  E'xecultive,  and  gave  evidence 
before  the  Royal  Commission  on  Natiomal  H'8al(th  Ir.sur- 
anc€  and  also  before  the  Departmental  Commiittee  om 
Morphine  and  Heroin  Addiiotiion.  In  reply  to  our  request 
for  a  considered  statement,  Ihe  writes  : — 

As  I  have,  on  several  occasions  recently,  expressed  at 
gome  length  my  views  on  pharmaceutical  politics,  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  me  to  trespass  upon  much  of  your 
space.  I  ventured  to  say  at  the  last  election,  in  the  light 
of  the  test  case  decision,  that  "  the  Society's  policy 
should  be  based  fundamentally  pn  the  promotion  of  edu- 
cation, organisation  and  sound  and  careful  finance."  My 
views  have  not  altered  in  that  respect,  and,  in  serving 
on  the  three  committees  concerned,  I  have,  endeavoured 
to  carry  sforw^ard  this  policy  'to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

Education  and  Organisation. — I  should  welcome  a 
further  development  of  the  branch  system  and  a  closer 
co-operation  between  the  branches  and  the  local  educa- 
tional authorities  and  schools  training  for  the  Preliminary 
Scientific  examination. 

British  Pharmacojioeia. — strongly  support  the  action 
of  the-  Council  in  seeking  direct  representation  orr  the 
.Pharmacopoeia  Committee,  and  believe  that  the  formation 
.'«f  the  Science  Committee  and  the  publication  of  the 
Codex  have  strengthened  our  position. 


Government  Dajmrtments  and  Legislation. — The  increas- 
ing tendency  for  government  by  regulation,  as,  for  ex- 
ample, thei  proposed  inclusion  of  tJie  ba.v'bitone  group  in  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  and  the  pos.srbility  of  tlie  intro- 
duction of  legislation  aftscting  pharmacy,  as,  for  example, 
a  proprietary  medicines'  Bill,  render  it  necessary  to  secure 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment  a  qualified  spokesman  for 
pharmacy  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

General  Policy. — I  am  of  opinion  that  in  these  days 
of  transition,  when  the  nation,  if  not  remaking  itself,  is 
at  least  striving  to  resettle  itself,  we  cannot  afford  to 
be  a  small  or  mean  Society.  We  must  take  our  place  in 
the  general  advancement  of  things  medical,  scientific  and 
national,  and  I  submit  that  the  general  policy  of  the 
Council,  which  I  support,  will  go  far  firmly  to  establish 
pharmacy  in  the  position  to  which  it  is  entitled. 


Mr.  Percy  Barrs,  Kensington,  London,  W.8,  the  other 
candidate,  has  issued  an  election  address  in  leaflet  form. 


Westminster  Wisdom 

Notes  on  Parliamentary  Matters 

Parliament  Ad-journs 

The  House  of  Commons  adjourned  on  May  20  until 
June  1  for  the  Whitsuntide  holidays.  The  Finance  Bill 
reached  the  second  reading  on  the  day  of  the 
adjournment. 

Government  Medical  Appointments 

In  reply  to  a  question  in  the  House  of  Commons  f  n 
April  26,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Colonies  stated 
that  a  medical  man  has  been  appointed  at  a  salary  of 
£1,500  a  year  to  advise  him  on  all  medical  and  sanitary 
matters.  This  is  a  new  full-time  appointment  made  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

In  reply  to  another  question  on  the  same  day,  Sir 
Kingsley  Wood,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  said  that 
there  were  no  regional  medical  officers  employed  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  in  1918.  The  present  number  and 
salaries  of  officers  on  this  istaff  are  : — Four  divisional 
medical  officers  at  £1,600 ;  seventeen  regional  medical 
officers  at  .£1,400;  sixteen  regional  medical  officers  at 
£1,000  by  £50  to  £1,400;  thirteen  denuty  regional  medical 
officers  at  £800  by  £30  to  ^1,100.  These  salaries  are  all 
inclusive  of  bonus,  and  the  posts  are  pensionable  except 
for  those  officers  who  entered  the  service  at  fifty  or  over 
(twenty-one  in  numlber).  The  duties  are  concerned  chiefly 
with  the  Insurance  medical  sei^vice  and  National  Health 
Insurance  Funds  bear  the  appropriate  share  of  their 
emoluments.  The  officers  act  as  medical  referees  regard- 
ing the  incapacity  of  insured  persons  for  work,  and  as 
consultants  in  giving  second  opinions  in  questions  of 
diagnosis.  In  addition  they  are  required  to  carry  out 
certain  inspections  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1920, 
and  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920,  and,  ae  needed,  to  in- 
spect Poor  Law  institutions.  -

Jelutong  Product. — To  make  crude  jelutong  (or  pon- 
tianac)  gum  suitable  for  use  in  the  chewing  gum  and 
other  industries,  the  uncoagulated  latex  is  evaporated  to 
dryness,  yielding  a  product  having  a  sweetish  caramel 
taste  resembling-  that  of  maple  sugar.  (Beech-Nut  Pack- 
ing Co.,  and  W.  A.  Beatty.  245,405.) 

Hydrogenated  Cinchona  Alkaloids. — A  process  for  the 
manufacture  of  hydrogenated  cinchona  alkaloids  consist- 
ing in  causing  a  cinchona  alkaloid,  or  a  dihydro-cinchona 
alkaloid,  to  absorb  hydrogen  in  the  presence  of  a  catalyst 
of  the  nickel  group  at  a  temperature  above  30°  C.  until 
the  quantity  absorbed  corresponds  with  the  formation  of 
a  hexahydro  derivative  of  the  alkaloid.  (Howards  &

Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Northern  Ireland 
Council  Meeting 

The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland  was  held  on  May  20 
in  the  Society's  headquarters,  29  Wellington  Place, 
Belfast,  the  President  (Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  J.P.)  in  the 
chair.  There  were  also  present  :  Professor  Small,  Dr. 
S.  E  A.  Acheson,  Messrs.  Fred  Storey  (Vice-President), 
H.  Lancashire,  J.P.,  S.  S.  Badger,  J.P.,  J.  E.  Connor, 
J.P.,  A.  C.  McBride,  J.P.,  F.  T.  Smith,  J.P.,  J.  E. 
O'Neill,  J.P.,  H.  G.  Pring,  O.B.E.,  J.P.,  W.  J.  Hardy, 
W.  J.  Rankin,  Jos.  Moifet,  Jas.  Dundee,  Samuel  Suffern, 
W*S.  Taylor,  T.  W.  McMullan,  M.P.,  Mr.  D.  L.  Kirk- 
patrick  (Secretaay),  and  Professor  Wren,  of  the  Belfast 
Municipal  College  of  Technology,  were  in  attendance. 
At  the  opening  of  the  proceeding  the  President  made 
sympathetic  reference  to  the  death  of  Mrs.  iStorey,  mother 
of  the  Vice-President  (C.  tfc  D.,  May  1,  p.  637),  to  which 
Mr.  Storey  briefly  replied. 

Release  of  Candidates'  Certificates 

Mr.  McBeide  said  he  had  received  communications 
from  students  in  the  Free  State  asking  if  their  certifi- 
cates could  not  be  released  from  Northern  Ireland  in 
time  to  allow  them  to  go  up  for  the  examination  in  the 
Free  State,  and  he  had  been  asked  to  bring  the  matter 
forward.  If  the  certificates  were  not  released  they  could 
not  go  in  for  the  Southern  examinations.  He  thought  it 
would  be  inagnanimouis  on  their  part  to  do  so,  to  enable 
the  boys  to  go  for  the  examination  in  Dublin.  Birth 
certificates,  certificates  of  classes,  etc.,  were  what  he 
meant.  He  had  written  to  Dublin  to  see  if  they  would 
take  duplicates,  and  they  would  not. 

The  Secretary  said  he  proposed,  after  the  Council 
passed  the  applications  to-day,  to  release  these 
certificates. 

Mr.  Storey  said  he  had  been  approached  by  candi- 
dates from  another  aspect.  They  had  lodged  a  fee  for 
their  examination  in  Dublin  of  twelve  guineas  and  had 
lodged  a  fee  in  Belfast  for  the  Northern  examination. 
Some  of  the  boys,  if  successful  here,  did  not  intend  to 
go  for  the  Dublin  examination,  and  he  had  been  asked 
would  it  be  possible  to  get  the  fee  back.  They  could 
not  release  it  here  after  they  had  entered  for  the  exami- 
nation, but  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  in  Dublin 
he  asked  if  there  would  be  any  difficulty  in  releasing  the 
candidates'  fees  in  these  cases,  and  he  thought  they 
might  take  it  that  the  Council  in  Dublin  would  return 
the  candidate  his  fee. 

Mr.  McBride  said  he  understood  it  would  be  relea.sed 
if  they  did  not  go  up  for  the  Southern  examination.  It 
jWould  be  a  good  thing  for  them  to  go  up  for  both 
examinations. 

Mr.  Hardy  asked  would  there  be  any  harm  in  releas- 
ing all  these  certificates  and  documents  which  they  did 
not  require  after  that  day. 

The  President  :  No.  It  does  not  require  any  resolu- 
tion, and  the  Secretary  will  return  them  as  he  has  said. 

New  Headquarters 

The  General  Pui-poses  Committee  recommended  that 
the  rooms  •  55  and  56  Scottish  Provident  Buildings  be 
taken  as  offices  of  the  Society  at  an  annual  rent  of  ^6150. 

The  President  said  they  were"  taking  the  rooms  for 
five  years.  They  would  have  the  use  of  the  Belfast 
Chamber  of  Commerce  room  for  a  very  large  meeting  cn 
payment  of  a  small  fee. 

The  resolution  was  passed,  ajid  the  President  and 
Vice-President  authorised  to  sign  the  agreement. 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  of  May  18 
contained  the  following  recommendations  to  the  Coun- 
cil :— That  Mr.  W.  H.  Ringland,  56  Castleton  Gardens, 
Belfast,  be  accepted  for  the  examination  undeir  Schedule 
2  Part  III  of  the  Act;  that  the  Special  Board  of 
Examiners  be  paid  a  fee  of  £1  Is.  per  candidate  ;  that 
five  examiners  be  appointed  for  the  examinations  under 
Schedule  2  Part  IV  and  Part  V;  Botany  and  Pharma- 
cognosy, one  examiner ;  Chemistry  and  Physics,  one 
examiner  ;  Pharmacy  and  Practical  Pharmacy,  two  exami- 


ners ;  Business  Methods,  one  examiner.  Mr.  Storey 
moved  the  adoption  of,  and  Mr.  Pring  seconded,  the 
motion,  which  was  passed.  The  appointment  of  the 
examiners  was  left  over  until  after  the  examination 
already  arranged.  A  list  of  ninety-one  candidates  for  'he 
forthcoming  examination  under  Parts  I,  II,  III  and  IV 
was  read.  It  was  pointed  out  that  they  required  to  be 
passed  by  the  C'Ouncil  first  for  admission  to  the  various 
examinations.  On  the  motion  of  Professor  Small, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Storey,  the  names  were  all  passed.  On 
the  question  of  invigilators  for  the  examination  it  was 
agreed  that  the  matter  be  left  in  the  hands  of  Professor 
Wren,  of  the  College  of  Technology,  where  the  examina- 
tions would  be  held,  and  that  one  of  those  to  be  ap- 
pointed be  Miss  Kirkpatrick,  daughter  of  the  Secretary, 
■who  had  given  great  assistance  in  the  clerical  work  of 
the  Council. 

Professor  Wren  said  the  College  Institute  was  neutral 
in  the  matter.  They  would  equally  welcome  outsiders  as 
membens  of  the  office  stafi  as  invigilators. 

Mr.  Smith  said  Professor  Wren  had  gone  to  great 
trouble  to  help  them  in  various  ways  and  they  weira 
grateful  to  him. 

Law  Committee 

The  Law  Committee  recommended  that  September  30, 
1926,  be  the  appointed  day  so  as  to  conform  with  the 
regulations  as  laid  down  in  the  amended  Act.  The  day 
hitherto  appointed  was  December  21. 

The  Secretary  said  the  Home  Office  would  confirm  the 
alteration.    It  was  really  a  matter  of  form. 

Mr.  MoMuLLAN  said  September  30  had  been  mentioned 
in  Parliament  as  the  date. 

Mr.  Storey  proposed  the  adoption  of  the  recommenda- 
tion, which  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Connor  and  passed. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  all  the  regulations 
under  the  head  of  "  titles  "  be  dropped.  The  Home 
Office,  as  already  stated,  had  turned  down  Regulation  5 
of  the  Titles. 

Mr.  Storey  said  the  Committee  was  of  opinion  that 
the  Act  was  sufficiently  wide  to  deal  with  the  matter. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Smith,  seconded  by  Mr.  O'Neill, 
the  recommendation  wajs  adopted. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  letter  from  Mr. 
George  Marshall,  under  date  April  29,  19^  : — 
'  I  herewith  enclose  staitutory  -declaration,  which  speaks  for 
itself.  I  enclose  also^  copy  of  Centificate  of  Apothecaries' 
Hall,  referred  to  in  declaration,  and  a  -summai-y  of  subjects 
ol  examina'tion  passed.  I  do  noit  think  there  are  in  business 
more  than  two  or  three  in  Northern  Ireland  holding  thia 
ccrtifioEute,  and  it  would  be  most  unfair  and  unjust  to  ask 
or  require  me  to  prepare  and  enter  for  another  examina/tion 
similar  ,to  this  or  to  pay  any  further  fee.  You  might,  there- 
fore, put  all  these  facts  before  your  Board  alt  your  earliest 
convenience  and  let  me  know  result  as  soon  as  possible. 

This  letter  was  submitted  to  the  Home  Office  for  their 
opinion,  and  the  following  letter  is  their  reply  (dated 
May  13,  1926)  :— 

With  reference  to  your  letter  regarding  Mr.  G.  M. 
Marshall's  application  for  exemption  from  examination 
under  Part  III  of  the  Second  Schedule  to  the  Act,  I  am 
directed  by  the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  to  state  that  he  is 
advised  :  "That  the  Special  Board  of  Examiners  are  entitled 
to  isatisfy  themselves,  either  by  examination  or  by  inspection 
of  certificates,  that  Mr..  Marshall's  general  education  is  of 
sufficiently  high  standard  to  merit  exemption  from  the  Pre- 
liminary examination.  That  the  Special  Board  of 
Examinei's  ishould  accept  Mr.  Marshall's  Assistant's  examin- 
ation if  ibhey  are  satisfied  that  this  examination  covers  the 
subjeote  laid  down  in  pai-agraph  (h)  of  Part  III  of  ithe 
Second  Schedule.  If  in  their  opinion  the  Assistant's 
examination  does  not  cover  these  subjects  they  are  entitled 
to  examine  him  on  the  Syllabus  prescribed  in  Appendix  IVi 
of  'the  Regulations.  Thait  the  Council  would  seem  to  be 
enrtitlod  to  demand  the  full  fee  of  £15  15s.,  bu(t  that  if  Mr, 
Marshall  is  exempted  from  (the  examination  prescribed  in 
Appendix  IV  of  the  Regulations  i't  would  be  equitable  to 
charge  only  a  fee  of  three  guineas  in  place  of  the  fee 
required  on  application  for  the  Preliminary  certificate. 

The  President  said  the  matter  was  entirely  in  th» 
hands  of  the  Special  Board  of  Examiners,  and  after 
some  discussion  this  was  agreed  to. 

The  Law  Committee  brought  forward  a  suggestion  that 
in  the  form  of  indenture  issued  for  apprentices,  there 
should  be  incorporated  in  it  a  clause  making  provision 
for  the  apprentices  to  be  allowed  out  one  day  weekly  to 
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attend  classes  in  the  Municipal  College  of  Technology, 
01"  the  equivalent  in  the  evening  hours.  The  Secretary 
was  instructed  to  ask  the  Home  Office  if  indentured 
proof  of  apprenticeship  is  necessary.  The  following 
letters  were  read  from  Mr.  Hamill  Legal  Adviser,  under 
date  (1)  Aprir29,  1926;  (2)  May  6;  (3)  May  8  :— 

I  have  carefully  considered  the  question  submiittcd  to  me 
as  to  service  of  apprenticeship  with  limited  companies  or 
under  the  widow  of  a  deceased  practitioner  prior  to  the 
passing  of  the  Act.  So  far  as  limited  companies  are  con- 
cerned, I  have  not  much  difficulty,  because  section  20,  sub- 
section (3)  expressly  states  that  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
"  shall  apply  to  a  body  corporaite  in  like  manner  as  they 
apply  to  an  individual."  The  only  secition  which  I  can  find 
bearing  on  the  question  of  apprenticeship  served  in  a  busi- 
ness carried  on  by  the  widow  of  a  deceased  practitioner  is 
stH-tion  22,  and  on  a  strict  and  literal  interpretation  of  that 
section  iit  might  be  argued  that  a  business  could  not  bo 
carried  on  "  under  the  authoi-ity  and  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  this  Act"  until  the  Act  had  been 
passed.  But  the  whole  intention  of  the  Act  with  regard  to 
limited  companies  and  the  businesses  of  deceased  practi- 
tioners is  to  put  Ihem  on  the  same  footing  as  businesses 
carried  on  by  a  qualified  person,  and  reading  the  Section  in 
the  light  of  this  intention,  I  think  it  might  be  held  that  the 
section  is  descriptive  of  certain  bodies  and  pei'sons,  and  has 
the  effect  that  those  who  have  served  as  apprentice  or 
assistant  to  a  person  within  the  description  contemplated 
by  the  section  shall  be  deemed  to  have  served  a  proper 
apprenticeship,  subject  to  compliance  with  any  rither 
requirements  as  to  length  of  time,  studies,  etc.  Any  weak- 
ne.ss  that  there  may  be  in  this  interpretation  might  be  to 
some  extent,  at  any  rate,  cured  by  section  3  {S),  which  gives 
the  Council  "power  to  make  regulations  with  regard  to  the 
production  by  persons  desirous  of  presenting  themselves  for 
examination  of  satisfactory  evidence  as  to  their  preliminary 
practical  training.  If  the  Council  is  satisfied  that  a  candi- 
date has  served  his  apprenticeship  to  a  body  corporate  or  a 
qualified  person  managing  a  business  of  a  deceased  practi- 
tioner, who  as  a  result  of  the  Aot  would  be  recognised  as 
having  carried  on  a  legitimate  business,  I  do  not  think  that 
anyone  is  likely  to  question  the  decision.  I  have  not  seen 
the  Regulations  already  made,  and  there  may  be  something 
m  them  which  v/ould  cover  the  point,  but,  if  not,  I  think 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  drafting  a  regulation  for  the 
purpose. 

(2)  The  position  as  to  membership  of  the.  Society  appears 
to  me  to  be  as  follows  :  The  Aot  sets  up  a  Pharmajceuitioal 
Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  and  having  erected  the  skele- 
ton must  clothe  it  with  a  certain  amount  of  flesh  to  enable 
it  to  functtion.  For  this  purpose  the  Minister  of  Home 
.^fi'airs  is  empowered  to  nominate  twelve  persons  as  the 
first  members  o.f  the  Society.  The  Society  then  becomes  a 
living  organisation  and  takes  over  the  management  of  its 
own  affairs  and  proceeds  to  add  to  its  membership  by  elect- 
ing new  members.  Each  new  member  as  he  is  elected  takes 
lijs  place  as  a  full  member  of  the  Society  with  rights  and 
privileges  equal  to  those  of  the  members  who  were  in  before 
him,  and  no  member  has  any  advantage  over  any  other 
member  owing  to  tlie  manner  in  which  he  obtained  his 
membership.  The  first  twelve  members  are  just  on  the  same 
footing  as  anyone  else  subsequently  elected  to  full  member- 
ship, and  they  must  conform  to  the  rules  "and  regulajtions 
of  the  Society  in  every  respect.  I  cannot  see  anything  in 
the  Act  which  would  exempt  these  twelve  members  from 
payment  of  their  subscription  or  from  any  other  obligaition 
imposed  upon  members. 

(3)  I  have  considered  your  question  as  to  whether  the  Act 
requires  apprentices  to  be  indentured.  According  to  the 
loarned  author  of  Stephen's  Commentaries  on  the  Laws  of 
England,  the  word  "  apprentice "  means :  "  One  who  is 
bound  by  deed  indented,  or  indentures,  to  serve  his  master 
and  be  maintained  and  instructed  by  him."  The  difference 
between  an  apprentice  and  an  employee  or  assistant  is  that 
in  the  case  of  an  apprentice  there  is  a  definite  contract  for  a 
fixed  tenn,  during  which  the  apprentice  is  to  be  instructed 
and  trained  for  his  profession,  and  the  consent  of  both. 
parties  is  necessary  to  terminate  this  contract  before  the 
natural  expiration  of  the  fixed  term  ;  whereas  in  the  case 
of  an  employee  or  assistant  (except  in  rare  oases)  there  is 
no  fixed  term,  and  either  party  may  terminate  the  contract 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  and  the  object  of  the  con- 
tract is  not  the  instruction  and  training  of  the  assistant,  but 
the  rendei-ing  of  services  by  him  to  his  employer.  Inden- 
tures are  the  formal  record  of  the  contract  of  apprentice- 
ship, and  to  accept  as  apprenticeship  a  term  of  service  not 
so  evidenced  would,  to  my  mind,  open  the  door  to  obvious 
a-buses  and  evasions.  Section  9  (1)  (e)  of  the  Act  requires 
the  Registrar  to  keep  a  register  of  apprentices  to  pharma- 


ceutical cheanists.  Section  11  (1)  provides  that  -..o  nam« 
shall  be  entered  in  any  register  ....  xuiless  the  ]lcgis(rar 
is  satisfied  by  the  proper  evidence  that  the  person  claiming 
is  entitled  to  be  registered.  How  could  a  name  bo  put  on 
such  a  register  in  the  absence  of  a  definite  contract  or 
apprenticeship,  and  arc  not  indentures  the  best  evidence  of 
such  a  contract,  and,  indeed,  the  only  reliable  evidence? 
Section  22  (2)  speaks  of  "  the  number  of  apprentices  who 
may  be  bound,"  etc.,  and  "  conditions  on  which  indentures 
of  apprenticeship  may  be  transferred."  The  Act  docs  not 
state  in  so  many  words  that  every  contract  of  apprentice- 
ship must  be  evidenced  by  indentures,  but  it  clearly  con- 
templates that  this  will  be  done,  and,  furthermore,  the 
Council,  by  section  3  (1)  (i),  is  given  power  to  make  regu- 
lations as  to  the  "  condition  on  which  persons  may  be 
apprenticed,"  and  in  my  opinion,  therefore,  has  power  to 
require  that  indentures  be  entered  into  by  every  apprentice. 

The  Secretary  said  they  had  no  regulation  regarding 
the  recognition  of  apprentices  in  limited  companies  and 
widows'  apprentices ;  prior  to  the  passing  of  the  Act 
they  had  the  power  to  make  the  recognition  retro- 
spective. The  Home  Office  agreed  with  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Hamill. 

Mr.  Hardy  said  the  solicitor  should  be  asked  to  draft 
a  regulation. 

Dr.  AcHESON  suggested  each  case  should  be  dealt  with 
individually.    There  were  very  few  of  them. 

The  President  agreed,  saying  it  would  hardly  be 
necessary  to  make  a  regulation. 

Mr.  Storey  said  any  regulation  would  soon  be  obso- 
lete. There  were  only  four  or  five  widows'  apprentices 
altogether.  . 

Mr.  Dundee  moved  that  they  make  a  regulation  to 
make  recognition  retrospective  in  such  cases  and  get 
finished  with  the  matter,  and  Mr.  Badger  seconded. 

Mr.  Storey  moved  that  they  adopt  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Law  Committee  and  consider  each  case 
on  its  merits,  and  Mr.  O'Neill  seconded. 

Mr.  McMullan  said  it  would  improve  the  position 
of  boys  apprenticed  to  widows  before  the  passing  of 
the  Act  if  there  was  a  regulation.  Mr.  Storey's  pro- 
posal was  carried  by  ten  votes  to  six. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  whether  or  not  such  a 
regulation  would  be  ultra  vires  and  would  be  turned 
down  By  the  Home  Office,  ~but  in  view  of  the  vote 
the  matter  was  not  pressed. 

Indenture  of  Apprentices 

A  long  discussion  then  took  place  on  the  legal  adviser's 
report  on  indenturing  of  apprentices. 

The  President  said  the  letter  meant  that  apprentices 
must  be  indentured.  If  it  was  in  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment it  must  be  followed.  Mr.  Pring  had  brought 
forward  a  satisfactory  form  of  indenture  in  committee, 
but  Professor  Small  suggested  something  should  bo 
added  that  apprentices  could  be  allowed  facilities  for 
study.  The  regulations  had  been  made  prescribing  a 
certain  course,  and  apprentices  should  get  facilities  for 
study. 

Mr.  McBride  said  there  was  no  college  in  his  city 
of  Armagh.  Did  the  Act  mean  a  boy  had  to  come  to 
Belfast  one  day  in  the  week  ?  There  was  no  means 
in  Armagh  of  teaching  those  boys  the  course  laid 
down. 

Mr.  Connor  supported  Mr.  McBride's  view. 

Mr.  Lancashire  said  surely  there  were  technical 
schools  in  Armagh  and  Newry.  There  was  one  in  his 
town  of  Ballymena,  with  a  principal  who  was  there 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  people.  He  would  leave  no 
stone  unturned  to  provide  the  facilities  necessai-y  for 
the  certificate.  Armagh  and  Newry  should  be  able  to 
do  the  same. 

Mr.  McBride  said  the  instructor  at  Armagh  informed 
him  that  unless  it  was  put  in  by  the  authorities  in 
Belfast  he  would  not  open  the  classes. 

Mr.  Connor  said  he  was  not  speaking  for  Newry,  but 
for  the  smaller  places — towns  with  2,0C0  inhabitants, 
where  it  would  be  impossible  for  boys  to  attend.  What 
opportunity  would  boys  in  places  like  Kilkeel,  Rathfri- 
land  or  Crossmaglen  have  to  attend  classes  ? 

The  Presidrnt  said  if  it  could  be  arranged  any 
way  that  the  boys  would  get  facilities  it  would  meet 
the  case  without  letting  them  off  for  the  day. 
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Mr.  Taylor  said  it  was  a  physical  impossibility  for 
boys  in  country  districts  to  get  facilities.  If  they 
had  a  day  off,  where  would  they  go  ?  He  did  not  see 
how  technical  schools  could  make  classes  for  three  or 
four  boys. 

Mr.  Pring  said  that  the  boy  got  his  ordinary  half- 
holiday,  and  if  he  got  a  day  off  for  classes  his  services 
to  his  employer  would  be  four  and  a-half  days  a 
week.  It  would  he  more  satisfactory  to  give  an  equiva- 
lent number  of  hours  off  per  week,  rather  than  one 
day  per  week.  In  his  firm,  for  instance,  the  boys 
were  all  in  the  one  year,  and  if  they  all  got  off  for 
one  day  they  would  have  to  carry  on  without  them, 
and  if  that  could  be  done  one  day  it  could  be  done 
every  day.  He  had  every  sympathy  with  the  training 
of  boys,  but  did  not  think  the  day  off  was  the  best 
way.    It  would  be  rather  unsettling  to  the  boys. 

Mr.  Badger  said  it  was  very  well  for  the  people 
in  the  city,  but  what  about  the  country,  where  they 
would  find  it  impossible  to  get  apprentices?  The 
technical  schools  would  not  open  a  class  unless  there 
was  a  certain  number  of  pupils. 

The  President  said  there  was  no  regulation  proposed 
yet.  They  were  merely  having  a  discussion.  The 
Council  had  made  regulations  as  to  courses  of  study, 
and  it  juld  take  boys  three  and  a-half  years'  or 
four  years'  study  at  five  nights  a  week  to  get  through 
the  courses.  If  it  could  be  done  without  a  day  off 
per  week  it  would  meet  the  case,  but  he  did  not 
believe  it  could. 

Professor  Wben  said  there  ,  was  provision  for 
physics  and  chemistry  in  Ballymena,  Bangor,  Coleraine, 
Dunga.nnon,  Portadown,  Larne,  Newry,  Londonderry, 
Omagh,  Lisburn  and  Lurgan.  In  addition,  provision, 
existed,  or  rather  there  was  the  equipment  there,  in 
Ballymoney,  Banhridge,  Holywood  and  Armagh.  That 
was  the  information  he  had  received  from  the  senior 
Chief  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Education.  Where 
no  provision  had  been  made  were  Limavady,  Ennis- 
killen,  Strabane,  Cookstown,  Magherafelt,  and  Down- 
ipatrick.  The  position  had  been  modified  by  the  unifica- 
tion of  the  education  authorities  in  the  Six  Counties, 
and  it  seemed  to  him  pressure  should  be  brought  to 
bear  for  the  use  of  the  laboratories  in  the  secondary 
schools.  At  present  they  could  only  take  up  the  courses 
in  Part  I.  In  most  of  the  centres  it  was  possible 
to  come  into  touch  with  a  chemical  laboratory,  and  it 
did  not  seem  to  him  that  instruction  was  out  of  the 
question.  As  to  the  difficulty  of  the  small  number 
of  students  in  some  centres,  he  would  suggest  the 
hoys  be  taken  on  for  four  years,  and  it  did  not  matter 
what  order  the  su'bjects  were  taken.  Could  one  member 
of  the  vSociety  not  arrange  in  each  centre  for  classes 
for  a  given  year,  say,  in  physics,  and  all  the  appren- 
tices in  the  district  could  study  that  subi'ect  in  that 
year.  The  same  with  business  methods,  and  so  on  in 
another  year.  If  the  impetus  came  from  the  Council 
it  would  be  possible  to  run  the  classes  in  the  smaller 
centres,  and  even  to  get  under  favourable  conditions 
into  Part  II.  -  He  did  not  think  the  Technical  Instruc- 
tion Committees  in  the  provincial  centres  would,  how- 
ever, be  justified  in  going  in  for  the  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  in  Part  II. 

In  reply  to  Dr.  Acheson,  Professor  Wren  said  the 
classes  would  be  from  September  to  May. 

Mr.  Storey  said  if  such  classes  were  not  recognised  by 
Queen's  University  there  Was  the  end  of  the  matter. 
Would  Queen's  recognise  the  lectures,  say,  in  Maghera- 
felt ?. 

Professor  Small  said  they  would  be  recognised  under 
certain  conditions. 

Mr.  Pring  suggested  five  years'  apprenticeships  with 
evening  classes  for  the  four  years,  and  the  whole  time 
of  the  fifth  year  for  classes  in  Belfast.  They  would  still 
be  under  twenty-one  as  a  rule  at  the  end  of  five  years. 

Mr.  Badger  said  some  of  them  could  not  afford  that. 

The  President  said  in  the  last  year  the  employer 
would  have  no  control. 

Mr.  Connor  said  there  would  be  a  great  difficulty  in 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist  in  a  country  district  organising 
classes.  It  was  the  Technical  Instruction  Committee 
should  do  that  sort  of  work.    In  addition,  if  a  man  in 


a  small  town  had  three  or  four  apprentices,  how  could 
they  all  be  let  off  for  classes  at  the  same  time  ? 

Mr.  McBride  said  if  the  technical  schools  were  ordered 
by  the  Ministry  to  give  this  instruction,  it  would  help 
to  solve  the  matter. 

Mr.  McMtjllan  suggested  a  conference  with  the  Minis- 
try of  Education. 

Replying  to  Mr.  Lancashire,  the  President  said  under 
the  new  rules  a  boy  had  to  take  out  so  many  hours.  He 
could  not  do  the  course  by  evening  study  alone. 

Professor  Small  said  an  apprentice  differed  from  an 
employee  or  an  assistant  in  that  he  must  be  taught. 
Were  they  willing  to  train  their  men  in  the  necessary 
subjects?  If  not,  were  they  willing  to  give  facilities? 
The  attitude  of  mind  all  through  the  discussion,  had  been 
cheap  labour  ("  No  "),  not  that  of  an  employer  who 
wished  to  train  his  apprentice.  Difficulties  could  be 
overcome. 

Mr.  Badger  said  if  they  could  get  the  Government  to 
give  the  facilities,  he  was  agreeable  at  once. 

The  President  said  each  member  should  take  a  copy 
of  the  suggested  indenture  home  and  study  it. 

Professor  Wren  said  classeis  in  botany  and  other  sub- 
jects would  possibly  attract  other  than  pharmaceutical 
students. 

Mr.  Dundee  said  it  was  possible  the  Council  could 
organise  the  classes  in  each  district  through  their  Secre- 
tary. When  the  boy  filled  in  his  form  he  could  state  in 
it  the  nearest  technical  school.  They  would  then  know 
how  many  students  there  were  in  each  district. 

Mr.  Badger  asked  had  the  Council  not  "  bitten  off 
more  than  it  would  chew  "  in  fixing  the  hours  that  had 
to  be  taken  out  in  the  new  regulations  ? 

The  President  :  I  suppose  you  voted  for  them  ? 

Mr.  Badger  :  If  I  did,  I  did  not  realise  all  it  meant. 

Mr.  McBride  said  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  boy  to 
qualify  after  four  years. 

The  President  said  that  they  contracted  to  teach  the 
boy  the  necessary  subjects  in  the  ifidentures. 

Mr.  McBride  :  Am  I  to  teach  him  physics,  business 
methods  and  other  things  ? 

Professor  Small  :  You  agreed  to  teach  him  his  busi- 
ness. 

Mr.  McBride  :  It  is  all  very  well  for  you  gentlemen 
in  Belfast  at  the  supposed  seat  of  learning.  (Laughter.) 
If  we  can  get  the  educational  powers  that  be  in 
Belfast  to  put  these  subjects  in  for  the  technical  schools 
in  the  country,  where  would  the  teachers  come  from  ? 
In  Armagh  I  do  not  believe  there  would  be  teachers  for 
some  of  the  subjects.  At  this  stage  the  further  con- 
sideration was  adjourned  till  next  meeting,  copy  of  the 
proposed  indenture  to  be  supplied  to  each  member. 

Mr.  McMdllan  moved  that  Messrs.  Robt.  Walsh  & 
Sons,  C.A.,  he  appointed  auditors  to  the  Society.  They 
were  auditors  for  the  Wholesale  Merchants'  Association 
and  other  bodies,  and  stood  high  in  the  profession. 

Mr.  Pring  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  pas.sed. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Professor  Earls,  of  the  Muni- 
cipal College  of  Technology,  that  the  Subcommittee  of 
the  Technical  Committee  had  agreed  to  grant  the  use  of 
the  College  for  the  examinations  in  June.  It  was  decided 
to  .send  thanks  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Dublin 
for  a  copy  of  the  calendar,  and  to  the  Belfast  Municipal 
College  oif  Technology  and  the  Education  Committee  of 
the  Belfast  Corporation  for  the  use  of  the  College. 

Mr.  Pring  said  they  were  also  grateful  to  Professor 
Wren  for  his  help  in  connection  with  the  securing  of  the 
College  for  the  examination.  Consideration  of  the  notes 
on  the  education  regulations  was  deferred. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.   Storey,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Dundee,    the    following   pharmaceutical   chemists  were 
elected  as  members  of  the  Society: — 
xVdams,  John.

Exeter  Chemists*  Dinner 

The  Exeter  and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  held  its  annual  dinner  at  the  Royal  Clarence 
Hotel,  Exeter,  on  April  28.  In  proposing  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  Kindred  Associa- 
tions,." Professor  W.  H.  Moberly,  Principal  of  the 
University  College  of  the  South-West,  remarked  that  the 
University  College  of  the  South-West  had  interested  itself 
in  pharmaceutical  education,  and  though  they  regretted 
that  for  the  moment  Mr.  Ware  and  his  department  had 
been  transferred  to  Plymouth,  they  were  all  of  one  body, 
and  it  was  merely  a  question  of  putVing  the  department 
at  the  point  where  it  was  likely  to  serve  the  largest 
number  in  the  South- Western  area.  The  University  Col- 
lege valued  this  element  in  its  life,  and  when  it  had  a 
branch  of  itself  at  Plymouth  as  well  as  at  Exeter,  as  it. 
hoped  toi  do  shortly,  the  pliarmaceutical  department  would 
be  one  of  the  chief  ornaments  of  that  branch,  and,  per- 
haps, the  harbinger  of  a  complete  medical  school.  In 
responding,  Mr.  P.  F.  Eowsell,  President  of  the  Society, 
observed  that  Plymouth  was  the  right  place  for  the 
School  of  Pharmacy  to  exist,  and  that  as  pharmacists 
they  hoped  in  the  near  future  to  be  much  more  closely 
linked  up  with  the  University  College  than  they  had 
been  in  the  past.  They  had  raised  the  £500  with  which 
they  intended,  through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
with  the  help  of  the  University  College,  to  establish 
a  scholarship  carrying  with  it,  he  hoped,  a  year's  tuition 
in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  for  Part  II.  In  connection 
with  the  raising  of  the  scholarship  fund  they  owed  a 
deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  their  honorary  secretar.y,  Mr. 
F.  iSoutherden,  for  the  work  he  had  done.  The  health 
of  the  secretaries  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Evans,  who  paid 
a  tribute  to  their  work  "on  behalf  of  the  Society.  He 
urged  that  the  Society  should  interest,  itself  in  the 
growing  practice  on  the  part  of  medical  men  of  doing 
work  which  should  be  left  to  pharmacists.  In  replying, 
Mr.  Southerden  said  that  the  scholarship  fund  amounted 
to  £515  l9s.,  and  the  balance  over  the  £500  would  be 
more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  incidental  expenses. 
The  toast  was  also  responded  to  by  Mr.  A.  C.  Milton, 
the  social  honorary  secretary,  who  expressed  regret  that 
the  School  of  Pharmacy  had  gone  to  Plymouth,  seeing 
that  the  idea  was  conceived  and  the  bulk  of  the  work 
in  connection  with  it  done  at  Exeter,  and  that  it  had 
since  been  arranged  that  it  was  to  be  followed  by  the 
chair  of  pharmacy. 
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Grasse  Perfume  Flowers 

May  and  June  ave  the  months  of  roses  on  the  Riviera 
(writes  a  correspondent).  In  fact,  the  rose  grown  at 
Grasse' for  perfumery  purposes  is  known  as  the  "  Rose  de 
Mai."  The  first  thing  that  struck  me  as  I  walked  among 
the  gardens  'in  April  was  the  very  low  bu&h  on  which 
these  flowers  are  grown.  Terrace  after  terrace  was 
covered  with  thick  rows  of  rose-trees,  but  none  seemed 
much  higher  than  my  knees.  When  the  bushes  blossom, 
the  busiest  season  of  the  year  commences  in  the  perfume 
factories.  For  roses  are  .still  the  heaviest  floral  crop  in 
the  South  of  France,  and  the  feverish  activity  needed  io 
cope  with  the  mass  of  flowers  is  heightened  by  the  fact 
that  the  orange-flowers  (only  second  to  the  roses  in 
quantity)  have  to  be  picked  and  treated  practically  at  the 
&ame  time ;  what  means  that  between  three  and  four 
thousand  tons  of  rapidly  perishable  raw  material  must  be 
dealt  with  in  a  "few  weeks.  The  picking  is  done  as  early 
as  possible  in  the  day,  the  idea  being  to  gather  the  flower 
as  soon  as  the  dew  has  evaporated,  and  to  get  it  inside 
the  factory  ere  the  real  heat  of  the  day  begins.  In  wet 
weather,  work  stops.  Not  because  a  flower  is  any  the 
worse  for  dew  or  rain,  as  a  local  manufacturer  explained, 
but  the  flowers  are  bought  by  weight,  and  no  one  wants 
to  pay  for  water.  The  problem  of  speedy  delivery  from 
field  to  factory,  no  easy  matter  in  certain  modern  works 
which  may  sometimes  receive  20  or  even  30  tons  of  flowers 
in  a  single  day,  has  been  satisfactorily  solved  since  auto- 
mobiles have  been  uised.  But  the  actual  picking  is  of 
course  hand-work ;  and  one  h'ears  the,  usual  complaints 
thiat  nowa:days  the  workeis  rise  laiter,  are  less  industrious 
and  more  exacting  than  they  were  in  bygone  days.  Need- 
less to  say,  casual  and  imported  labour  is  inevitable  in 
these  season  trades  ;  as  anyone  knows  who  has  seen  the 
Kentish  hopgardens  in  autumn.  Ine  fcigaradier  produces 
a  bitter  orange.  How  horribly  bitter  an  orange  can  be 
I  never  realised  till  that  April  morn  when,  during  a 
torrid  and  thirsty  walk  down  the  valley,  I  was  incautious 
enough  to  pick  up  and  sample  a  tempting-looking  wind- 
fall. I  threw  the  fruit  away  after  the  first  bite,  but  the 
taste  was  less  easily  got  rid  of.  Roses  and  orange 
blossoms  are  almost  the  only  important  crops  treated  by 
ordinary  distillation.  Orange-flower-water  and  neroli  oil 
— which  forms  the  base  of  all  good  eau  de  Cologne — are 
said  to  have  been  fii-st  popularised  by  a  Princess  of 
Nerolo,  hencis  the  name  "  neroli." 

New  Methods  of  Treauvient 

Pomades'  are  likeiwise  produced  from  Iboth  roses 
and  orange  flowers  by  tlie  '' maeeration  "  or  hot- 
fat  process ;  but  some  of  tl>e  newest  ways  of 
treating  roses  were  explaiined  to  m«  at  the  factory 
of  Lauitier  •  Fils ;  and  one  of  these  is  so  recent 
(1923)  and  so  original  that  it  may  be  novel  to  many 
readers.  Certain  previous  conversations  had  prepared 
me  for  the  discovery  that  the  up-to-date  perfumer 
ignores  many  old  traditions,  but  the  actual  chopping-up 
and  crushing  of  the  Queen  of  Flowers  (as  if  the  delicate 
petals  were  so  much  orris-root  or  oil-seed)  came  to  me 
rather  as  a  shock.  The  idea  is  that  if  the  cells  of  the 
flowers  are  torn  open,  the  glucosides  and  diastases  can 
mingle,  and  a  consequent  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
perfume  results.  Roses  are  first  hacked  up,  then  sub- 
jected to  extreme  pressure  until  all  the  cellular  juices 
are  forced  out;  The  thick  liquid  thus  obtained  is  sent 
to  the  special  factory  to  be  treated  by  the  petroleum 
ether  process  and  transformed  into  concrete  perfume  or 
essential  oil.  But  the  pressed-out  mass  of  flowers  is 
kept  an  hour  or  so  to  ferment  and  so  produce  still  more 
perfume,  which  is  separately  treated.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  increased  yield  thus  obtained  is  33  per  cent,  over  and 
above  what  could  be  extracted  by  the  older  processes. 
The  principal  of  an  old  and  first-class  firm  once  said  to 
me,  "We  respect  our  competitoi's,  but  we  do  not  fear 
them,"  and  this  seems  emphatically  the  outlook  of  the 
Grasse  manufacturer.  There  is  no  reason,  explained  the 
technical  manager  of  an  Important  factory,  why  Bulgaria 
should  not  produce  rose  products  equal  to  French.  But 
here  we  constantly  perfect  our  methods.  "  And 
what  ■  about  ,  the  Franco-Italian  factory  at  Bordi- 
ghera?^'  I  asked.  "Well.  I've  been  there,  and  jt  is 
a  fine  factory,  and  so  on.  But  here  we  cultivate  flowers 
m  sufficiency  first,  and  build  factories  as  required.  These 


foreign  enterprises  are  sometimes  rather  the  financial 
efforts  of  bankers  and  capitalists  than  the  natural  out- 
come of  the  agriculture  (or  horticulture)  and  industrial 
energy  of  a  locality.  At  least,  that  is  my  view ;  so  I 
stay  at  Grasse."

Tbe  prices  given  In  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  Im- 
porters or  manufacturers  (or  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  In  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
Into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  Incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Business  has  reopened  very  quietly  after  the  Whitsun- 
tide holidays,  the  situation  being  overshadowed  by  the 
coal  deadlock,  and  until  a  satisfactory  solution  has  been 
found  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  improvement.  Many 
complaints  are  rife  as  to  the  delay  in  obtaining  delivery 
of  goods  from  the  docks,  where  conditions  are  described 
as  chaotic.  There  are  no  outstanding  changes  in  the 
prices  of  crude  drugs,  an  auction  of  which  will  be  held 
next  Thursday.  Agar  agar  on  spot  has  improved  from 
its  lowest,  and  Japanese  camphor  is  steady.  Lycopodium 
is  firmer ;  saffron  is  lower,  while  copaiba  and  balsam 
tolu  have  also  cheapened.  Matto  Grosso  ipecacuanha 
has  been  sold  at  firm  prices.  Dutch  caraway  seed  is 
dearer.  Shellac  and  acacia  gums  are  easier.  Antimony 
continues  to  weaken.  Among  pharmaceutical  chemicals, 
there  has  been  a  fairly  good  demand  for  small  parcels. 
Citric  and  tartaric  acids  are  in  better  request,  with 
prices  showing  a  slight  improvement.  Resorcin  is  steady 
and  somewhat  scarce  on  spot.  Sulphonal,  benzoic  acid, 
guaiacol  carbonate  and  potassium  permanganate  have 
eased.  Among  industrial  chemicals  there  is  a  lack  of 
important  business,  and  the  outlook  is  not  promising 
for  any  immediate  activity.  Sodium  hyposulphite  is 
firmer ;  potassium  carbonate  is  slightly  cheaper,  and 
ammonium  chloride  is  also  weaker ;  sodium  acetate  is 
scarce  on  spot.  The  coal-tar  products  section  has  been 
very  quiet.  Business  in  fixed  oils  remains  very  dull,  with 
a  firm  tone  in  palm  and  cotton  oils.  Linseed  is  easier 
for  forward  shipment,  and  turpentine  is  dearer.

German  Caustic  Soda 


-For  many  months  past  Russian  caustic  soda  has  dominated 
the  Hamburg  market,  completely  paralysing  English  and 
American  competition  in  this  articlo.  Hitherto  all  the 
caustic  soda  manufactured  in  Germany  barely  sufficed  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  home  market,  but  the 
"  Industrie-  und  Handels-Zeiitung  "  of  May  18  i-eportsi  that 
now  considerable  amounts  of  German  caustic  soda  have 
become  available  for  export  at  competitive  prices.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  shrinkage  in  the  local  stocks  of  Russian  caustic 
soda  and  in  the  absence  of  fresh  supplie.s,  quotations  in 
Hamburg  had  recentl;^  firmed  up,  but  on  the  receipt  of  the 
news  of  the.  appearance  on  the  markeit  of  German  caustic 
soda  in  competition  with  the  Russian  product,  prices  show  a 
tendency  to  fall.  The  lowest  quotation  in  Hamburg  for  spot 
caustic  soda  is  £12  17s.  6d.  per  ton  f.o.b.,  while  German 
caustic  soda  is  being  ofEered  at  £12  10s.  per  ton  f.o.b. 
Rotterdaxn. 


German  Bromine  Convention 

The  agreement  between  tlio  Gorman  makers  of  bromiino 
arrived  at  in  September  last  on  the  formation  of  the 
sj'ndioatc  expires  at  the  end  of  .June  this  year.  The  position 
after  that  date  is  on©  of  some  speculation  and  interest  to 
the  trade;  any  change  will,  of  course,  have  an  effeot  on 
market  conditions.  There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  definite 
pointer  as  to  what  may  liappen  ;  whether  the  agreement 
on  which  the  syndicate  is  based  will  be  renewed  or  not.  It 
seems  that  some  producers  (one  of  them  being  the  largest) 
— the  new  Kaiseroda  works  of  tihe  Winter.shall  interests — 
are  able  to  produce  at  much  lower  costs  than  some  of  the 
smaller  makers,  and,  moreover,  their  capacity  of  output  is 
exitremely  large.  It  is  reported  that  for  1926  the  total  pro- 
dutition  of  bromine  in  Germany  is  likely  Co  reach  to  1,800 
motrio  tons.  Syndicatei  prices  range  from  2.50  to  3.00  mark.* 
per  kilo,  while  the  cost  of  production  in  tho  larger  works 
is  estimated  at  about  50  pfennigs  a  kilo.  It  would  seem  that 
the  decision  as  to  whether  the  Bromine  Convention  is  to 
continue  or  not  rests  almoat  entirely  with  tihe  Wintersh.xU 
interests,  who  command  the  position  both  as  legards  capacity 
of  output  and  cost  of  production.  Tho  difficulty  that  lias  no 
doubt  been  experienced  by  this  concern  in  disposing  of 
quantities  sufficient  to  keep  their  works  going  at  capacity 
njiight  well  be  tho  cause  of  t,hoir  withdrawal  from  the 
Convention. 

Belgian  Drug  Market 

Brussels,  May  18. 
Owing  to  the  severe  decline  in  the  exchange  of  all  Con 
tinental  countries,  trade  has  been  very  unsettled.  Sellers 
are  not  offering  any  goods  at  all,  and  prefer  to^  wait  until 
conditions  are  more  stabilised.  Very  few  transactions  arc 
reported,  unless  at  the  equivalent  in  sterling  of  the  price 
ruling  before  the  sensational  decline  in  the  franc. 

Strajionium  leaves. — There  are  no  goods  offered  out  of 
the  old  crop,  because  the  demand  has  considerably  over- 
taken the  Biupply.  The  new  crop  is  already  sold  to  a  lai'ge 
extent  at  very  firm  prices,  and  we  believe  that  the  prices 
will  still  tend  in  favour  of  sellers.  The  last  quotations  were 
made  at  45s.  per  owt.,  c.i.f.  London. 

Valerian  root  is  offered  in  lots  of  one  or  two  cwt.,  at 
prices  varying  between  200=.  and  250s.  per  cwt.  However, 
the  new  crop  is  already  offered  freely,  but  at  increased 
prices.  Whereas  several  sales  were  reported  at  753.  per  cwt., 
to  day  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  offers  at  lesj  than  100s. 
per  cwt. 

Chamomiles. — The  demand  for  Belgian  has  fallen  off  con- 
siderably, and  there  is  a  continued  absence  of  business. 
However,  holders  arc  adhering  to  their  prices.  Good  quality 
cannot  be  obtained  under  100s.  per  cwt.,  whereas  the  lowest 
C(uality  is  sold  at  60s.  tO'  70s.  per  cwt. 

.  PEPPERiiiNT  leaves. — After  touching  "  record  "  prices  lajit 
year,  the  demand  has  fallen  off  considerablv.  and  we  ended 
last  year  with  very  fair  stocks  in  hands  of  the  jobbers.  Tho 
plantings  are  vei-y  extensive  this  year,  and  we  forseo  lower 
prices.  Some  holders  already  quote  75s.  per  cwt.  for  new 
crop,  Augusit-Seiptember  shipment,  and  contracts  have 
already  been  made  at  this  price  for  America.

The  Draft  D.D.A.  Regulations 

SrR., — The  addre.ss  of  Sir  William  Willcox  to  the 
South-West  London  Chemists'  Association  {€'.  A-  D.,  May 
22,  .p.  667),  affords  interesting  reading  to  pharmacists 
who  are  involved  daily  in  the  troublesome,  and  to  them 
risky,  work  of  dealing  with  "  dangerous  "  drugs.  It  is 
good  to  know  that  Sir  William  regards  the  penalties  as 
applied  to  pharmacists  excessive.  Pharmacists  have 
never  objected  to  any  regulations  which  would  prevent 
the  illegal  use  of  these  drugs  ;  but  the  chief  danger  is 
that  a  magistrate  may  have  no  knowledge  of  pharmacy 
or  of  the  actual  working  of  the  Dangerous  Drags 
Act,  and  looking  at  the  heavy  penalties  provided,  may 
impose  an  unduly  severe  one  for  an  accidental  offence. 
There  should  be  an  entirely  separate  scale  of  penalties 
for  the  nominal  offence  of  a  chemist  to  that  provided  for 
the  criminal  seller  of  "  dope  "  ;  at  present  the  chief  effect 
of  the  Act  has  been  to  compel  the  majority  of  pharma- 
cists to  adopt  the  motto  "safety  first,"  and  to  refuse  to 
dispense  prescriptions,  with  resultant  hardship  to  possibly 
quite  legitimate  customers.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  Sir 
William  was  in  favour  of  the  inclusion  of  veronal  pre- 
parations under  the  D.D.A.  ;  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  original  regulations  were  introduced  to  suppress  the 
illicit  trade  in  drugs  of  addiction,  it  would  be  interesting 
to  know  the  extent  of  the  illegal  traffic  in  veronal,  etc. 
The  sale  of  any  preparation  is  quite  adequately  safe- 
guarded under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  it  is  not  the 
restriction  of  sales  which  retail  chemists  complain  of, 
but  the  overriding  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  and  the  position 
they  are  faced  with  if  any  drug  can  be  classed  as 
"  dangerous  "   by  a  simple  Order  in  Council.

The  Amateur's  Photography 

Sir, — ^^The  remarks  of  your  contributor  of  "  Photo- 
graphic Notes  and  Novelties  "  (6'.  <£•  D.,  May  1,  p.  635) 
on  the  fact  that  a  novice's  first  attempts  are  usually  suc- 
ce.ssfu.1,  whereas  afterwards  he  probabily  gets  a  run  of 
failures,  remind  me  of  my  first  incursion  into  the  art. 
The  first  exposure  I  ever  made  wias  the  "best,  althooigh 
it  w:as  only  a  snap  of  a  baker's  cart  in  the  road  outside 
the  house,  and  it  was  so  good  that  I  gaily  started  exposing 
anywhere  and  everywhere,  with  much  less  satisfactory 
results.  This  is  prdbably  thie  explanation  of  mvmy  of 
these  failures  :  a  novice  buys  a  camera  and  is  duly  advised 
to  choose  a  sunny  day,  and  so  on,  and  he  follows  tihe 
advice  for  tlie  first  few  exposures,  obtains  fairly  good 
pictureis.  and  then  exposes  w-ildly,  and  failur-es  result. 
There  is  a  good  deal  to  he  said  for  the  ad\'ice  to  !purcha,se 
a  goad  Jens,  but  the  better  the  lens  the  more  knowledge 
is  required  to  use  it  satisfactorily.  In  years  gone  by  a 
person  who  took  up  plhotography  did  so  as  a  serious  holiby 
and  .appreciated  any  hints  or  explanations  which  the  dieailer 
might  give,  but  now  a  camera  of  some  sort  is  a  part  of 
nearly  everybody's  effects,  and  is.  used  and  then  dropped 
again    as    the    whim    takes    the   owner,    not    so  much 


with  the  idaa  of  picture  making  as  to  obtain  a  souvenir  of 
the  occasi&n.  The  onlv  thi^ng  the  phoitographic  chemist 
can  hope  to  do  wnth  this  class  of  customer  is  to  sell  them 
as  many  films  as  possible,  induce  t'hem  <to  ibring  tihe  expo- 
sures back  to  him  for  developi.ng  and  printiiig,  anid  t« 
take  occasional  orders  for  postcards  and  enlargements. 
The  a-eal  worker  is  more  likely  to  'be  a  regular  customel 
aJl  the  year  round  for  chemicals  and  sundries,  bu't  he  it 
very  trying  at  times  with  his  requirements  for  plates  and 
papers,  having  a  constantly  varying  fancy  for  some  par. 
ticular  make  or  surface,  and,  needless  to  say.  when  ihi 
pharmacist  3ias  put  some  into  stack  the  amateui.'  decides 
that  it  is  not  quite  the  right  thing  for  his  negatives  and 
he  would  like  to  try  somebody  else's.  This,  of  course, 
leav-ss  a  lot  of  un-saJeable  stock,  and  the  chemist  must 
decide  how  far  it  is  profitable  to  humour  sucTn  ^cu&toaners.

Rates  of  Profit 

Sir, — With  regard  to  the  discussion  on  grocer's'  prices, 
both  "  Xrayser  III  "  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Matthews  (C.  d-  D., 
May  22,  pp.  675,  689)  advocate  as  a  counter-measure  to 
cut  prices  the  system  of  stocking  a  cheaper  quality  ;  but 
there  is  a  certain  risk  in  this  policy  for  the  pharmacist, 
as  he  would  have  to  be  very  careful  to  label  the  article 
to  show  that  it  did  not  comply  with  tin  B.P.  require- 
ments, and  it  is  certain  that  some  time  or  other  some- 
body on  the  staff  would  hand  out  a  second-quality  drug 
without  this  label,  and  when  such  an  accident  occurs 
the  customer  generally  turns  out  to  be  a  food  and  drugs 
inspector.  Conversely,  if  the  grocers'  qualit^^  at  cut 
prices  can  pass  the  B.P.  tests,  then  it  is  obvious  that 
chemists  ali  over  the  counti-y  are  paying  uneconomic 
prices  for  their  supplies,  and  it  is  time  to  change  the 
source.  "  Xrayser  III  "  goes  further  and  advises  a 
policy  of  reprisals;  but  it  has  been  shown  before  that 
this  is  not  always  satisfactory,  generally  leading  to 
further  and  more  drastic  reprisals  from  the  opposing 
party,  and  in  trade  matters  this  goes  on  until  the  one 
with  the  longest  pocket  is  left  as  the  sole  survivor. 
But  all  the  discussion  cannot  dispose  of  the  fact  that 
chemists  as  a  class  are  daily  losing  a  large  amount  of 
business  which  should  be  theirs  solely  on  this  question 
of  price.  The  average  consumer  has  never  heard  of  the 
B.P.  and  its  requirements,  and  cares  less;  his  pocket  ia 
his  standard,  and  he  naturally  goes  to  the  shop  where 
it  is  affected  least,  arguing  that  in  these  days  of  super- 
vision and  competition  a  business  cannot  go  on.  unless 
the  stuff  it  sells  is  fit  to  use. — Yours  truly.

[(1)  We  haxe  not  succeeded  in  obt^aining  the  resiilt 
which  you  describe,  and  we  are  unable  to  offer  an  explana- 
tion ck£  the  pihenomenon ,  there  being  no  features  in  the 
mixture  which  would  suggest  its  occurrence.  If  plain 
water  had  beeai  ordered  an  active  mould,  or  bacterial 
interference,  might  have  accounte-d  for  it  ;  but  with  the 
official  chloroform  water  these  may  be  discounted.  ^2) 
This  we  have  ihad  under  observation  for  a  considerable 
time;  it  has  developed  a  copious  growth  of  mould,  but 
it  has  not  become  tihicker,  and  no  odour  other  than  it 
possess'sd  when  first  compounded  is  detectable.  The  pro- 
duction of  the  odour  you  describe  has  been  previously 
b-roug'ht  to  our  notice,  and  our  inve.5tigat ions  conducted 
then  induced  us  to  conclude  that  it  occurred  only,  if  not 
always,  in  mixtuxes  which  had  been  compounded  with  a 
eyrup  of  tolu  prspared  from  a  concentraited  liquor.  Wheai 
the  official  syrup  was  employed  we  never  found  the  odour 
produced,  the  offending  constituent  probably  being  vola- 
tilised in  the  process  of  manufactuxe.]

LThis  mixture  cannot  hs  compounded  as  written  wit^i- 
out  a  precipitate.  Theoretically  the  salts  ougbt  to  remain 
in  solution.  Sucb  an  occurrence  is  sometimes  designated, 
in  the  absence  of  a  better  description,  as  "  salting  out." 
A  ve.ry  little  more  water  produces  a  clear  solution,  aD'd 
no  precipitaite  is  formed  when  any  two  of  the  salts  are 
concerned.  Wheji  the^  three  salts  are  triturated  together 
and  the  liquids  gradually  added  while  trituration  is  con- 
tinued the  precipitate  is  comparatively  light  and  diffuses 
well  when  shaken,  so  that  a  suspending  agent  is  not 
required.  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing  "  contains  references 
to  "  salting  out."]

Alpha  (22/4). 
[We  Imve  compounded  the  mixture  with  distilled  water 
and  retained  it  under  observation  for  mave  tlian  ten  days 
and  it  still  remains  as  clear  as  when  it  was  prepared.  At 
the  same  time,  being  aware  that  a  preservative  delays 
change  m  glycerophosphates  when  constituents  of  a  mix- 
ture, we  made  a  second  mixture,  employing  chloroform 
water  instead  of  plain  water.  Comparing  the  two  mix- 
tures at  the  end  of  ten  days  the  only  perceptible  difference 
is  that  the  one  with  distilled  water  is  somewhat  paler  in 
colour,  indicating  the  commencement  of  a  change.  We 
have  not  prepared  the  mixture  with  tap  water  because 
that  with  which  we  are  provided  is  almost  certain  to  be 
diffei-ent  from  that  supplied  to  you,  water  supplies  varj-- 
mg  so  much  in  chemical  and  organic  contents  that  a 
standard  comparison  is  unobtainable.  As  a  preventive  of 
the  undesirable  change  in  the  mixture  we  .suggest  the 
employment  of  a  preservative  such  as  chloroform  water.] 


G.  a.  II.  (13/5).— A  label  with  the  words  "  Cough 
Syrup  "  renders  the  preparation  to  which  it  is  attached 
liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

F.  ir.  (21/5).— The  Labelling  of  Poisons  Order  in 
force  from  January  1,  1926,  requires  the  proportion  of 
the  statutory  poison,  if  any,  to  be  stated  on  the  label 
of  an  eye-ointment. 

F.  N.  (19/5). — Nepenthe  is  calculated  for  its  morphine 
content,  and  should  be  entered  under  that  term.  A 
doctor  ordering  nepenthe  must  send  a  signed  order  or 
sign  the  poisons  register. 

L.  J.  ,S.  (8/5).— (1)  The  labels  you  send  for  the 
capsules  and  scalp  lotion  do  not  disclose  any  ground 
for  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  (2)  Phosphorus 
is  not  a  scheduled  poison  in  Great  Britain,  but  is  in 
Ireland,  where,  however,  the  Labelling  of  Poisons  Order 
does  not  apply. 

South  Hunts  (20/5).— The  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  have  only  authorised  the  general  use  of  mineral- 
ised methylated  spirit  for  the  manufacture  of  certain 
liniments  made  on  the  lines  of  those  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  For  the  use  of  industrial  methylated 
spirit  in  the  same  manufacture  special  authorisation 
is  required. 

T.  G.  (22/4). — Calcium  lactate  tablets  do  not  require 
to  have  a  formula  registered,  as  they  can  be  sold  un- 
stamped under  the  entire  drug  exemption.  If,  liowever, 
the  calcium  lactate  is  mixed  with  any  other  ingredient 
it  would  be  necessary  to  register  a  formula  so  as  to 
benefit  by  the  exemption  in  favour  of  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedies. 

H.  B.  G.  (24/4). — The  regulations  under  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act  specify  the  contents  of  the  first-aid 
boxes  or  cupboards  which  must  be  provided  in  factories. 
These  include  for  factories  employing  fifty  persons  or 
less  not  less  than  a  dozen  "  small  sterilised  dressings 
for  injured  fingers,"  or  for  larger  factories  not  less 
than  two  dozen  of  these  bandages.  The  full  list  was 
published  in  the-  C.  <b  D.,  January  12,  1924,  p.  59. 

G.  R.  T.  (6/5). — A  chemist  can  recommend  a  "  known, 
admitted  and  approved  "  remedy  for  ailments  without 
incurring  liability  to  medicine-stamp  duty.  There  is  no 
definition  of  a  food  and  a  medicine  in  the  Medicine 
Stamp  Acts,  but  common  sense  is  a  good  guide.  For 
instance,  if  the  article  is  taken  in  indefinite  quantities 
as  a  body  nutriment,  it  is  a  food,  but  an  article  put 
up  in  tablets  and  given  in  doses  would  be  regarded  as 
a  medicine. 

E.  C.  C.  (20/5). — (1)  Formaldehyde  is  not  a  poison 
witliin  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  You  could 
label  it  "  non-poisonous  "  and  technically  you  are 
correct  if  you  mean  that  it  is  not  a  scheduled  poison, 
but  if  it  contains  sufficient  quantity  of  formaldehyde 
to  be  dangerous  if  taken  internally,  it  would  be  unwise 
to  label  it  "  non-poisonous."  (2)  Liquid  disinfectants 
containing  cresols  in  greater  quantity  than  3  per  cent, 
are  within  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  Schedule  and  must 
show  on  the  la^bel  the  proportion  of  the  poison. 

H.  A.  B.  (29/4)  intends  to  hold  a  competition  upon 
the  following  lines.  He  will  have  in  his  window,  side 
by  side,  a  large  and  a  small  bottle,  each  containing 
tablets.  The  number  of  tablets  in  the  smaller  bottle 
will  be  stated,  and  the  public  will  be  asked  to  estimate 
the  number  in  the  larger.  The  condition  of  entry  will 
be  the  possession  of  a  receipt  ticket  for  goods  to  the 
value  of  2s.  6d.  bought  during  the  week  of  the  com-, 
petition.  Is  there  any  objection  to  this  scheme?  [Com- 
petitions of  the  kind  mentioned  are  illegal,  upon  the 
ground  that  they  are  lotteries,  unless  the  element  of 
skill  enters  into  the  solution  of  the  problem.  This  is 
a  question  of  fact  for  the  decision  of  the  magistrates 
before  whom  the  prosecution  takes  place.  In  our  view 
the  result  of  the  competition  in  question  could  be 
arrived  at  only  by  pure  guesswork,  consequently  we 
think  that  the  competition  would  be  illegal,  and  would 
subject  '•  H.  A.  B."  to  the  risk  of  a  heavy  fine.]

W.  E.  (12/4).— The  chief  packers  of  waterglass  for 
Egg  preserving  agree  that  only  the  best  quality  140° 
Twaddell  is  suitable  for  this  purpose.  The  variety  you 
refer  to  is  doubtless  the  80  per  cent,  neutral  silicate 
of  soda,  and  it  seems  from  your  experience  that  it  is 
not  so  suitable  as  the  stronger  kind  for  egg  preserving.

E.  P.  cl'  S.  (19/4). — ^Sausage  casings  are  made  from 
sheep'  and  pig  gut,  which  is  turned  inside  out  when  re- 
moved from  the  carcase  and  washed  in  running  water.  The 
skin  is  then  soaked  in  salt  water  to  loosen  the  membrane 
which  adheres  to  the  skin,  and  the  gut  is  then  scraped 
with  a  blunt  wooden  instrument  to  separate  the  mem- 
brane. Subsequent  processes  consist  in  drying  and 
packing  the  skins  in  salt  for  sale.  Machines  are  gener- 
ally employed  for  loosening  the  membrane  from  the  gut. 

G.  W.  H.  (22/4). — Brick  peeservativ^!  for  building 
in  which  caustic  soda  is  manipulated.— We  think  the 
best  course  would  be  to  paint  the  surface  with  a  solution 
of  paraffin  wax  in  petrol,  which  would  give  a  protective 
coating  to  the  walls.  Linseed  oil  or  copal  varnish  are 
other  suggested  coatings  for  the  wall  the  object  of  which' 
is  to  coat  the  surface  of  the  brick  with  a  preparation 
that  will  adhere  and  be  permanent. 

Mimosa  (25/4). — Marking-ink. — The  aniline  ink  made 
from  the  following  formula  does  not  require  heat  to  be 
applied  after  it  is  used  on  linen  : —

Ferrier's  Snuff 

Dr.  David  Feri-ier  describes  a  method  of  curing  an 
incipient  cold,  which  he  has  first  tried  on  himself,  and  after- 
wards on  others,  with  almost  magically  curative  results. 
Finding  a  severe  cold  coming  on  one  evening,  indicated 
by  weight  in  the  frontal  sinuses,  tickling  of  the  nostrils, 
sneezing,  watering  of  the  eyes,  and  commencing  flow  of  the 
nasal  mucus,  the  doctor  bethought  himself  of  the;  usually 
excellent  effects  of  bismuth  in  oases  of  acute  catarrR  of  the 
gastric  mucous  membrane,  which  seemed  to  him  to  cor- 
respond with  this  acute  nasal  catarrh.  He  therefore  pro- 
ceeded to  "  snuff  "  trisnitrate  of  bismuth  freely,  and  next 
morning  all  trace  of  the  threatened  disorder  had  vanished. 
Further  experience  has  led  Dr.  Ferrier  to  adopt  the  follow- 
ing formula  for  his  catarrh  snuff.  The  gum  makes  the  snuff 
easier  to  apply,  and  the  morphia  relieves  the  feeling  of 
irritation :  Hydrochlorate  of  morphia,  two  grains :  acacia 
powder,  two  arachms:  trisnitrate  of  bismuth,  six  drachms. 
Of  this  powder  one-quarter  to  one-half  may  be  taken  a.s  snuff 
in  the  course  of  the  twenty-four  hours.  The  inhalations 
ought  to  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  symptoms  of  coryza 
begin  to  show  themselves,  and  should  be  used  frequently  at. 
first,  so  as  to  keep  the  interior  of  the  nostrils  constantly  • 
well  coated.  Each  lime  the  nostrils  are  cleared  another 
pinch  should  be  taken.

Fire  Extinguisliers. — Various  hand-operated  appliances 
are  available  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  small  out- 
breaks of  fire  on  business  premises.  Most  of  these  extin- 
guishers are  light  and  portable,  and  take  up  very  little 
room  when  placed  either  on  the  floor  or  on  a  bracket 
fastened  to  the  wall.  It  is  adj^isable  for  the  retail 
chemist  to  have  a  modern  fire-fighting  appliance  of  some 
sort  on  his  premises,  ihey  are  obtainable  at  prices  as 
low  as  £2  10s.,  and  a  rebate  of  10  per  cent,  is  allowed  off 
fire  premiums  by  insurance  companies  if  suitable  and 
approved  fire-extinguishing  equipment  is  employed.  One 
type  of  fire-extinguish€r,  suitable  for  retail  or 
general  business  premises,  is  operated  by  striking  a 
plunger  in  the  cap,  which  causes  a  jet  of  liquid  to  be 
thrown  to  a  distance  of  from  40  to  50  'feet.  The  con- 
tainer of  this  appliance  is  lead-lined  to  resist  corrosion, 
and  a  special  device  prevents  any  escape  of  liquid  at  the 
nozzle,  except  when  the  machine  is  in  action.  Refills  can 
be  obtained  for  this  extinguisher.  Another  small  type  of 
hand-operated  fire  extinguisher  has  been  constructed 
specially  for  use  against  oil  fires,  which  are  the  most 
difficult  of  all  outbreaks  with  which  the  amateur  fire- 
fighter may  have  to  deal.  This  device  produces  a  frothy 
mass,  which  lies  upon  the  surface  of  the  burning  material, 
and  thus  excludes  the  oxygen  of  the  air.  It  is  claimed 
that  the  froth  is  harmless  to  all  materials.  The  extin- 
guisher is  operated  by  turning  it  upside  down,  when  the 
liquid  is  thrown  to  a  distance  of  from  30  to  40  feet,  and 
up  to  18  gallons  of  froth  is  given  off  by  a  two-gallon 
vessel.  A  suitable  fire  extinguisher  for  small  shop  use 
consists  of  a  vessel  constructed  of  steel  plate,  coated 
internally  with  a  layer  of  non-oxidising  alloy.  The 
interior  of  this  vessel  is  fitted  with  a  detachable  perfo- 
rated cylinder,  kept  in  position  by  a  screw  cap,  which 
also  closes  it.  This  cap  forms  a  handle  for  carrying  the 
apparatus,  and  is  combined  with  a  distributing  nozzle. 
The  vessel  is  filled  with  a  solution  of  bicarbonate  of  soda 
in  water.  At  the  bottom  of  the  interior  cylinder  is  a 
loose-fitting  lead  weight,  while  at  the  top  of  the  cylinder 
is  a  hermetically  sealed  glass  receptacle  filled  with  strong 
sulphuric  acid.  To  set  the  extinguisher  working  it  is 
turned  upside  down,  when  the  lead  weight,  sliding  down 
the  cylinder,  pulverises^  the  glass  receptacle  against  the 
cap,  and  allows  the  acid  to  mix  instantly  with  the  soda 
solution.  Pressure  is  immediately  generated,  and  the 
mixture  is  projected  with  great  force.  When  the  gas  is 
formed  in  a  closed  vessel  full  of  water,  it  is  dissolved  in 
the  water,  and  a  suflScient  pressure  is  set  up  to  enable 
the  ga,s-char^ed  water  to  be  forced  through  a  nozzle  to 
a  considerable  distance.  The  water,  being  projected  on 
to  a  fire,  releases  the  gas,  which,  being  heavier  than  air, 
lies  like  a  blanket  over  the  burning  materials.  Still 
another  appliance  is  operated  like  a  pump,  and  throws  a 
continuous  jet  to  a  distance  of  from  20  to  30  feet  on  the 
backward  and  forward  stroke.  This  t\"pe  is  16  inches 
long  and  weighs  8  lb.  The  fluid  used  is  a  non-conductor 
of  electricity.  Certain  makes  of  fire-extinguishing  appli- 
ances are  obtainable  in  different  colours  to  blend  with  the 
interior  colour  treatment  of  the  shop  or  office. 

Fire  Insurance. — See  Insurance. 

Fire  Prevention.— The  Legislature  has  from  time  to 
time  recognised  the  danger  of  outbreaks  of  fire  on  premises 
where  inflammable  or  explosive  substances  are  stored, 
and  has  laid  down  regulations  for  their  storage  and  use. 
Details  of  the  conditions  attached  to  the  handling  of 
such  substances  are  given  in  this  Compendium  and  in 
Thi  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary  under  the  headings 
of  the  substances  themselves ;  and  it  is  only  necessary  to 
mention  in  this  paragraph  that  they  include  acetylene, 
tenzin,    benzoline,    petrol,   calcium    carbide,  celluloid, 


soluble  guncotton,  and  fireworks.  Many  otber  chemicak 
employed  in  the  pharmacy  are,  however,  sufficiently  likely 
to  ignite  (or  to  cause  ignition)  to  need  care  in  handling, 
as  also  are  a  few  other  substances  not  usually  classed  as 
chemicals.  Recent  accidents  during  surgical  operations 
involving  the  use  of  ether  have  drawn  attention  to  the 
ease  with  which,  especially  in  a  warm  atmosphere,  the 
vapour  oi  this  chemical  can  take  fire  several  feet  away 
from  the  point  at  which  the  liquid  is  being  used. 
Another  common  offender  is  cotton-wool ;  before  large 
sheets  of  it  are  opened  on  the  counter,  the  sealing-wax 
jet  should  be  turned  off.  Turpentine  in  mixtures  standing 
over  a  lighted  gas  ring  or  fire  is  also  a  perennial  source 
of  trouble,  and  the  obvious  path  of  safety  is  to  extinguish 
any  flame  in  use  before  turpentine  is  added  to  other 
ingredients.  The  large  class  of  incompatibilities,  involv- 
ing explosive  compounds,  is  adequately  dealt  with  in 
"  The  Art  of  Dispensing  "  (0.  <t-  D.  offices,  8s.),  the 
appropriate  section  of  which  should  be  carefully  studied 
by  those  who  are  not  in  daily  contact  with  examples  of 
such  mixtures.  The  most  commonly  occurring  instance, 
perhaps,  is  that  of  potassium  chlorate  in  association  with 
flowers  of  sulphur  :  the  slightest  prassure  of  a  pestle  on 
these  two  chemicals  in  a  mortar  is  liable  to  produce  a 
dangerous  explosion.  Hypopbospbites,  potassium  perman- 
ganate and  silver  oxide  are  other  chemicals  needing 
cautious  handling. 

Fireproofing  Solutions — The  term  "  fire-resisting  " 
was  preferred  by  the  International  Fire  Prevention  Con- 
gress, when  it  met  in  London  in  1903,  as  descriptive 
of  substances  used  for  lessening  the  combustibility  of 
wood.  Formulas  for  preparing  typical  solutions  are 
given  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  and  Thorpe's 
"  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry  "  mentions  a  rather 
wider  range  of  substances.  In  large-scale  operations,  the 
wood  to  be  treated  is  placed  in  a  closed  chamber  or 
receiver,  which  is  then  roughly  emptied  of  air.  The 
solution  (containing  chiefly  ammonium  phosphate  and 
boric  acid)  is  run  in  under  carefully  regulated  hydraulic 
pressure,  and  eventually  the  wood  is  drained  and  dried. 
The  theory  of  the  process  is  that  in  case  of  fire  ammonia 
and  phosphoric  acid  are  formed,  the  former  driving 
out  residual  air  in  favour  of  a  non-combustible  gas 
and  the  two  acids  coating  the  cells  with  a  glass-like 
mass. 

Fireworks. — As  far  back  as  the  times  of  the  Roman 
Empire,  displays  of  fireworks  were  given,  mention  of 
such  events  in  the  reigns  of  Carinus  and  Diocletian 
having  come  down  to  us.  Difficult  as  it  is  to  establish 
anything  like  historical  continuity,  there  is  a  probability 
that  Roger  Bacon,  who  lived  in  the  thirteenth  century, 
knew  the  composition  of  gunpowder  [C.  d:  D.,  I,  1923, 
p.  945) ;  and  in  early  Tudor  times  the  custom  of  intro- 
ducing fireworks  into  ceremonial  festivities  was  a  well- 
recognised  one.  Several  books  on  pyrotechnics  were 
issued  during  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
and  pictures  of  somewhat  later  date,  illustrating  displays 
in  this  country  and  abroad,  are  familiar  in  curio  shops. 
Salts  of  sodium  are  used  for  the  production  of  yellow 
colour  effects ;  barium  salts  for  green ;  strontium  for 
crimson  ;  calcium  for  red  ;  and  copper  for  green  or 
blue.  Special  fuses  and  connecting  links  have  to  be 
employed,  and  the  construction  and  adjustment  of  the 
various  parts  of  each  piece  require  considerable  technical 
skill.  Like  other  classes  of  explosives,  fireworks  are  the 
subject  of  stringent  official  regulations.  Their  manu- 
facture and  sale  is  limited  to  licensed  factories  and 
registered  premises  respectively.  The  importation,  manu- 
facture, sale  or  keeping  of  fireworks  containing  sulphur 
and  a  chlorate  is  absolutely  prohibited. 

Firkin  is  the  fourth  part  of  a  barrel,  equal  to  nine 
Imperial  gallons.  A  firkin  of  soap  usually  contains 
64  lb.,  and  a  firkin  of  butter  56  lb.  The  term  is  used 
indiscriminately,  and  the  weights  vary  in  different 
countries. 

Firm.— Strictly  speaking,  the  expression  "  firm  " 
means  a  partnership  (q.v.)  between  two  or  more  persons 
or  the  trading  style  und<r  which  a  business  is  carried  on. 
Often  the  term  is  incorrectly  applied  to  a  limited  liability 
company.  The  popular  idea  is  that  a  firm  is  an  entity 
distinct  from  the  partners  who  are  members  of  it;  but 
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su'c'h  is  not  t.he  case.  Howev-er,  for  iconve'n.ieiiGe  in  litiiga- 
tioii.  it  is  provided  'that  a,  'firm  m'ay  sue  or  be  sued  in'  the 
firm  name.  (In  Scotland  a  firm  or  partnership  is  a  legal 
entity — .see  Firm  in  Pharmacy  Xiaw.)  An  individual 
trading  under  a  name  other  than  his  own  may  be 
.sued  under  that  style,  but  he  must  sue  in  his  own 
name.  Registration  of  a  firm  under  the  Registration 
of  Business  Names  Act,  1915,  is  .  required  in  the  case 
of  an  individual  if  he  trades  under  a  style  other  than 
his  own  surname  without  any  addition  save  his  Chris- 
tiaai  names  or  i-nitiaLs,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  partmership, 
if  the  firm  carries  on  business  under  a  style  which  does  not 
include  the  surnames  ojf  all  t.h«  partniers  without  any  addi- 
tion otlier  tliam  the  Christian  names  .or  mitrals  of  the 
partners. 

Firm  Offer  or  Refusal  is  one  where  goods  are  offered 
to  a  merchant  at  a  certain,  price  -vvithin  a  given  period, 
and  until  he  has  either  refused  them  or  the  period  has 
expired  they  are  not  offered  to  anyone  else. 

"Firm":  Use  of  the  Word  in  Pharmacy  Law. — By 

the  Partnership  Act,  1890,  Sec.  4  (2),  a  firm  in  Scotland 
is  a  legal  "  person  "  distinct  from  the  partners  of  which 
it  is  composed.  In  England  a  firm  is  not  an  entity  of 
this  kind.  Section  3  (4)  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Act,  1906,  in  laying  down  conditions  for  the  carrying  on 
of  the  business  of  a  chemist  by  corporate  bodies,  accord- 
ingly commences  :  "A  body  corporate,  and  in  .Scotland 
a  firm  or  partnership."  The  Registers  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists  and  Chemists  and  Druggists  now  include  a 
Register  of  superintendents  appointed  in  accordance 
with  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908.,  Sec.  3  (4).

First-Aid  Dressings. — See  Ambulance  Cases:  First- 
aid  (Factory  Requirements). 

First-Aid  Factory  Reciuirements. — Under  the  powers 
conferred  on  him  by  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts, 
1901  (Section  79),  and  the  Police,  Factories,  etc.  (Mis- 
cellaneous Provisions)  Act,  1916,  the  Home  Secretary 
has  from  time  T.irog  made  Orders  dealing  with  the 
provision  of  am.'brilanee  and  first-aid  arrangements  in 
blast  furnaces,  copper  mills,  iron  mills,  foundries,  and 
metal  works  (1917)  ;  in  factories  in  which  ha^ihromates 
are  used  (1918)  ;  where  fruit  preserving  is  carried  on 
(1919)  ;  in  oil  and  cake  mills  (1919)  ;  in  gut-scraping, 
washing  and  tripe  factories  (1920)  ;  in  places  where  the 
gutting,  salting,  and  packing  of  herrings  (Norfolk  and 
Suffolk)  is  carried  on  (1920)  ;  in  laundries  (1920)  ;  in 
-  aerated-water  factories  (1921)  ;  in  premises  where  dry 
or  drysalted  skins  are  handled  (1921)  ;  and  in  chemical 
works  (1922).  Under  these  Orders  the  provision  of  first- 
aid  'boxes  or  cupboards  is  compulsory,  each  box  or 
cupboard  having  to  contain  certain  dressings  and  appli- 
cations. The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1923, 
extends  these  Orders,  requiring  first-aid  provision  to  all 
factories,  and  'Section  29,  which  deals  with  this  subject, 
Wis  printed  in  the  C.  A-  D.,  I,  1924,  p.  27.  The 
prescribed  standards  for  the  first-aid  boxes  or  cupboards 
under  this  section  of  the  Act  are  as'  follows  :  For 
factories  cmploijing  fifty  persons  or  less  each  first-aid 
box  or  cupboard  shall  contain  at  least  :  (1)  A  copy  of 
the  first-aid  leaflet  (Form  923)  issued  by  the  Factory 
Department  of  the  Home  Office  ;  (2)  a  sufficient  number 
(not  less  than  a  dozen)  of  small  sterilised  dressings  for 
injured  fingers;   (3)  a  sufficient  number  {not  less  than 


six)  of  medium  sterilised  dressings  for  injured  hands 
or  feet ;  (4)  a  sufficient  number  (not  less  than  six)  of 
large  sterilised  dressings  for  other  injured  parts ;  (5)  a 
sufficient  number  of  sterilised  burn  dressings  (small  and 
large)  ;  (6)  a  sufficient  supply  of  cotton  wool,  in  |-oz. 
packets ;  (7)  a  2  per  cent,  alcoholic  solution  of  iodine ; 
(8)  a  bottle  of  sal  volatile,  having  the  dose  and  mode 
of  administration  indicated  on  the  la/bel ;  (9)  eye  drops, 
prepared  as  described  in  the  first-aid  leaflet  (Form  923). 
Each  first-aid  box  or  cupboard  must  be  distinctively 
marked  with  a  white  cross  on  a  red  ground.  For 
factortes  emploi/ing  nwre  than  fifty  persons,  each  first- 
aid  box  or  cupboard  shall  contain  at  least  :  (1)  A  copy

volatile,  having  the  dose  and  mode  of  administration 
indicated  on  the  label;  (9)  eye  drops,  prepared  as 
described  in  the  first-aid  leaflet  (Form  923)  ;  (10)  a  supply 
of  suitable  splints  and  cotton  wool  or  other  material 
for  padding ;  (11)  a  supply  of  adhesive  plaster ;  (12)  a 
tourniquet ;  (13)  one  dozen  roller  bandages ;  (14)  half  a 
dozen  triangular  bandages;  (15)  safety  pins.  Provided 
that  items  (10)  to  (15)  inclusive  need  not  be  included 
in  the  standard  first-aid  box  or  cupboard  [a)  where 
there  is  a  properly  equipped  ambulance  room,  or  (6)  if 
at  least  one  box  containing  such  items  and  placed  and 
maintained  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  29  of  the  Act  is  separately  provided.  Each 
first-aid  box  or  cupboard  shall  be  distinctively  marked 
with  a  white  cross  on  a  red  ground.  In  the  case  of 
any  factory  or  part  of  any  factory  where 
first-aid  boxes  of  a  specified  standard  are 
required  to  be  Icept  in  pursuance  of  any  Regulation 
or  Order  in  force  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  the  standard  for  that  factory  or  part  of  factory 
shall  be  that  prescribed  by  such  Regulation  or  Order. 
(See  also  Cocaine  Eye-drops.) 

Fish  Meal. — Fish  meal  is  prepared  from  the  waste  and 
offal  discarded  in  the  'curing  of  fish,  and  is  sold  as  a 
fertiliser.  Since  practically  half  of  the  total  catch  is 
thus  discarded,  the  industry  is  an  important  one.  The 
refuse  is  dried,  the  oil  extracted,  and  the  resultant 
product  finely  ground.  Not  more  than  3  per  cent,  of 
oil  should  be  found  in  the  finished  article,  as  it  retards 
decomposition,  and  renders  the  fertiliser  less  effective. 
This  product  is  also  used  in  certain  instances  as  a 
feeding-stuff  for  pigs,  and  excess  of  oil  imparts  a  bad 
flavour  to  the  bacon.  Normally  fish  meal  contains  an 
average  of  14  per  cent,  of  phosphate  and  8  per  cent, 
of  nitrogen,  and  gives  good  results  when  applied  to 
light  soils.  Owing  to  its  liability  to  decomposition, 
it  iihould  not  be  storeid  for  a  long  time  unless  precautions 
are  adafyted. 

Fits. — These  may  be  hysterical,  epileptic,  ursemic,  or  cere- 
bral. The  last  three  are  generally  accompanied  by  twitch- 
ing of  the  muscles  of  the  face  and  limbs,  are  serious,  and 
require  medical  attention.  In  hysterical  fits  there  may 
be  violent  motion  or  perfect  stillness,  but  the  colour 
of  the  patient  (generally  a  woman)  is  good,  and  imme- 
diate recovery  ensues  on  squeezing  a  spongeful  of  cold 
water  over  the  face,  irrespective  of  where  it  runs  to. 
Sympathetic  spectators,  especially  of  the  male  sex, 
should  be  dismissed. 

Fittings  and  Fixtures. — ^Depreciation  of  these  is  always 
allowed  for  annually  in  any  balance  sheet  or  in  any 
return  for  the  purposes  of  income-tax  {See  Balanca 
Sheet).  The  amount  is  usually  placed  at  10  per  cent, 
per  annum,  but  this  is  applj'ing  to  fittings  the  principle 
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affecting  machinery  to  provi'de  for  wear  and  tear.  The 
term  usually  applied  is  "  reasonable  wear  and  tear  "  of 
such  items  as  may  be  charged  to  capital  account. 
Shelves,  counters,  window-case  fittings,  etc.,  do  not 
depreciate  to  the  extent  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum, 
though,  taken  in  its  widest  sense,  they  may  be  said  to 
do  so  for  a  few  years  after  first  fitting.  There  would, 
obviously,  in  such  a  method  arrive  a  time  when  there 
was  no  value  at  all — which  might  or  might  not  be  correct. 
To  quote  a  flat  rate  for  depreciation  for  such  things  in  a 
chemist's  shop  is  consequently  impossible.  The  soundest 
basis  is,  after  the  initial  stages  are  written  off,  to  bi'ing 
them  to  a  current  exchangeable  rate  and  then  only  deduct 
any  specific  depreciation  which  may  later  arise.  Valua- 
tion is  always  at  current  market  or  exchangeable  rates, 
which  makes  all  fittings  and  fixtures  of  much  less  value 
when  being  sold  after  once  they  have  been  fitted.  The 
initial  loss  of  values  is  consequently  high,  but  the  ratio 
decreases  until  bare  values  are  reached. 

Fixed  Oils  (Fatty  Oils,  Fats).— The  fixed  oils  are 
esters  of  mixtures  of  the  higher  fa-tty  (aliphatic)  acids 
and  glycerin.  The  oils  are  liquid  at  ordinary  tempera- 
tures, and  the  solid  oils  or  fats  are  solid  or  semi-solid 
at  ordinary  temperatures,  and  only  become  liquid  under 
the  influence  of  heat.  The  solid  and  liquid  oils  may 
be  divided  into  two  main  groups — those  of  vegetable 
origin  and  those  of  animal  origin.  Any  scientific  basis 
of  classification  of  the  oils  is  practically  impossible, 
and  as  a  matter  of  convenience  they  are  classified  accord- 
ing to  their  physical  (and  to  some  extent  chemical) 
characters,  which  usually  reflect  their  commercial 
characters.  For  example,  the  non-drying,  the  semi- 
drying,  and  the  drying  oils  are  characterised  by  low, 
medium^  and  high  iodine  absorption  values  respectively. 
Generally  speaking,  they  may  be  classified  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Liquid  Fats  or  Fatty  Oils 


(A )  Vegetable  oils 

(a)  Drying  oils 

(b)  Semi-drying  oils 

(c)  Non-drying  oils 


(B)  Animal  oils 

(a)  Terrestrial  animal  oils 
(6)  Marine  animal  oils 
Fish, oils 
(b- )  Liver  oils 
(63)  Blubber  oils 

Theoretically  a  fatty  oil  is  a  neutral  combination  in 
which  the  three  hydroxyl  groups  in  the  trihydric  alcohol 
glycerol  are  replaced  by  three  fatty  acid  radicles.  It 
is  uncertain  to  what  extent  mixed  glycerides  occur — 
that  is,  glycerides  in  which  the  same  glycerin  radicle 
is  combined  with  different  fatty  acids,  but  in  the  main 
the  glycerides  are  simple,  and' the  whole  oil  is  a  mixture 
of  tri-olein,  tri-palmitin,  tri-stearin,  etc.  All  natural 
fats,  however,  contain  varying  amounts  of  free  fatty 
acids,  and  upon  this  amount  the  quality  of  the  oil 
to  a  considerable  extent  depends,  and  the  more  ranoid  the 
oil  the  higlher  the  free  fatty  acids.  The  most  important 
of  the  tri-glycerides  are  tri-olein,  tri-palmitin  and  tri- 
stearin.  Since  the  methods  of  preparing  oils  on  the 
commercial  scale  are  somewhat  cimde,  they  contain 
various  impurities,  such  as  colouring  and  mucilaginous 
matter,  remains  of  plant  or  animal  tissue,  and  various 
other  substances.  These  can  usually  be  removed  by 
steaming,  bleaching,  and  filtering.  Practically  every  oil, 
however,  contains  a  little  unsaponifiable  matter.  The 
most  important  of  the  constituents  of  this  unsaponifiable 
matter  are  the  bodies  cholesterol  and  phytosterol.  The 
presence  of  these  two  bodies  is  of  much  value  for 
analytical  purposes,  as  the  foVmer  is  found  only  in  oils 
of  animal  origin,  and  the  latter  only  in  vegetable  oils. 
Lecithin  is  also  present  in  the  unsaponifiable  matter  of 
many  oils.  With  the  exception  of  castor  oil,  all  the 
fixed  oils  and  fats  are  but  sparingly  soluble  in  cold 
alcohol.  Those  oils  which  are  rich  in  glycerides 
of  the  fatty  acids  of  low  molecular  weight  are,  however, 
soluble  to  a  much  greater  extent.  Fixed  oils  are  readily 
soluble  In  almost  all  other  organic  solvents.  They  shoulif 
be  kept  in  cool,  dry  places,  not  exposed  to  air  or  light, 
as  otherwise  deterioration,  due  to  oxidation  and 
rancidity,  sets  in  rapidly.    In  the  examination  of  fixed 


oils  from  an  analytical  point  of  view  there  are,  of 
course,  many  special  methods  for  special  oils  and  mix- 
tures, which  cannot  be  dealt  with  here.  But  there 
is  a  certain  amount  of  routine  work,  which  is  practically 
always  followed  for  all  fatty  oils.  The  following  are 
the  determinations  which  are  commonly  made  : — 


(1)  Specific  gravity 

(2)  Melting     and  solidifying 

points 

(3)  Refractive  index 


(4)  Saponification  value 

(5)  Amount  of  unsaponifiable 
matter 

(6)  Iodine  value 


The  .specific  gravity  of  sperm  oil  is  lower  than  that 
of  all  the  oils,  lying  between  0.876  and  0.883.  But 
sperm  oil  is  not  a  true  oil,  but  rather  a  liquid  wax, 
as  it  is  not  a  glyceride  at  all.  The  rape  oil  group  has 
a  specific  gravity  from  about  0.912  to  0.916;  the  almond 
oil  group  varies  between  0.916  and  0.920,  and  includes 
olive  oil  and  arachis  oil ;  the  cotton-seed  oil  group 
(maize,  sesame,  palm,  etc.)  varies  from  0.920  to  0.925; 
linseed  and  similar  drying  oils  have  specific  gravities 
from  0.925  to  0.935  ;  and  the  castor  and  croton  oil  group 
rises  to  0.950  to  0.96O.  The  refractive  index  is  in  some 
cases  very  useful  as  an  analytical  factor ;  for  example, 
the  following  oils  show  considerable  differences  in  this 
figure  at  20°  :—

The  saponification  value  is  in  many  cases  within 
limits  which  cross  each  other,  so  that  it  is  impossible 
to  draw  much  of  an  inference  from  this  figure,  except 
in  a  few  cases  of  admixture  of  fatty  oils.  But  where 
hydrocarbon  oils  have  been  used  for  the  purposes  of 
adulteration  this  figure  is  invaluable.  For  example, 
the  following  are  typical  figures  : —

Adulteration,  of  coconut  oil  with  any  quantity  of  most 
other  oils  would  therefore  easily  be  indicated  by  the 
saponification  value.  The  iodine  value  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  methods  used  for  determining  the  purity 
of  fatty  oils,  as  in  very  many  cases  the  figures  yielded 
are  far  removed  from  each  other.  For  example,  the 
following  are  typical  limits  for  this  figure  : —

An  inspection  of  the  above  figures  shows  that  there  is 
no  other  analytical  figure  that  gives  greater  variation 
between  different  oils,  so  that  the  iodine  value  is 
obviously  one  of  the  most  valuable  for  determining  the 
purity  of  the  fixed  oils.  There  are,  as  above  mentioned, 
a  very  large  number  of  special  tests  which  have  to  be 
applied  to  many  oils  in  order  to  determine  their  purity, 
but  these  are  to  be  found  in  the  recognised  text-books. 
The  uses  of  fatty  oils  and  solid  fats  are  so  world-wide, 
in  the  soap,  foodstuffs,  medicinal  and  numerous  other 
industries,  that  no  description  of  them  is  here  necessary. 
The  trade  in  oils  and  fats  is  so  large  that  in  London 
it  is  regulated  by  an  important  Association,  the  Oil  and 
Tallow  Trades  Association.  Standard  contract  forms 
are  issued  by  the  Association  in  which  limits  for 
impurities  are  set  out,  and  similar  matters  are  dealt 
with,  and  provisions  as  to  arbiti'ation  in  case  of  dispute 
are  set  out.  The  bulk  of  the  business  in  large  quantities 
of  fatty  oils  is  done  by  means  of  these  contracts,  which 
means  that  there  exists  a  comparatively  uniform  practice 
throughout. 

Fixed  Selling  Prices. — In  every  business  it  is  an  advan- 
tage to  have  on  all  articles  displayed  for  sale  the  fixed 
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selling  pi-ice.  The  display  of  goods  may  be  very  attrac- 
tive; but,  unless  a  price  is  affixed,  qrfite  50  per  cent,  of 
tfie  display  is  detracted  from.  The  public  likes  to  know 
what  it  is  expected  to  pay,  and  this  desire  should  be 
satisfied.  To  have  the  price  on  a  displayed  container, 
which  requires  minute  examination  to  find  out  what  the 
figure  is  presents  no  advantage!  The  simplest  and  best 
way  is  to  have  a  display  card  affixed  so  that  there  can 
be  no  hesitation.  The  methods  of  fixing  selling  prices 
are  explained  under   "Selling   Prices  "' (q. v.). 

Fixtures  are  best  defined  as  covering  shelves,  show- 
cases, counters,  window-cases,  and  all  those  things  which 
are  used  for  the  display  or  haitdling  of  good^ — i.e., 
appliances  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  busin-ess. 
Fittings  depreciate  much  more  rapidly  than  fixtures,  - 
which  must  be  taken  into  account  when  grouping 
depreciation  under  the  one  heading. 

Flake  White  is  a  synonym  for  a  variety  of  white  lead 
(basic  lead  carbonate,  2P'bC03,  Pb(OH),),  but  it  is  also 
applied  to  basic  biimuth  nitrate  (bism.  trisnit.,  Bi(N03)3, 
2Bi(0H),). 

Flash  Point. — The  determination  of  flash  point  of  petro- 
leum oils  (kerosene,  etc.)  or  petroleum  spirit  (petrol, 
etc.)  or  mixtures  containing  petroleum  spirit  is  of' legal 
importance  dn  connection  with  the  importation,  storage,, 
transport  of  "petroleum,''  this  test  indicating  the 
liability  af  petroleum -products  to  fire  and  explosions  in 
consequence  of  the  production  of  inflammable  vapour. 
The  British  Petroleum  Acts  of  1871  and  1879  lay  down 
sipecifi*  apisaratus  ■  and  conditions  in  regard  to  Abel 
appara,tus  or  closed  tast  used  for  determiniing  the 
fl'a.sh  poinit  orf  petroleum.  In  this  loountry  the 
term  "petroleum"  applies  to  rock  oil,  shale  oil, 
or^  'bituminous  product  which  gives  off  an  inilam- 
maible  vapour  below  73°  F.,.  i.e.,  has  a  flash  point 
of  below  73°  F.,  this  limit  replacing  t!he  earlier 
"  open  test  "  limit  of  100°  F.  in  the  Peti^oleum  Act  of 
1868.  Statutory  Rule  and  Order  No.  483  of  1907  ex- 
tended these  Acts  to  petroleum  mixtures  -ernitting  petro- 
leum vapours.  The  flash-point  test  was  instituted  to 
'protect  against  explosions  and  fires  with  paraffin  laniips 
using  low-gi-ade  kei^osenes,  but  modern  kerosenes  are 
quite  safe  in  this  respect  and  have  a  flash  point  rarely 
below  100°'  F.  with  Abel  apparatus.  The  flash  points  of 
crude  oils  vary  according  to  amount  of  volatile  consti- 
tuents, typical  fla^h  points  being  :  Galicia  crude  oil, 
98*^  F.  ;  Russian  crude  oil,  95°  F.  ;  Mexican  crude  oil, 
S8°-  F.  ;  shale  oil,  102°  F. ;  coal  tar  oil,  67°  F.  Fatty 
oils  have  high  flash  points,  e.g.,  palm  -oil,  244°  F.  Owing' 
to  its  legal  bearing,  a  determination .  of  flash  point  is 
necessary  regarding-  any  product  liable  to  come  within 
the  legal  designation  of  petroleum  or  petroleum  mixture, 
and  it  is  necessary  that  the  test  should  be  carried  out 
by  la  .competent  fuel  technologist,  and  border-line  products 
must  be  treated  as  "  petroleum  "  unless  proved  otherwise 
by  direct  determination  of  the  flasih  point,  as  this  cannot 
be  taken  for  granted  from  previous  experience.  The 
modern  method  of  determining  flash  points  consists  of 
heating  up  a  definite  quantity  of  oil  in  a  waiter-jacketed 
cup  and  aippfying  a  tiny  flame  thereto  at  definite  intervals 
until  a  flash  of  flame  traverses  the  surface  of  the  liquid. 
Special  precautions  are  specified  for  high  inflam- 
mable mixtures,  and, special  type,s  of  apparatus  are  used 
for  solid  mixtures  and  high  flash-point  oils.  In 
general,  the  techniidalities  surrounding  the  determina- 
tion of  flash  points  are  so  numerous  that,  in 
defining  legal  Iiimits,  it  is  necessai'y  to  state  also 
the  type  of  apparatus  used.  The  flash  point  of  petroleum 
products  determines  the  apHcation  of  regulations  in, 
many  countries,  and  in  Great  Britain  it  is  the  ultimate 
|;est  as  to  licensing  conditions  regarding  the  use  of 
inflammable  petroleum  products  in  dry  cleaning,  or 
ru'bber,  chemical,  and  iphotographic  industries,  when  the 
amount  stored  exceeds  approximately  three  gallons  in 
:Sealed  containers  of  one  pint  or  1  lb.  Schedule  I  of 
the  Petroleum  Act  of  1879  prescribes  the  apparatus  and 
method  of  conducting  the  Abel  flash  point  test.  In 
.Germany  and  many  other  countries  a  modified  flash-point 


appai'atus  with  automatic  fiame  dipping,  known  as  the 
Abel-Pensky  apparatus,  is  the  legal  standard,  whilst  in 
American  States  the  TabLiabue  "fire"  te.st  is  legalised. 
Strict  comparison  of  results  from  these  different  types 
of  apparatus  is  not  possible,  but  in  general  the  thermo- 
meter readings  with  the  German  Abel-Pensky  test  is 
approximately  3.7°  F.  higher  than  with  the  official 
British  Aljel  apparatus,  this  difference  being  sensibly 
constant  with  flash  points  be^tween  70°  and  160°  F. 
A  miodified  apparatus  is  .used  for  determining  high  tem- 
perature flash  points  of  fuel  (Diesel)  oils  and  lubricating 
oils  ranging  around  130°  F.  The  (following  flash  points 
legal  in  different  countries  are  abstracted  from  Red- 
wood's "  Treatise  on  Petroleum  "  (Griffin)  : —
